nour of Phyſick, does not depend on

tue, as of Art.

IF Of the Rules Practice. Ch. 1- 

As to the Rules of Virtue, it is the Part 
and Duty of an honeſt and prudent Phyſi- 
cian, to be diligent in his daily Viſits; that 
he may not ſeem to trifle both with his Art 
and Patient's Life: And ſecondly, to pre- 
ſcribe fit Remedies, not for the fake of ob- 
taining any one's Favour, or good Graces, 
but according to the Indications taken from 
Diſeaſes; and laſtly, to behave. himſelf in 
phyſical Conſultations, with that ſweetneſs of 
Manners becoming a Gentleman : and who- 
ſoever acts the contrary, gives proof of a 
moroſe and ill Temper. 

OF this ſort, is that Cuſtom of preſeribing | 
great Quantities of Medicines, for procuring 
the Good-will and Eſteem of Apothecaries 
and others; whence it happens, that the 
Patient riſes from his Sick-bed with greater 
Coft, and perhaps Danger, and the Phyſi- 
cian goes off the Stage with the empty Shew 
of knowing the Nature of Remedies; and 
inſtead of true and laſting (Praiſe and) Ho- 
nour, gets nothing but an Itch of Fame. 

THERE are others, who Emperick-like 
endeavour to perform their Cures any how, 
and with what ſpeed they can. This, cer- 
tainly, is either from their want of Skill, or 

thro'

thro' a defire of vain Applauſe: having no 
regard in the interim, either to the Epilogue 
of the preſent Diſtemper ; or to another, un- 
expected, and even ſometimes deplorable 
Malady coming upon it. 

WriLrsT I was writing theſe, T was con- 
ſulted for a certain Gentlewoman, living in 
Ford-ftreet, labouring under a Suppreſſion of 
Urine. Conſidering the Circumſtances, I 
judged the Cauſe of the Diſtemper to be the 
Stone; but afterward, being ſomewhat more 
ſcrupulous, I found upon Enquiry, that the 
aforeſaid Diſeaſe came on, by taking a very 
aſtringent Medicine, ſuddenly ſuppreſſing 
both a Looſenefs, and a Vomiting : which 
therefore I cured, by ordering ten Drams of 
freſh-drawn Caſſia to be taken, and a Clyſter 
to be injected: for a Diarrhea often turns 
into a Dyſentery, by the improper Uſe of 
aſtringent Medicines. And what miſchief 
the Peruvian Bark hath done, when un- 
ſeaſonably taken, is well known to all ex- 
perienc'd Practitioners ; from which, and 
other the like Examples, it plainly appears, 
how commodiouſly that old Saying, Feftina 
lent?, may alſo be applied to the Art of 
Healing. 
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THERE are alſo ſome, who too haſtily 
vary their Preſcriptions, for no other reaſon, 


than the fear of Loathing the Patient, and 


of the being leſs eſteem'd for keeping to the 
Uſe of one and the fame Medicament. 
Whence it comes to paſs, that while they 
wou'd ſeem more complacent, they debar 
themſelves from obſerving the Operation of 
Remedies ; and provided they have order'd 
more ſuitable and convenient Medicines at 
firſt, they do ill to depart from em; war- 
ring not againſt the Diſeaſe, but the Patient. 
Neither are there wanting others, who will 
not preſcribe any thing againſt the common 
received Method, altho' another be more 
eligible and approved, leſt perchance they 
ſhould be obliged to ſubmit to the Diſcipline 
of another Phyſician, eſpecially if the Patient 
being carried out of the common Road, 


| ſhould chance to die at the laſt; in which 


Caſe, all their Reflections are patiently to be 
endured: for as a Diſtemper ſometimes e- 
ludes the beſt Method, ſo alſo at others, 


the Patient, by the Strength of Nature, makes 
a fair Eſcape, notwithſtanding the worſt 
Practice. Therefore a Phyſician ought not 
to tye himſelf up to any one's Method, but 


by 
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by leaving himſelf at liberty, he may be 
more ready to truſt to Reaſon and Experience, 
and ſo render his Art and Science more en- 
rich'd thereby. 

TRULY it is much for the Intereſt, both 
of the Patients, and the Phyſicians, to be- 
have themſelves wiſely and civilly to one 
another; for, non omnia poſſumus omnes, and 
what one Man forgets, another in his turn 
often remembers: however, great regard 
is to be had to Man's Blood, that the hands 
be not polluted therewith; for J can ſafely 
teſtify, that many have loſt their Lives, by 
the Debatings of Phyſicians. Whereof, 
amongſt other Examples, I have now in re- 
membrance a very lamentable one, of a no- 
ble Lady, who lately loſt her Life, by reaſon 
of my Advice being either neglected, or 
craftily concealed by ſome other Phyſicians, 
as evidently will appear in a Hiſtory of this 
Caſe; which, by God's permiſſion, I in- 
tend ſhortly to publiſh in another Treatiſe. 
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CH AP. II. 
Of the Rules of Art, and eſpecially 


of an entire Examination. 


HE characteriſtick Signs, whereby a 

Phyſician, properly ſo called, may 
truly be diſtinguiſhed from the herd of Me- 
dicaſters or Empericks, are theſe; that is, 
to find out an original Diſtemper, and then 
preſcribe fit Remedies for it. 

A perfect Knowledge of an original Diſ- 
temper is obtained by a thorough Examina- 
tion, that is, by beginning with the Ante- 
cedents, and after that with the recited Symp. 
toms, even from the firſt Decline of Health, 
to that moment, wherein the Phy fician is 
"> || 7 - PE | 

A fit Preſcription conſiſts in the Choice 
of Medicines, taken from a perfect Diagno- 


ſtick, according to the Indications, as will 


be ſhewn in the following Chapter. In the 
interim, it is maniteſt, that a Phyſician, truly 
qualified for Practice, ought to be adorn'd 
with the Knowledge of all the Parts of Me- 


dicine, 
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dicine, taught in the Academies, for this 
End. 

AND therefore, not only Empericks, who 
preſcribe without Method, are to be expeil'd 
from the Practice of Phyſick, but like- 
wiſe all thoſe who aſſume to themſelves a 
right of practiſing, by only inſpecting the 
Preſcriptions of Phyſicians; tho' at the fame 
time they be wholly ignorant of judging 


rightly of the Beginnings and Symptoms of 


Diſeaſes, and of inſtituting thereby a Method 
of Healing. 

As for what belongs to a thorough Exa- 
mination, the Ignorance and treacherous Me- 
mory of the Patients in relating the Symp- 
toms, renders this part far more difficult: 
by reaſon whereof, the Deſcription of all of 
them is for the moſt part imperfect and con- 
fuſed; which thing alſo happens, either by 
the unſkilful Examination, or the Negligence 
of Phyſicians, 

Bur of how great moment the faid look- 
ing back to the Antecedents, and even to the 
very firſt Decline of Health, is to Phyſicians, 
as well the failure of thoſe who are unmind- 
ful of this Rule, as, on the other hand, the 
ſucceſsful Practice of others, who rightly 

B 4 and 
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and duly obſerve the fame, puts the Caſe 
beyond all diſpute: for hereby the Learned 
accurately diſtinguiſh both the Symptoms, 
and fecondary Diſeaſes, (with their Motions,) 
from primary ones, which otherwiſe do of- 
tentimes either lie concealed or confuſed : fo 
alſo they propoſe to themſelves ſuch a Me- 
thod, which neither fluctuates, nor has re- 
courſe to ſundry forts of Remedies ; a ſure 
Sign of an uncertain Mind; but one that is 
ſtable and fimple, and for that reaſon far 
more ſucceſsſul. 

Tur the aforeſaid Rule and its Uſe may 
be the better illuſtrated, give me leave to ſub- 
join a Hiſtory or two. 

O the eighth of February, 1690, I was 
calbd to Mrs. Nicols, in Bafinghall-ftreet ; 
where, I underſtood, three eminent Phyſicians 
had been there before me, and preſcribed 
many Remedies, but all ineffectually: to 
wit, by reaſon they had taken their Indica- 
tions, not from the primary Diſeaſe, that is, 
2 diminution of the Terms; ; but from the 
Symptoms only. | 
_ Trosx Symptoms were a 3 diſten- 
ſion or fulneſs of the Stomach, eſpecially 
after Dinner; a frequent Vomiting, Loſs of 


Appetite, 


Wy 
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Appetite, and a bad Digeſtion : the Belly 
was alſo bound, and a vehement Cough, at- 
tended with a difficulty of Breathing; a 
violent Pain of the Head by times; a ſwel- 
ling of the Feet and Ankles; night Sweats; 
and an univerſal Heat returning irregularly : 

to theſe was added an Atrophy of the Limbs, 

copious and ſudden diſcharges of Urine; a 
ſwelling of the Belly preceeding them, and 
ſubſiding again when over; and at laſt, the 


 Menſes, by a gradual abatement, became 


entirely ſuppreſſed. 

Tre Phyſicians who were firſt conſulted, 
inconſiderately took the Phthiſick or Con- 
ſumption for the primary Diſtemper; but 

when I had, according to the aforeſaid Rule, 
enquired of the Patient, concerning the Time 
and Manner of the beginning of her Illneſs; 
ſhe told me, that while ſhe eat ſome part of 
an Hare, in the time of her menſtrual Flux, 
ſhe thereupon felt a Loathing, and rd 
fell into a Looſeneſs, which was immediately 
follow'd with a leſſening of the Terms, and 
from thenceforth all the recited Train of 
Symptoms came on; until by the Menftrua 
being totally ſuppreſſed at laſt, ſhe fell into 


a Conſumption. 


FROM 
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From this Relation, taken from the very 
firſt beginning of her Indiſpoſition, I found 
of a certainty, that the leſſening of the Terms 
was a primary Effect; and therefore reject- 
ing the Aſſes Milk, the Pectorals, and other 
Antiphthiſicals, hitherto uſed by the Advice 
of the former Phyſicians; I determined to 
have recourſe to Medicines promoting the 
Terms, as to thoſe only, wherein the chief 
hope of her Cure reſided; and for that cauſe 


I preſcribed the following Medicaments 
Take Roots of Elecampane, 1 Ounce; Ga- 


langal, Calamus Aromaticus, each 4 
Drams; Leaves of Mint, Baum, Roman 
Wormwood, each 1 Handful; fiveet Fen- 
nel-ſeeds, Carraways, and Daucus-ſeeds, 
each 3 Drams; Funiper-berries, half an 
Ounce; Orange-peet, 4 Drams ; boil them 
in a ſufficient quantity of Spring-water, 
in a cloſe cover d Veſſel, to two Pints, 
adding totards the latter end of the boil- 
ing, white Wine, I Pint; ſtrain it, and 
add compound Gentian-water, 2 Ounces. 
Make an Apozem, whereof ſhe may take 
4 Ounces every Morning, and at five o- 
clock in the Afternoon, adding 20 Drops 
of Elixir Proprietatis tartaris d, to each 

D/ 
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Doſe of the Apozem ; and in the inter- 


vals ſhe may alſo take daily 20 Drops of 
the ſame Elixir in a draught of her or- 


dinary Drink. 


If now I had only preſcribed that Apozem, 
I ſhould have omitted the Orange-Peel, by 
reaſon I had learned by Experience that it 
diminiſhes the Terms. 
Fon the firſt, and by the ſole uſe of the 
Elixir in her common Drink, to wit, on the 
ninth of January, ſhe retain'd her Dinner. 
Bur by the united Efficacy of the Elixir, 
and the Apozem, the was on the fifteenth 


Day entirely freed of her Vomiting ; her Ap- 


petite grew ſtronger, and her Stomach was 
not ſo much inflated after eating. 

MoxEeoveR, about the nineteenth Day her 
Belly began to looſen, and the feveriſh Heat 

and Pain of her Head were abated, perhaps 
by means of the looſe Stools. 

ON the 21ſt, the Patient perceiv'd (as the 
expreſs'd it) a convulſive-like Pain of her 
Back, whereby I gueſſed that the time of her 
Menſes were at hand; for which Cauſe, I 
forbid her for the preſent the uſe of the Elixir, 
both in her Drink, and in the Apozem: for 
I was cautious of moving the matter by the 


In- 
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Inteſtines, leſt I ſhould hinder the Terms 
thereby. 

IN order then to comply with the Indica- 
tion ariſing from the Pain of the Back, I took 
care to make the following addition to the 
Apozem, in lieu of the Elixir. 


Take Roots of round Birthwort, 1 Ounce; 
Leaves of Mugwort, 1 Handful; Lovage- 
ſeeds, 3 Drams: boil them with the other 
Ingredients preſcribed for the Apazem ; 
and before each draught thereof, let ber 
take the following Bolus : | 

Take Venetian Borax, 1 Dram; Conſerve 
of Roman Wormwood, as much as will 
make a Bolus. | 


I adviſed the Patient to keep to the daily uſe 
of the Apozem, with the addition of the laſt 
Ingredients, along with the Bolus. 

Tus being done, as the recited Symp- 
toms gradually came on as her Menſes leſſen- 
ed by degrees; ſo now by the continued uſe 
of theſe Remedies, the faid natural Purga- 
tions increaſed every time, that is, every 
New Moon; until at length, on the tenth 
of April, ſhe had them as well as ever; all 
the Symptoms ſucceſſively vaniſhed, and the 

| ſick 
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ſick Gentlewoman recover'd her perfect 
Health: which being beyond all Expecta- 
tion, both of her ſelf and others, ſo won- 
derfully pleaſed her, that after her Nuptials, 
altho' ſhe had put her ſelf under the Care of 
Dr. Hollins, an excellent Phyſician ; yet in 
all difficult Caſes ſhe aſk'd my Advice as 
long as ſhe lived. 

AFTER that, being conſulted with other 
Phyſicians for the Lady Aſburſt, one of them 
affirm'd the Stomach, another the Guts, and 
another the Brain, to be the Seat of the pri- 
mary Diſtemper : but I by this Rule of Ex- 
amination only, found the ſame to belong to 
the Kidneys; and that I demonſtrated in 
diſſecting her dead Body. 

I am very often call'd to Women with 
Child, who are affected with a Vomiting, 
Thirſt, a dry Tongue, high-colour'd Urine, 
and little in quantity; a Pain of the Head, 
and an univerſal Heat, returning one while 
at uncertain, and at others at certain Periods; 
and which are therefore ſuppos'd by many 
Phyſicians to labour under a Fever; who 
thereupon order the Peruvian Bark, and 
other Medicaments ſuitable in ſuch a Caſe, 
but here unſucceſsfully, inaſmuch as they do 

| | not 
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not conſider the Fever, and other the above. 
ſaid Effects, to be Symptoms of the Vomiting, 
or of its Cauſe. 

Bur after I have. ſearch'd out all things 
according to this Rule, even from the firſt 
beginning of the Indiſpoſition, I have found 


the Vomiting to be a primary Diſtemper ; 


wherefrom, taking the Indication, I pre- 
ſcribed half a Dram, or two Scruples of 
Quercetan's Tartar Pill; by whoſe uſe, re- 
peated for 3 or 4 Nights, the Fever,. and 
other Symptoms, together with the Vomit- 
ing, are wont to be appeaſed. 

Tas, for Example, I experienced in Mrs. 
Newman, living in Abchurch-Lane, to whom 
Mr. Weſtley was Apothecary ; ſhe labour'd 
under a Vomiting, and the aforeſaid Symp- 
toms; and had taken the Bark, with many 
other Medicines proper for a Fever, without 
any Benefit : but after taking the aforeſaid 
Pills for ſome days, the Vomiting ſtopt, and 
the became perfectly well. 


Bur if the Relation of the Caſe be fo im 


perfect, that a Phyſician cannot rightly judge 
whether the Vomiting be a primary Diſtem- 
per or not, he may thus be ſatisfied: If the 
Yomiting be a Symptom, it yields not to 

Catharticks, 


5 ; 
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Catharticks, but the Patient is much weak- 
en'd, even by the mildeſt ſort; but by taking 
Gaſcoign's Powder, either alone, or with 10 
Grains of Salt of Wormwgod, twice or thrice 
a-day, with a drayght of ſome diluting Li- 
quor, eſpecially Bath-water, the Vomiting, 
and the other recited Symptoms are ſuddenly 
put to flight. But then to prevent a return 
of the Vomiting, a purging Medicine may 
be given ſafely, and to good advantage. 
Such a like Caſe happen'd to Mrs. Adams 
on Lawrence-Pountney-Hill, who had Mr. 
Davis for her Apothecary ; ſhe was ſeiz'd 
with a Vomiting, and other Symptoms above- 
mention'd: and altho' I had made a ſtrict 
enquiry about them, yet I could only diſtin- 
guiſh, by the uſe of Medicines, the primary 
Diſtemper from the Symptoms; for by taking 
half a Dram of Quercetan's Tartar Pill, al- 
tho” it gave but one Stool, and abated the 
Vomiting, yet her Strength was ſo much 
weaken'd, that ſhe almoſt fell into a Swoon- 
ing. But afterward, by omitting the Pills, 
and taking Gaſcoign's Powder, ſometimes 
by itſelf, and ſometimes with Salt of Worm- 
wood, and alſo by throwing up an emolli- 
ent Ayer; ; the Vomiting, feveriſh Heat, 
2 and 
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and Weakneſs of the Strength, were no more 
heard of. | | 
Bxs1Dts, I am not unmindful of the faid 
Rule in other acute Diſeaſes, as will more 
fully appear from the riet deſcribed 
Caſes. | 
A certain Man, named Hazel, about £18 
Years old, living on Ludgate-Hill, was af- 
fected with a ſtrong and quick Pulſe, red 
Urine, and a Thirſt, conjon'd with Pains 
in all the Joints, reſembling a wandfing 
Gout; but by looking back to the time 
wherein he began to be ill, I found that he 
was ſeiz'd at firſt with a ſhivering, which 
was afterwards followed with an heat, ſweat- 
ing, and the recited Pains in an orderly Suc- 
ceſſion; whereby I underſtood that the Fe- 
ver was a primary Diſeaſe, and the Pain of 
the Limbs only the Effe& thereof: there- 
fore I preſcribed the following Bolus, to be 
taken every fourth Hour, with a Pearl d 


Julep. 


Take Conſerve of Cowſlips, Gaſcoign 8 
each 1 Scruple; Caſtor, 5 Grains; Syrup 
of Couſlips, as much as will make a Bolus; 
and in caſe of Fainineſs, that he ſhould 
take 20 Drops of Sal V. olatile Oleofum, 


and 
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and a Bliſtering Plaiſter be applied be- 
tween his Shoulders : By theſe means, a 
Diaphoręſis being kept up for ſome days, 
the young Man was freed, both from the 
Fever, and the Pains. But after that, 
through his too haſtily taking ſome purging 
Medicine, he fell into a Relapſe ; yet by 
repeating the former Method, he recover d 
his Health again. 


ANoTHER ſuch a like Caſe, was that of 
one Porter, living in Miles-Lane, to whom 
Mr. Hume was Apothecary. He complain'd 
of moſt grievous Pains over all his Body, 
with a Swelling, and a ſmall Fever; but af- 
ter a ſtrict Examination, he readily told me 
that the Pains came on firſt, without a Fe- 
ver, and therefore ſeem'd to be a primary 
Diſtemper ; whence, bleeding being pre- 
miſed, as in a wandring Gout, he regain'd 
his Health in a Week's time, by uſing daily 
Purging, and diluting Remedies, preſcribed 
in the following Manner. 


Take Black Cherry-Water, 3 Ounces ; E- 
pidemick Water, half an Ounce ; Purging 
Syrup of Roſes, 3 Ounces; Reſin of 
Fallap, diſſolved in the Voll of an Egg, 
O 6 
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6 Grains; mix, and make a Draught 
to be taken at 2 loc in the Mor n- 
e 
Take Barley- Water, 2 Pints; Syrup of 
Violets, 3 Ounces ; mix them, to be drank 
liberally jor common Drink, in order to 
dilute the Acrimony of the Serum. 


Trex Efficacy of this Method can be well 
atteſted to by Mr. Grahme, Co-partner with 
Mr. Malthas, the Queen's Apothecary; who 
knows very well that Mrs. Campbell lying in- 
diſpoſed with a {light Fever, and vehement 
arthritick Pains, was after Venæſection (be- 
ing premiſed) reſtored to her Health, by the 
ſole uſe of Catharticks and Diluters. I ſe- 
lected this Caſe out of many others, by reaſon 
Mr. Grahme ſuppoſed that I had rejected 
often repeated Bleedings, &c. the uſual Me- 
thod of almoſt all other Phyſicians. Neither 


can I omit taking notice, that this Method 


of Purging and Diluting is alſo much com- 
mended by the Authority of the famous 
Dr. Grew, my eſpecial Friend ; who, in his 
accurate Treatiſe on Ey5ſom Salt, preſcribes 
the like, and hath kept to the fame for 
many Years in this City, and that with happy 


Succeſs. 
2 CHAP. 
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C HAP. III. 
Of the Rule, or Manner of Pre- 
Feribing. 
"HEN, upon a thorough Examina- 
tion, a ſimple Indication preſents 
itſelf, a ſimple Remedy is generally to be 
preſcribed : and this, ſeveral Reaſons per- 


ſuade us to obſerve. 
(1.) By this means, we more eaſily and 


certainly explore, (or find out) the ſpecifick 


Virtues of Remedies; ſeeing the ſame can 
neither be diſcovered to us by the Taſte, nor 
by any other ſenſible Faculties; nay, nor even 
by mere ſpeculative Reaſon ; but only by 
manifold Uſe: The ſenſible Qualities of things 
make us gueſs, indeed, at their medicinal 

Nature, but do not produce a Certainty. 
Wuen I began firſt to practiſe, I deter- 
mined, without relying any way upon the 
Authority of others, to ſearch out the Effi- 
cacy of Remedies by this Method ; and 
E made even the firſt Experiment on the 
Virtue of Orange-Peels, ſo highly commend- 
C2 eck 
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ed by Riverius, againſt an immoderate Flux 
of the Menſes; and that in the following 
manner : 


Take the Peels of 7 Oranges, boil them in 
3 Paints of Spring-Water, to a Quart; 
then ſtrein, and fweeten it, with as 
much white Sugar as is ſufficient, for an 
Afozem : let 10 Spoonfuls thereof be ta- 
ken 3 or 4 times a-day. 


I have ordered this Medicine with great 
Succeſs ; eſpecially where no part of the 
Placenta remains behind, either after an A- 
bortion, or a mature Birth; and there be 
no Diſeaſe, either in the internal Orifice of 
the Womb, as in the beginning of an ulce- 
rated Cancer, where the Veſſels are eroded ; 
or in the inmoſt Cavity of the Uterus, where 
the Blood flows violently out ſometimes, 
by reaſon of Excreſcences growing there : 
But as often as the Flux is to be aſcribed, 
either to the nature of the Blood, or to the 
opened Orifices of the Veſſels, this fame is 
not only an effectual, butalſo a moſt ſafe Re- 
medy. For many Aſtringents, and others of 
that Claſs, which are uſually preſcribed for 
ſtopping theTerms, create a Nauſea, Loſs of 

| Ap- 
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Appetite, Coſtiveneſs of the Belly, and a 
Pain of the Head: but nothing like theſe 
ever happens from the Uſe of the recited 
praiſe-worthy Medicament, 

Trost who are wont to preſcribe ſump- 
tuous Remedies, and others who make a 
Gain thereby, will be apt to diſpraiſe this 
my ſimple Method, as if I was ignorant of 
the Materia Medica, or made ſmall account 
of my Patients; yet by the advice of a cer- 
tain Phyſician, my good Friend, I added to 
the aforeſaid Apozem of Orange-Peels, the 
Leaves of Plantain, and ſome other things 
which commonly are reckoned proper for 
that effect: but the Event proved other wiſe: 
for the Menſes thereupon flowed again 
(which I had often before experienced from 
the uſe of Aſtringents,) and the aforemen- 
tioned Diſorders of the Stomach ſupervened. 
In this caſe, J gave a purging Pill with O- 
pium, whereby the menſtrual Flux, and the 
Affects of the Stomach abated ; and laſtly, 
by uſing the ſaid Apozem daily for two 
Months, the Patient recovered her Health. 
And this or the like ſort of Pill, I very fre- 
quently and ſucceſsfully make uſe of, after 
many other Remedies have been fruitleſsly 

C2 at- 
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attempted by other Phyſicians, for reſtrain- 
ing the Menſes: for as Opium ſtops a Flux 
of Blood, ſo does Purging carry off by the 
Guts, the morbifick Serum of the Blood; 
whereby the Veſſels of the Womb being 
contracted, the Patients are not ſo ſubject to 
fall into the ſame Diſtemper. I have always 
adhered to this kind of Practice, not only 
in the uſe of Orange-Peels, but alſo of other 
ſimple Medicines, where a {imple Indication 
ariſes : for which cauſe, I generally at that 
time abſtained from phyſical Conſultations, 
for fear I ſhould be ſeduced, or led out of 
my way, either by the Sophiſtry or Autho- 
rity of others, and fo be liable to commit a 
Miſtake, 

(2.) By uſing ſimple Remedies, we learn 
to chuſe the moſt effectual out of many 
others, whereto Phyſicians commonly attri- 
bate a like Virtue : to wit, thoſe which not 
oply more certainly, but alſo more ex- 
peditiouſly perform a Cure; like as we prove 
the Efficacy of the Peruvian Bark being 
taken alone, and not with other things, to 
excel all the reſt of the bitter Claſs, in curing 
Intermittents; provided a due Preparation 


of the Patient hath been premiſed, by purg- 
ing 
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ing upwards or downwards: for (otherwiſe) 
an intermitting or a remitting Fever, is ge- 


nerally more effectually cured by the Salt of 


Wormwood (con joined with Emeticks, and 
if there be occaſion, with Veſicatories) than 
by the Bark unduly taken. But where a Cure 
can be ſafely and ſpeedily attained, it is a thing 
to be wiſh'd for, that ſo we may free our- 
ſelves from the Infamy of Ignorance or Ava- 
rice, and our Patients from Deſtruction ; 
for there are many who yield to Fate, not 
by the Inſuperableneſs of the Diſtemper, or 
the Unſkilfulneſs of the Phyſician, but at 
the Impatiency of Remedies, eſpecially be- 
ing often repeated, 

(3) A Preſcription of ſimple Remedies 
will be of no ſmall Uſe towards the com- 
pounding of ſimple things, ſo as they may 
ſuitably anſwer to various Indications ; inaſ- 
much as thoſe Simples are to be choſen out 
of the number of thoſe, whoſe Virtues we 
have before experienced. 

SOMETIMES the Symptoms hurry on fo 
faſt upon a primary Diſtemper, or the Pa- 
tient, through a Weakneſs of Memory, gives 
ſuch an imperfect account of his State, that 
a Phyfician can ſcarce diſcern the primary 

2 Diſeaſe ; 
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Diſeaſe ; eſpecially if the Symptoms be ma- 
ny, or contrary to one another. Which 
Dithculty may be helped, by adapting to 
each Affect ſuch ſimple Remedies as have 
been before approved of; for by theſe means, 
the Aﬀect, cither not wholly, or laſtly yield- 
ing to Medicines, the primary Diſtemper 
doth often ſhew itſelf, as plainly appears 
from the firſt Hiſtory deſcribed in the for- 
mer Chapter, where an Abatement of the 
Menſes, as it was a primary Affect, ſo alſp 
it remained entire, or ſolitary, after the 
Symptoms were overcome. And of how 
great moment it is to take this Caution in 
the compounding of ſimple Medicines, that 
che Cure of one Diſtemper may not be the 
procuring of another, may be underſtood 
from what has been ſaid above concerning 
the Orange-Peel. | 
MoreoveR, I can from Experience teſ- 
tify, that the fame Medicines acquire a dif- 
ferent Effect, according to the Manner of 
compounding, and Time of exhibiting ; as 


will abundantly appear from the following 


Hiſtory, where various Indications aroſe. 
ABoyT twelve years ago, a young Maid 
about 16 years old, living in Fox-Lane, was 
_ Eh afflicted 
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afflicted for three Months with a Pain in the 
Region of the Kidneys, and in the Reing 
themſelves, ſtretching from thence to the 
Groins, together with an Heat and Sharpneſs 
of Urine, as likewiſe with a copious Diſ- 
charge of a purulent Matter, by the urinary 
Paſſages; whereto was annexed, a Thirſt, 
and hectick Heat, fo that ſhe appeared with 
an Hippocratick Face, as if waſted away with 
a Conſumption, and could neither raiſe her- 

ſelf up, nor walk upright. From which 
Symptoms, as I had plain enough notice of 
an Ulcer in the Kidneys, ſo alſo, by the vio- 
lent Pain, I judged it to be newly formed : 
for by the Diſſection of dead Bodies we learn, 
that an old Ulcer of the Reins is fiſtulous ; 
for which cauſe 'tis not ſo painful : through 
ignorance whereof, ſome Phyſicians, and 
thoſe of good account, being deceived, have 


Not ſuſpected the exiſtence of an Ulcer, much 


leſs an old one. The ſame alſo happens to 
antient Perſons affected with an Ulcer of the 
Kidneys, where, by reaſon of the Hardneſs 
of the Parts affected, an heavy Pain of the 
Back, rather than an acute one, is perceived, 

I therefore preſcribed the following, for 
the aforeſaid Girl ; 


Take 
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Take Rhubarb, half a Dram; Sperma Ce- 
ti, Bay-berries, each one Scruple ; O- 
pobalſamum, 10 Drops; Chio Turpentine, 
as much as will make it into middling 
Pills, whereof ſhe may take four every 
Morning and Evening, waſhing them 
down with a Draught of Poſſet- Drink, 
boiled with Marſh-mallow Roots. 

And for her common Drink, let her take 

Barley-water, fweeten'd with the Syrup 
of Marſh-mallows ; and in caſe of Watch. 
ings, 10 Grains of Matthews's Pill, tc 
be taken for two Nights togetber. 


By the continued uſe of theſe, neither 
many, nor indeed pompous Remedies, yet 
convenient for all the Symptoms, being ta- 
ken from the iſt of January to the 14th, 
ſhe obtained a far better State of Health ; 
for the Pain being eaſed by the Matthews's 
Pill, the other things more happily perform'd 
their parts; and by diluting with Barley- 
water, the Thirſt was almoſt extinguiſhed, 
and the Pain of the Back ſo far appeaſed, 
that ſhe began to walk upright in her Cham- 
ber, and without the help of Crutches; which 
for ſome weeks paſt the was not able to per- 

form,

form, by reaſon of the Pain bowing down 
her Body. And on the 19th of Fanuary, ſhe 
was almoſt quite recovered, for ſhe could 
lie down eaſily on either fide ; and by the 
Rhubarb giving daily two or three Stools, 
without ſinking the Spirits, the purulent 
Matter came away more ſparingly, with the 
Urine; and in three Months time, by the 
aforeſaid Medicines alone, ſhe was reſtored 


to her perfect Health. Neither could I learn 
from her Parents, who being a long while 


after ſeized with a malignant Fever, and re- 


covered under my care, that this young 
Maid ever relapſed into the ſame Diſeaſe a- 
gain, nor indeed into any other kind of Diſ- 


temper ; as very frequently happens, when a 
Phyſician, either through Ignorance, or for the 


. lake of gettingFame, by vanquiſhing ſome pre- 


ſent Symptom ſooner than was fitting, raiſes 
up more grieyous ones: like as we ſee a 
Suppreſſion of Urine being removed by too 
ſharp Medicines, often ſucceeded by a piſſing 
of Blood, an Inflammation, and an Ulcer 
of the Reins or Bladder. The like often 
happens when the Menſes have been ſup- 
preſſed by an immoderate uſe of Aſtringents , 

for although the Paticnt ſeems to be pretty 


well 
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well for the preſent, yet a little after, can- 
cerous Pains are produced in the Womb. 

I could produce ſo many Examples here- 
of, that even with my laſt Breath, I could 
not adviſe any thing of greater weight and 
moment to Phyſicians, than in this caſe to 
abſtain from the too liberal uſe of Aftrin- 
gents; and if there ſhould be a neceſſity of 
uſing them ſometimes, their pernicious Ef- 
fects ought to be provided againſt by fit Me- 
dicaments. The ſame Misfortune is incident 
to Women, by taking ſtrong Catharticks 
and Deobſtruents, for preventing the bad 
Accidents ariſing at the Departure (or going 
away) of the Terms, at the uſual time of 
Life ; for by their uſe, if ſome ſharp Mat- 
ter ſhould be impacted, or thrown upon 
the Womb, it often produceth cancerous 
Tumors and Ulcerations therein. Wherefore 
in lieu of them, I am wont rather to looſen 
the Belly with Lenitives repeated for ſome 
time. But this by the by ; and to return to 
the Hiſtory in hand: It is to be ſuppoſed, 
that the Rhubarb derived the purulent Mat- 
ter from the urinary Paſſages to the Inteſ- 
tines ; for this reaſon, that being taken in a 
moderate Doſe (that is, one Scruple, or half 

a 
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a Dram) every Night or Morning, it draws 
off by the ſame way, the morbifick Matter 
of the Gout, impacted in the Joints ; of the 
Jaundice, in the Veſſels of the Cuticle ; and 
of the Fluor Albus (or Whites) in the ute- 
rine Veſſels; and that with the beſt ſucceſs, 
provided it be taken for ſome days or weeks, 
and after ſome intermiſſion repeated again. 
But thoſe Phyſicians, who will not vary and 
multiply their Preſcriptions, now labour un- 
der this Misfortune, that they are branded 
by many with the reproach of Ignorance. 

THe Thirſt, hectick Heat, and Sharpneſs 
of Urine, were appeaſed by the Barley-wa- 
ter; (072, by its diluting the Maſs of Blood, 
and promoting the Saliva, or Spittle.) 

I mixed the Syrup of Marſh-mallows with 
the Barley-water, that by their paſſing more 
plentifully through the urinary Ducts (or Ca- 
nals) they might both more powerfully obtund 
(or dull) the Acrimony of the Pus ; and by 
carrying along with them the detergent parts 
of the Rhubarb, alſo more effectually cleanſe 
the Kidneys: to which end I likewiſe added 
the Sperma Ceti, an oleous-faline Medicine, 
as is proved by its faculty of promoting the 


Terms, 
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Terms, and diffolving coagulated Blood, 
in Contuſions or Bruiſes, - 

Burr the Kidneys being weakened by the 
Afflux of Pus, much after the ſame manner 
as the Toes of the Feet, by a gouty Matter, 
were ſtrengthened by the Turpentine, Opo- 
balſamum, and the aſtringent Particles of the 
Rhubarb; whereto I laſtly added the Bay- 
berries, that the Gripings of the Belly by the 
Rhubarb, and the Nauſea by the Sperma 

Ceti, might be prevented. 

THIS Preſcription being equally ſuited to 
every Indication, obtained the deſired End; 
for as I faid above, the young Maid recove- 
red, within three Months, her former and 
perfect Health. 

IN this caſe, two or three Phyſicians, who 
had been firſt conſulted, and failed in cure, 
when they heard that I had performed it, 
and had ſeen my Preſcriptions, which ſeemed 
like their own, they affirmed, I had given 
ſome ſecret Medicines, but without any 
foundation: for although they had adviſed 
the uſe of Matrtheros's Pill, Sperma Ceti, and 
Rhubarb, yet by omitting the Barley-water, 
and not giving the Matthews's Pill in the be- 
ginning, and that only once, and the Sper- 


ma 
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ma Ceti but twice or thrice, and the Rhubarb 
not above once a Week; it is manifeſt, that 
they neither rightly underſtood the Efficacy 
of the Preſcriptions, nor of my Method. 
(4.) By the Direction of the aforeſaid 
Rule, a Phyſician learns to preſcribe Medi- 
cines anſwering not only to various Indica- 
tions, but even to contrary ones: which ſame 
thing, above all others, ſhewsa mature Judg- 
ment in the Re Medica; and this will plainly 


appear from the following Hiſtory. 


BEING call'd to Mrs. Alexander, in Eaſt- 
Smithfield, about 39 Years of Age, I heard 
ſhe had been afflicted for nine Months with 


the following Symptoms; that is, with a 


Vomiting, Looſeneſs, a continual dropping, 
or coming away of the Menſes, tho' ſmall 
in quantity ; the Urine little, but thick and 
blackiſh ; a vehement Thirſt, with hyſterick 
Paroxyſms, often returning with Laughter 
a Pain of the Belly, a blackiſh-yellow Colour 
of the Skin; and her Body being waſted and 
dry'd away, ſhe lay in Bed helpleſs and with- 
out Strength, like an Infant; ſo that the Phy- 


- ficians, who had been with her before me, 


thought her incurable. 
1 
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I underſtood, by a ſtrict Examination 
made from the firſt beginning of her Illneſs, 
that ſhe had been ſeiz'd at firſt with a Pain 
in the Region of the Liver, for aWeek's time; 
which, after an Intermiſſion, being affected 
with Cold, ſhe perceived it return again, to- 
gether with a Vomiting, Looſenefs, ſinking 
of the Spirits, and a yellow Colour of the 
Skin; to wit, with many diagnoſtick Signs 
of a Jaundice, as of a primary Diſtemper. 
But the other Symptoms indicated contrary 
Remedies to thoſe, which are ſerviceable 
in the Jaundice: for Chalybeats, which are 
available in that Diſeaſe, promote the Menſes; 
and the Patient's Forces were ſo ſunk, that 
ſhe could not bear a Medicine purging up- 
wards or downwards, for the Looſeneſs, or 
Vomiting. Aſtringents alſo were improper, 
either for the menſtrual Flux, or for the 
Diarrhea, but moſt of all for the Jaundice. 
But by comparing the Symptoms together, 
according to the ſaid Rule, I preſcribed the 
following, accommodated to each, or all of 
them, to be taken. 


Take Spa-water, 2 Pints ; let it be taken 
now and then by ſmall draughts in a day's 


time, that it may not load the Stomach. 
Take 
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Take Roots of Strawberries, and of greater 
Celandine, each 1 Ounce and half; Leaves 
of Strawberries and Celandine, each 1 
Handful; of the Cordial Flowers, each 
I Pugil Carduus-Seeds, 6 Drams ; boil 
them in a ſufficient quantity of Spring- 
water, to two Pints : to the ſtrein d 
Liquor, add compound Gentian-water, 
2 Ounces; mix and make an Afozem : 
whereof" let her take a draught in. the 
Morning, about 6 o-clock in the Even- 
ing, and at Bed-time. 


And after three Days ſhe may take 1 Sete 


of Diaphoretick Antimony, every Night at 
Bed-time, waſhing it down with a — 
of the ſaid Apozem. 

THrese Medicines did not fail my Expec- 
tation: for by them only, and being con- 
ſtantly adhibited, and without any change 
of Method ; this Gentlewoman was towards 
the end of March reſtor'd to her perfect 
Health. The reaſon of this Method, ſtands 
thus: 

I was certify'd by manifold Experiments, 
that the Spa-waters, as they abate a Jaundice, 
lo alſo do they rectify or ſuppreſs both a Vo- 
miting, Purging, and an immoderate Flux 
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of the Terms, as often as any of them hap- 
pens; not only by their aſtringent Faculty, 
but alſo by diluting the Acrimony of the 
morbifick Matter, and evacuating likewiſe 
the fame by the urinary Paſſages, as will ap- 
pear by the following Examples. 

Tux efficacy thereof, in ſtopping a Vo- 
miting, I experienced, amongſt many others, 
in a certain Gentlewoman, who, when ſhe 
had taken at firſt a Vomit, and after that a 
Purge, without reaping any Advantage, was 
at laſt freed from her Vomiting, by drink- 
ing Spa-water gradually, and in a moderate 
quantity: I only added, that ſhe ſhould take 
1 Scruple of Qyercetan's Tartar Pills every 
fourth Night. | 

AnD for a Looſeneſs, I lately try'd its Vir- 
tue in Mrs, Butler, formerly under the Care 
of another Phyſician, who had preſcribed 
ſeveral Aſtringents, both in Meat and Medi- 
cine, but all to no purpoſe; at laſt the Spg- 
waters prevail'd ſo far, that by their mode- 
rate uſe, the Looſeneſs always ſtopt, but upon 
leaving them off, it return'd again: therefore 
I determined to call in the Aſſiſtance of ano- 
ther Remedy, viz. the Powder of Pearls, as 
highly ſerviceable for ſuppreſſing an Effer- 

veſcence, 
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veſcence, both in the Blood, and in the In 
teſtines; by the taking of which, at 5 O 
clock in the Afternoon, and at Bed-time, 
the aforeſaid Gentlewoman became perfectly 
well. I had alſo proved the Virtue of Pearl 
before in Mrs. Levermor, dwelling in Covent- 
Garden, who labour'd under a moſt grievous 
Diarrhea; for another learned Phyſician and 
my ſelf being call'd in to affiſt the Patient, 
we preſcribed ſeveral Cathartick-Aſtringents, 
and Opiates, ineffectually: wherefore, as 
my Colleague refuſed to viſit the Patient any 
longer, and alſo the Patient herſelf, who 
ſeem'd incurable, to take any further Medi- 
cines; yet notwithſtanding, I intreated her 
to give me leave to try another Method ; 
that is, to take 1 Scruple of prepar'd Pearl 
every third or fourth Hour : ſhe conſented, 
and by that means acquired a perfect State 
of Health. 

AN Error of a certain Maid, who waited 
on her Miſtreſs while ſhe under went a Courſe 
of Salivation for a Cancer beginning, both 
in the Otifice of the Uterus, and Neck of 
the Bladder, afforded me, in the beginning 
of my Practice, the firſt occaſion of pre- 


ſcribing this Powder; for ſhe brought the 
D 2 white 
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white Decoction which I had order'd for 
her common Drink, unſtrained, and with a 
great deal of the Burnt-Hartſhorn Powder in 
it; which being often drunk down, the Ex- 
crements of the Belly being mix d with the 
ſaid Powder, became ſo harden'd, that they 
could ſcarce be brought away by oily Cly- 
ſters, to the great peril of her Life. Whence 
I rightly gueſſed, that the Powder of Pearls 


being plentifully taken, wou'd be ſtill more 


available to the like Effect; not only by its 
Faculty of abſorbing the Humours, but like- 
wiſe by its more powerful Efficacy of re- 
preſſing their Acrimony and Efferveſcence. 

I had a farther Opportunity of trying the 
notable Efficacy of Spa- waters againſt a Vo- 
miting and Purging in Mrs. Sheaf, who had 
Mr. Dalton for her Apothecary. She was 
ſeiz'd after a Miſcarriage with a Purging and 
Griping, cauſing about twelve Stools every 
day, which run her ſo greatly down, that 


ſhe was even reduced to the laſt Extremity : 


For Boles of Diaſcordium, Japan Earth, Lau- 
danum, Venice Treacle, with and without 
Rhubarb, were ineffectually preſcribed, All 
theſe brought on again the Diarrhcea, with 
a Nauſea, and a Vomiting: wherefore I 

thought 
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thought it neceſſary that the Evacuations 
ſhould be transferr'd to the urinary Paſſages, 
by drinking daily and flowly two Pints of 
Spa-water : I alſo added the conjoin'd Aſ- 
ſiſtance of Pearl- Powder, to be taken in the 
Afternoon; and Venice Treacle, with 6a, 
coign's Powder, at Bed- time; in order to re- 
lieve the Stomach, and weaken'd Bowels, 
and that the morbifick Humours, partly per- 
ſpiring, might be the better averted from 
them. The Patient was bleſs'd with a happy 
Iſſue; for, by the Vomiting, Purging and 
Griping being ſhortly vanquiſh'd, the pre- 
ſently recover'd her Strength and Appetite. 
Mo ROVER, where an Excreſcence nei- 
ther adheres to the bottom of the Womb, 
nor lies in the internal Orifice, nor is ap- 
pended to the ſame externally in the Vagina; 
I have ſometimes cured with Spa-water an 
uterine Flux of Blood, either in an immi- 


nent Abortion, or in Child-bed, or a little 


before the departing of the Menſes; eſpeci- 
ally if ſuitable Medicaments be interpoſed 
with its daily Doſes. 

A few days ago I was fent for to a Gen- 
tlewoman living in Goodman's-fields, towhom 
there happen'd without any apparent Cauſe, 
D 3 (towards 
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(towards the end of her lying tp Child-bed) 
an immoderate Flux of the Terms, whereto 
Aſtringents had been preſcribed without any 


Effect: but the Spa-waters being taken by 


my advice, moderately, and for fome days, 
ſtopt the Flux, and rouſed up the greatly de- 
preſſed Spirits, as I can truly teſtify. 

Wu the Menſes had continued for 
ſome Months in the Lady O-Bryan, after 
the end of her lying-in, an eminent Phyſi- 
cian adviſed her to go to Tunbridge-Wells ; 
adding this Counſel, that by drinking firſt 
Spa-water, it would render, by its Agreeable- 
neſs, the Virtue of Tunbridge more certain. 
But I, on the contrary, perſuaded her againſt 
the uſe of Tunbridge, faying, I had learned 
by Experience, that theſe Waters differed 
very much in their Nature and Operation : 
yet he would have her to make a Trial of Tun- 
bridge. But by her drinking the fame, ſhe 
became ſo much diſordered, that ſhe was 
obliged in a little time to return to London, 
where at length yielding to my Advice, ſhe 


was in ten days ſpace, by uſing the Sha- wa- 


ter, freed from the ſaid Diſtemper. Which 
Obſervation I here more willingly inſert, that 


the Difference of the ſaid Waters may more 
1 clearly 
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clearly appear hereby; for there is ſcarce a- 


ny Remedy which more powerfully averts 
the Subſidence or ſettling down of ſharp 
Humours in the Womb, than Spa-water ; 
for which intent, the Tunbridge is often raſh- 
ly and unſucceſsfully taken, And how great- 


ly the Spa-waters lately prevailed in another 


ſuch a like Caſe, after a fruitleſs Attempt 
had been made by ſeveral other Remedies, 
the moſt learned Sir Hans Shan and myſelf 
are Witneſſes. | 

Wur I am called at the beginning of an 
Abortion, where there happens to be an ute- 
rine Flux of Blood, tis my general Cuſtom 
to preſcribe Spa-water, which converts, by 
its manifold Virtue, a ſanguineous Flux into 
an urinary one; and the endeavour to make 
water, promotes the Expulſion of the Fœ- 
tus. I ordered the Anti- icterick Apozem a- 
long with the Spa-water, that their united 
Efficacy might be more effectual. And more- 
over, I have often experienced the Virtue of 
the ſaid Apozem being taken alone, in cu- 
ring a Jaundice, when it has happened ei- 
ther to Women with Child, or ſupervened a 
Cholick Pain, if fo be it be drunk plenti- 
fully, and for a due ſpace of time. 
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AFTER the Spa-water and Apozem had 
been drunk for ſome days, I laſtly took care 
to add the diaphoretick Antimony, to be ta- 
ken every night at bed-time ; that by its 
Direction, together with the Spa-water, 
affording Matter for the perſpirable Serum, 
the thinner part of the morbifick Humour 
might be diſcharged therewith, by a gentle 
Diapho:clis: by the conjoined help of 
which Remedics, the aforeſaid Symptoms 
(Gig. the Vomiiing, Purging, immoderate 
mentrua Flux, the thick and aduſt Urine, 
hyſterical Laughter, the yellow Colour of 
the Skin, and the waiting of the Fleſh) 
were all overcome, and, beyond all Expec- 
tation, gave way to a happy Recovery. 

(.) By preſcribing ſimple Remedies, a- 
dapted to fimple Indications, a Phyſician 
acquires the Knowledge of rightly applying 
the ſame Medicines to diverſe Diſeaſes. This 
may be illuſtrated by an Example taken from 
proper Experience: Some Women, about 
the time of their Menſcs (approaching) are 
ſeized with ſuch ſharp Pains, as even to re- 
ſemble thoſe of Child-birth ; for the appea- 
ſing which, whether they ariſe from a Strait- 
neſs of the Veſſels of the Womb, or from 


70 
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a Groſſneſs, or an Acrimony of the Blood, 
I never knew any thing better than the Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, or of Linſeeds new 
drawn, being taken to 4 or 6 Drams, either 
by itſelf, or with Syrup of Violets, Morn- 
ing and Evening, for ſome Months, omit- 
ting it only during the time of the menſtrual 
Fux: for the Pains ſooner give way to theſe, 
than to any other Anodynes; and thoſe 
things which provoke the Terms, do often 
either augment them, or the Pains. 

Bur if a failing of the Appetite, or any 
other Diſorder of the Stomach, or Head, 
ſhould ſucceed a long continued uſe of this 
Oil; let the Patient only take three Ounces 
of the bitter Decoction, without Senna, with 
half an Ounce of Gentian, or compound 
Angelica-water, after the Morning Doſe of 
the Oil, and we hear no more Complaints 
thereof; eſpecially if ſhe take this kind of 
Draught without the Oil, about 5 or 6 o'- 
clock in the Afternoon ; and if there be oc- 
caſion, ſhe may ſwallow down a ſtomachick 
Pill once or twice a week, for evacuating 
the Remains of the Oil in the Stomach. 

Wr learn, from this Efficacy of the Oil 
in the recited Aﬀect, that the ſame may ſuc- 


ceſsfully 
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ceſsfully be uſed alſo in others, ariſing from 
the ſame, or the like Cauſes. In an Aſth- 
ma, where the tracheal Branches are too 
ſtrait, either naturally, or by a Diſtemper, 
or are convelled by ſome ſharp Humour, or 
the Blood becomes thick by a pituitous Mat- 
ter, the Patient uſually expectorates and 
breathes more eaſily, by uſing the ſaid Oils; 
which although it be a thing well known to 
Phyſicians, yet it will not be amiſs to pro- 
duce an Example of its uncommon Efficacy: 
to wit, in the Lady O-Bryan, Niece to the 
Honourable Counteſs of Clarendon, who, a 
few days before ſhe was brought to bed, was 
ſeized with a vehement pleuritick Pain of the 
Side, a quick Pulſe, and a difficult Reſpira- 
tion ; her Belly ſunk down, and the Child 
lay in the Womb without any ſenſible Mo- 
tion, as if it was dead. I was afraid of 
drawing Blood, eſpecially where a Child 
was greatly defired ; at laſt, having well 
conſidered the Caſe, I ordered a Bladder, 
filled with an emollient Decoction, to be 
applied to the pained Side, and her Belly 
alſo to be fomented with Aromaticks; and 
immediately after, the Linſeed Oil to be ta- 
ken by Spoonfuls, to fixteen times in the 

ſpace 
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ſpace of a few hours, This being done, lo! 


| the pleuritick Pain, and Difficulty of breath- 


ing went off, the Belly ſwelled again, and 
the Fœtus began to ſtir anew; and laſtly, 
by taking a purging Medicine, to prevent a 
Nauſea, or Loſs of Appetite, and by repeat- 


ing it for ſome times, the aforeſaid Lady was 


delivered of a beautiful and ſprightly Son. 

I have likewiſe often proved the Efficacy 
of purging in pregnant Women; and in a 
yery eminent manner in her Grace the 
Dutcheſs of Bedford, who, by reaſon of 
the too ſuperfluous Nutriment of the Infant, 
was ſubject to Abortion ; whom, by the joint 
Conſent of Sir Hans Shan and myſelf, we 
purged once or twice every Week ; with this 
deſign, that the Nouriſhment might be ſup- 
plied to the Infant, both in leſs Quantity, 
and alſo better prepared: taking care yet in the 
interim, leſt an Abortion ſhould happen from 
the often repeated Purgings. We therefore 
ordered aſtringent Medicines to be taken in 
the intervals of Purging : by which means 
ſhe was delivered, at the nine Months end, 


of a ſound and healthy Child. But by o- 


mitting this Method the next time the Dut- 
cheſs was with Child, her Grace bore ano- 
ther 
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ther Son, who, although ſomewhat larger 
than the former noble Infant, yet he ſud- 
denly died of Convulſions. 

In a nephritick Pain, where the Kidneys 
are ſometimes filled up with a viſcous, or 
fabulous Matter, or even with ſmall Stones, 
this Oll is of great fervice, both for abating 
| the Sharpneſs of the Urine, and of Diure- 
14 ticks, and alſo in relaxing the Ureters. This 
I obſerved in a certain Gentlewoman named 
| Muſtaham, labouring under a chronical 

Aſthma, and Stone of the Kidneys ; who 
| after taking, by my advice, 2 or 3 Spoon- 
1 fuls of the Oil of Linſeeds (cold drawn)

/ 


Morning and Evening for ſome Weeks, 
was not only reliev'd in the Aſthma, but 
Fi alſo got quit of ſome Stones even with- 
1 out Pain. Whereas others of the like Mag- 
| nitude, expell'd by the Remedies of former 
Phyſicians, could not paſs away, without 
11 great Torment. | 
TH In an obſtinate Cholick Pain, caus'd by a 
10 pituitous Matter, either ſtagnating in the 
capillary Veſſels of the Inteſtines, or adhe- 
| ring to their internal Surface, the Oil of Al- 
* 1118 monds being taken after the ſame manner as 


in the Pains preceeding the Menſes, afore- 
mention'd, 
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mention'd, affords great Relief; by means 
9 whereof Catharticks do ſometimes perform 
their Operation far more eaſily, and with- 
out danger of an Inflammation. A remark- 
able Example hereof I lately met with in 


Mrs. Cook, dwelling formerly in the Tower; 
who after ſhe had uſed ſeveral Remedies 


| preſcribed by other Phyſicians, without any 


Benefit, at laſt found great Relief by taking 


the Oil of ſweet Almonds with Syrup of 
| Violets, every fourth hour; and although 


ſhe vomited up other things, by reaſon of 


the Ventricle being drawn into Conſent, 
yet by the Pain of the Guts being appeaſed, 


ſhe kept the Oil, and gradually had a Re- 
ſpite from the Vomiting. Nevertheleſs, to 
prevent a Nauſea ariſing from the Oil, and to 


root out the morbifick Matter, 1 interpoſed 


between all the Doſes of the Oil, one Spoon- 
ful of the Tincture of Hiera-Picra; and the 


next day I added half a Dram of Querce- 


tan's Tartar-Pill, to be taken at bed-time : 
through whoſe united Efficacy, the Guts 


being well emptied, they returned to their na- 
tural ſound State. Yet leſt the Patient ſhould 


relapſe into the ſame Diſtemper, I adviſed 
her to drink the Bath Waters, 


A 
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A pituitous Matter cauſes a cholick Pain, 
conjoined ſometimes with Convulſions, and 
ſometimes with a paralytick Weakneſs of 
the Limbs ; where, if the Oil of Sweet-Al- 
monds proves ineffectual, I am wont to 
preſcribe Turpentine with laudable Succeſs. 
An Inſtance hereof I can produce, in Mrs. 
Huſſey, dwelling in Little-Britain, who 
was often afflicted with a Cholick Pain, at- 
tended with convulſive Motions, and a ve- 
hement Pain of the Head. But having 
made a ſtrict Examination, I underſtood 
that the Cholick Pain was a primary Diſ- 
eaſe; therefore I adviſed her to take one 
Spoonful of Turpentine diſſolved in the Volk 
of an Egg, in a due Quantity of any grate- 
ful Syrup, and repeat the ſame Mixture 
Morning and Evening; and after three or 
four days, that ſhe ſhould take the Pill Aloe- 


phanginæ, or the like, to evacuate the Mat- 


ter prepared by the Turpentine: by the uſe 
whereof, and the following Apozem, ſhe 
was reſtored to Health, after a fruitleſs At- 
tempt had been made for ſome years, with 
ſeveral Remedies levell'd againſt the hyſte- 
rick Aﬀe&, and the Cholick Pain. |

tion to the Birth; I know nothing better 
than the Oil of ſweet Almonds: for this 
mollifies, in relaxing the Pylorus; and after- 
ward, by quickening a purging Medicine, 
procures a diſcharge for the Contents of the 
Stomach downwards, and appeaſes the Vo- 
miting. | 
Tu E ſame Oi may be given to good pur- 
poſe, in too great an adheſion of the Placen- 
ta, and in the laſt Months of Pregnancy, 
without danger of a Miſcarriage; to wit, by 
reaſon of the greater Firmneſs or Strength of 
the Placenta at that time. But enough is ſaid 
for the preſent, of the manifold uſe of theſe 
Oils. 
Dr. Morton, a late famous Phyſician, hath 
been often ill treated, and even now, tho? | 
very unworthily, defamed by ſome, becauſe 
he preſcribed the Peruvian Bark, not only | 
in intermitting Fevers, but alſo in many o- 
ther Diſtempers : and I my ſelf can avouch 
from Experience, that this Remedy extends 
its Virtue to ſeveral different Diſeaſes. Some- 
times 'tis very available againſt a ſpitting of 
Blood, and an immoderate flowing of the | 


Menſes, 
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Menſes, unleſs the Patients happen to be ob- 


noxious to an obſtruction of the Reins. And 
in an hectick Heat, wherein a Fever ſome- 
times ends, there's ſcarce any thing found 
more excellent, provided it be taken for 
driving away the Fever in due time and 
quantity: and in a hurry or too rapid a Me- 
tion of the animal Spirits, as well as of the 


Blood itſelf, I proſperouſly preſcribe the ſame; 


to wit, where they are fo agitated or diſtur- 
bed, that the Patients can neither ſleep, nor 


talk compoſedly in publick, or in private. 


In this Caſe I have many times proved the 
Efficacy of the Bark, being taken to the quan- 
tity of twenty or tiny Grains, twice cr 
thrice a day, with or without Steel : but by 
a larger Doſe, the Appetite is often pall'd, 
the Stomach loaded, and the Diſtemper turns 
into a Melancholy. 

I might add to theſe Caſes alſo others, 


and Examples to each or all of em. But 


from what hath been ſaid, tis manifeſt e- 


nough, that if out of many, ſuppoſe four, 


five, or ſix Diſeaſes, one Indication only 
ſhould ariſe, one Medicine is ſerviceable to 
them all, and perhaps far more (whatever 
ſome may think to the contrary) than if a 

ok Phy lician 
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Phyſician ſhould load his Bill with the 
ampleſt Preſcriptions. 

6thly, and laſtly, By preſcribing ſimple 
Medicaments, their noxious Quality is alſo 
more eaſily diſcerned, and by that means we 
are taught how to take heed, that the Cure 
of one Diſeaſe do not beget another : as for 
inſtance, in thoſe who eaſily fall into a 
Diarrhea, where either before the uſe of the 
Bark, the morbifick Matter begins to run 
down by Stool, or does ſo abound, that it 
ſtimulates for its own Diſcharge. The Pe- 
ruvian Bark hath a Faculty of promoting, 
or even of generating a Diarrhœa; for we 
find, that by its Uſe, a thick and lixivial U- 
rine becomes thin and pale, (or without Co- 
lour ;) therefore an intermitting Fever, by its 
unſeaſonable Uſe, that is, before Univerſals 
have been premiſed, becomes more ſubject 
to a relapſe: which, if theſe and the like 
accidents ſhould ſupervene the uſe of a ſim- 
ple Medicine, a Phyſician 1s taught with 
what Remedies they are to be oppoſed. 
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ESIDES the Rules of Art, whereof I 
have now diſcourſed; it would prove 

of no ſmall advantage, as well for diſcover- 
ing the Nature of Diſeaſes, and prognoſti- 
cating their Event, as for the ſelecting of 
Remedies ; if we oftener diſſected the dead 
Bodies of Perſons dying of any ſort of Diſ- 
temper : eſpecially, if the Hiſtory of the 
Diſeaſe, and the Anatomy of the Subject 
periſhing under it, were connected by the 
Care of the ſame Phyſician : for then, it is 
not to be doubted, but that from the Diſ- 
orders or Faults of the organick Parts, as 
alſo of the Humours, nay, and even of the 
Blood itſelf, (to wit, in thoſe who die of a 


Fever, and certain other Diſeaſes) we ſhould 


receive very demonſtrative or luciferous Ob- 
ſervations.

Thought proper to add to the former Trea- 

I tiſe, in an orderly Succeſſion, the follw- 
ing Sheets, with a deſign to give the Reader a 
Specimen of my uſual Practice; for the better 
performance whereof, I have choſen to deſcribe, 
before all other Diſeaſes, the Nature and Me- 
thod of curing a Miliary Fever; becauſe J 
know of none who have hitherto treated of this 
Fever, as of a different Sort, at leaſt, in any 
fatisfaftory way ; when, notwithlanding, I 
have known it in ſeveral to turn either into a 
chronical Diſtemper, or in a ſhort time to 
prove fatal. For this ſometimes comes to paſs 
in a mild beginning of this Diſtemper, from a 
Neglect of themſelves, or through an Impa- 
tience of the Sick at its long Continuance, and 
ſometimes alſo from the Ignorance of Phyſi— 
cians, being deluded with its fallacious Symp- 
toms ; or laſtly, through an unreaſonable Fear 
of being thought greedy of Gain, they omit 
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continuing their neceſſary Viſits. Wherefore, 
T have thought it a Work worthy of my time, 
if by theſe my Obſervations, being diligently 
collected from the daily Inſþeftion, or Atten- 
dance upon fick Perſons, I might afford ſome 
Light to yeung Practitioners; and by theſe 
means ir up the more fhilful to publiſh their 
own. And that whatſoever is ſaid in this 
Diſertation might be yet more confirmed, and 
more clearly illuſtrated, I have taken care to 
ſibjoin a Collection of Hiſtories relating here- 
to; and the Reader may aſſuredly believe, that 
have every where acted with great Veracity.

Of the Mame, Kind, and Sorts of 
this Diſtemper. | 


Ke Miliary Fever takes its Name 
from the Puſtles, or Veſicles, in 
GAY ſome ſort reſembling the form 
SSD of Gromwel-ſeeds; appearing 
chiefly about the upper Parts: yet I think 
it ought rather to be called a veſicular Fe- 
ver, becauſe the Puſtles are Veſicles, or little 
Bliſters, fill'd * firſt with a limpid Serum,

and afterwards with a whitiſh, not unlike 
to the evlour of Pearls. 

THERE are ſome Who think that only the 
peftilential and ſpotted Fevers, ought to be 
reckoned amongſt the malign kind; but I 
am of opinion, that there are likewiſe others 
of a different Species, which may very well 
be referred to the malign Claſs. 

(1.) What kind of Fevers ſoever, which 
are acquired either by Contact, or Breathing 
(Vapour) or any other manner of Infection. 

(2.) ALso thoſe forts of Fevers, which 
immediately from the beginning, are ac- 
companied with a violent Pain, and fixed 
to ſome Part; as to the Head, or Region of 
the Guts, or Kidneys, or even to the Limbs: 
like as if the Patient ſhould be affected with 
a Pain of the Head, or a Cholick, or a ne- 
phritick, or a gouty, or a rheumatick Pain, 
or even with the Pains (like thoſe) of Child- 
birth, as if the ſame was an original Diſtem- 
per; when notwithſtanding, ſuch fort are 
the Symptoms of a miliary Fever ; they will 
not then give way to thoſe Remedies which 
are wont to be of ſervice, when the Diſeaſes 
ſo named are primary.

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| 6.) ) Also in whom the animal Spirits 
are ſuddenly oppreſſed and eclipſed; and 
where the aforeſaid Symptoms ſeem to de- 
pend on no evident Cauſe, but on a certain 
latent Poiſon, called by the Ancients an oc- 
cult Quality, and by the Moderns, Vapours. 
O laſtly, where ſudden Death ariſes 
from a Cauſe which ſeems to be void of 
Danger; all which, as they denote a Malig- 
nity, ſo alſo have I obſerved the fame to hap- 
pen in a miliary Fever. 
AND it is worthy of remark, that this 
Fever rages with the ſame Malignity as the 
petechial or ſpotted Fever, in the Indies. 
Tus kind of Fever is two-fold ; ſimple, 
and compound, I call it ſimple, as often as 
no Puſtles beſide the miliary appear, where- 
of I am going to diſcourſe ; but compound, 
when red, papillary Puſtles are interſperſed 
with the miliary, and which, when they are 
ſolitary, are commonly called a Raſh. And 
it is farther to be obſerved, that miliary Puſ- 
tles are ſometimes intermixed with the Small 
Pox, and while the Small Pox riſes up, thoſe 
gradually wither away; but remain ſtanding 


after the papillary are dried up. 


CHAP 
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C H A P. II. 
A Deſcription of the Miliary Fever, 


HAT I may the better deſcribe the 

Hiſtory of a miliary Fever, I ſhall | 

reckon up the Antecedents, Concomitants, 
and Conſequences. 

Tux Antecedents are, a weak Conſtitu- 
tion of Body, whether the fame be natural 
or adyentitious, cauſed by immoderate Eva- 
cuations, or too ſpare Diet ; a ſerous or wa- 
try Blood; a weak and timorous Mind, and 
eaſily annoyed by external Accidents, as in 
Women and effeminate Men ; much and 
deep Study (or Thoughtfulneſs,) or Sorrow; 
an Obſtruction, or Ulcer in any Part, at- 
tended with Pain: whence thoſe Perſons | 
who have been long afflicted with a cholick | 
Pain, Gout, or Stone, or an Ulcer of the 
Kidneys, are more obnoxious to this Fever. 
Alſo an inward Heat in Women, with or 
without Thirſt, and eſpecially about the 
time of their Delivery, whereby alſo the 


Pains of Child-bearing are leſs ſevere than 
uſual,

L uſual, and the Spirits, without any evident 
Cauſe, are very much depreſſed, with an 


Oppreſſion of the Breaſt cauſing Sighs : 
wherein, as in all other Fevers, here alſo 
generally happens an external Coldneſs. 
TE Concomitants, or Symptoms accom- 
panying this Fever, are oftentimes a Pain, 
reſembling that of the Cholick, Stone of the 
Kidneys, Pleuriſy, Rheumatiſm, or that of 
Child-birth ; likewiſe an Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, with a finking of the Spirits : and 
two or three days after the faid Pain is gone 
off, there comes on a Shivering of the whole 


Body, and then a Coldneſs and an Heat al- 


ternately ariſe, Yet this Heat is milder than 


in a common continual Fever, and comes 


nearer to that of natural : the Palms of the 


Hands are affected with a more intenſe Heat, 


while the back part is much cooler; the 
Pulſe alſo is frequent, but weak; the Spi- 


rits often flag very much; and the Breaſt 


being oppreſſed as it were with a great 
Weight, cauſeth Sighings; the Sleep ſteal- 
ing on, is ſuddenly interrupted, the moſt 
inſeparable Token of all the Symptoms; 
for the Patients are often without Sleep for 
many Days and Nights together, without a

Delirium, or a Pain of the Head, and gene- 
rally much longer than in other Fevers. I 
met with a very ſingular Example of this 


. Caſe, in a certain Lady who was under the 


Care of the learned Dr. Bernard. She was 
a whole Month in this Fever, without Sleep; 
yet free of a Delirium, or any Pain in the 
Head. The Tongue is ſometimes covered 
over with white Aphthæ, or a Thruſh, and 
ſometimes like that of Perſons in health; 
the Urine is one while as pale as common 
Water, at others of a natural Colour : which 


Symptons deceiving young Phyſicians, makes 


them frequently attribute this Aﬀect to the 
Vapours, as they term it. They who are 
ſeized with this Fever, are ſometimes afflic- 


ted with a Sickneſs at Stomach; eſpecially 


after Sleep, and ſometimes with a Looſeneſs, 


either by their own Negligence, or a bad 
Practice; to wit, while heating Remedies, | 


uſual in hyſterick Paroxyſms, are preſcribed, 


without Diaphoreticks ; whence, in lieu of 


a mild Proceedure of Nature, expelling the 
morbific Matter by a gentle Sweating, a ra- 


pid Fermentation throws down the ſame in- | 
to the Guts. The Belly is ſometimes bound, 


and ſometimes looſe, with a Sickneſs at the 
| Sto- 
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Stomach, and Pains of the Bowels; one 
while they are thirſty, at others very little; 
ſometimes the Hands and Tongue being 
ſtretched out to the Phyſician, tremble, and 
the Patient ſpeaks in a trembling manner ; 
they are alſo often moleſted with convul- 
five Motions, a Delirium, and a difficult 
Reſpiration; the Exacerbations of which 
Symptoms return like the Paroxyſms of an 
intermitting Fever. An Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt with Sighing, or a greater Sinking of 
the Spirits, without manifeſt Cauſe; Watch- 
ings, and a Commotion of the Spirits, com- 
monly called a Hurry in the Head, as often 
as the Sick compole themſelves to ſleep ; as 
likewiſe a frequent and weak Pulſe, being 
conjoined with certain other Symptoms, are 
always the Fore-runners of the miliary Pu- 
ſtles at hand: and they are all wont to con- 
tinue till the miliary Puſtles break out, and 
then the Patients are freed from moſt of 
them. 

Tres Puſtles generally appear in the 
Breaſt, Neck, and Interſtices of the Fingers, 


ſometimes alſo in the whole Body; and after 


a daily and gradual Increaſe, they at laſt va- 
niſh away, leaving the Skin rough in the

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Seats of the Puſtles. They ſometimes itch, | 


eſpecially in a complex miliary Fever, that 
is; where red papillary Puſtles are mixed 
with the miliary. And 'tis to be obſerved, 
that by how much ſimpler this Fever is, by 
ſo much flighter are the Symptoms, and 
which for this very reaſon frequently creates 
a Negle& both in the unwary Phyſicians 
and in the Patients; whereby this Fever ei- 
ther becomes more perilous, or another Diſ- 


eaſe often ariſes; for by taking leſs care at 


firſt than ought to have been uſed, it ſome- 


times begins with more grievous Symptoms; 
as, with a Sickneſs of the Stomach, loſs of 


Appetite, an inward Heat, an Oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt, Sinking of the Spirits, Sigh- 


ing, and irregular Returns of Heat and Cold, 


Watchings, and the like. 
In the Declination of this Fever, the up- 


per part of the Hands are often moiſtened 


with a cold Sweat. 

Ir is very difficult to obſerve, whether 
the miliary Puſtles are wont to appear on a 
certain Day ; ſeeing the firſt Appearance of 
this Diſtemper, and the Patient's Account 
of the fame, are ſo uncertain. But as far as 
I can learn, I take them moſtly to appear 

about 
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about the tenth or eleventh Day from the be- 
ginning, if ſo be the Fever have a regular Pro- 
greſs; and are dried up about the eighteenth; 


or where there is plenty of morbi fick Matter, 


about the twenty-firſt or twenty - ſecond Day: 
J have chiefly endeavour'd to obſerve the 


time of the Eruption in thoſe Women, to 
whom J have been call'd, on the third Day 
after their Delivery ; and have heard them 
complaining of a Shivering or Coldneſs, fol- 
low'd with an Heat: for when I found in 
looking upon their Breaſt and Neck the 
miliary Puſtles there, I concluded that they 
had been ſeiz'd many Days before with a 
miliary Fever; and upon a ſtrict Scrutiny 
made, even from the beginning of the Dif- 
temper, I underſtood that they had per- 
ceived either a preternatural Heat, or a Pain 
of ſome part, with or without Thirſt, and a 
vehement Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with 
Sighings, and a Sinking of the Spirits before 
they were brought to bed ; which Symptoms 
being ſuppoſed to depend on the approach- 
ing Birth, they hoped all would be well 
when it was over, Moveover, altho' they 
have the Pains of Child-birth milder than 
uſual, yet the great Oppreſſion of the Breaſt 
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66 A Deſcription of Ch. 2, 
in ſuch, with the Sighing and Deficiency of 
Spirits, (call'd by the Midwives, Fear and 
Vapours) and the quick and wea k Pulle, are 
ſure Prognoſticks of the approaching miliary 
Puſtles; to whoſe Eruption in Child-bedW o- 
men, a Way is made by their compoſing in 
Bed to ſweat : therefore I commonly reckon 
eleven Days from the firſt inward Heat, or 
Pain before the Birth, to the Eruption after the 
Birth, But the Ignorance, and prepoſterous 
Relation the Patients give of their own State, 
do for the moſt part ſo confound the Phy- 
fician's Prognoſtick, thateven the moſt Cu- 
rious can't find out the very Day. 

The Conſequences of a miliary Fever, as 
far as my Obſervation reacheth, are a Swell- 
ing of the Thighs, Legs and Feet, not al- 
ways free from Pain ; a Swelling and Abſceſs 
of the Breaſts; an immoderate Flux of the 
Lochia, and of Urine; Hypochondriac or | 
Hyſteric-like Affects; an inward Heat, 
join'd with a Weakneſs, Faintneſs, and 
loſs of Appetite: one or other of theſe, I 


| fay, are generally the Conſequences, as of- 


ten as this Fever, either by reaſon of its own 

ill Nature, or bad Treatment of the Phy. 

fician, makes an unhappy Ending. 
CHAP. 
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BBRPRERRERGRD 
: CHAT. IL 
Of the internal Cauſes of a Miliary 


Fever, 


| "HAT as relates to the internal Cauſes 
of a miliary Fever, ſeems todepend, 
partly on a too great Seroſity, and a certain 
acid Acrimony of the Blood and nervous 
Juice ; and partly alſo on a too great Com- 
motion of the neryous Liquid : which Con- 
jecture of mine ſeems probable, from the 
preceeding Hiſtory of this Diſtemper; from 
the Effect of Medicines hereto relating; and 
from the Diſſected Bodies of Perſons periſh- 
ing by this Fever. 

Tur Secretions peculiar to this Fever, 
argue an Acrimony or an Acidity of the 
Blood; for here the Urine is paler, and 
liker that of healthy People, and is voided 
in larger Quantity than in a burning Fever; 
where the Blood and nervous Juice are im- 


pregnated with Sulphureo-ſaline Particles. 


And we find, that a pale-colour'd Urine is 
F 2 plentis 
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68 Of the Internal Cauſes of Ch. 3. 
plentifully diſcharged, by the taking Oxymel 
of Squills in the Beginning of a Dropſy. 
There is alſo a more plentiful Spitting in 
this, than in a burning Fever ; and for that 
reaſon, the Thirſt here, is for the moſt part 
leſs, and the Tongue not ſo much furr'd 
over with a viſcid Humour: moreover alſo, 
the miliary Puſtles, which are Veſicles (or 
little Bladders) full of Serum, ſeem to be ſe- 
cerned, by means of the aforeſaid Acidity ; 
much like as Whey is made of Milk, by the 
pouring on of any ſort of Acid, 

AND the ſame is evident from the Juvan- 
tia, or helpful Remedies; to wit, the Te- 
ſtaceous Kind, ſuch as Crabs-eyes, and the 
like things, which abſorb Acids. 

Nox leſs doth it appear from the Lab 
tia, or hurtful things; for all thoſe of an 
acid Taſte, as the Juice of Lemons, Cc. 
are prejudicial in this Fever. 

THE Seroſity of the Blood is proved by 
the Heat, which is perceived far milder 
here, than in a burning Fever: and the 
ſimpler this Fever is, ſo much milder is 
the Heat: for where red Puſtles, com- 
monly call'd a Raſh, are interſperſed with 
the miliary, all the Symptoms ſhew rather

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a burning Fever; and thoſe labouring un- 
der an Anafarca, where the Blood abounds 


with Serum, altho' they may be ſometimes 
affected with a miliary Fever, and nervous 


Symptoms, yet are they ſcarce ever ſeiz'd 


with a burning one. 

Tur time in which the miliary Puſtles 
break out, proves the ſame ; which, by rea- 
fon of the Blood's Seroſity, and from thence 
a milder Heat and Motion, are not ſo ſoon 
driven out, as the Papillary and Small Pox 
are, where the Blood more abounds with 
Sulphur ; much like as ſimple Water boils 
ſlower than Wine, or Spirits of Wine : for 
which Cauſe alſo, the animal Spirits are firſt 
and chiefly diſturbed in this Fever. 

Tur Remedies adhibited for the Cure of 
this Fever, do ſhew the tame; to wit, a 
continued Diaphoreſis, and Veſicatories ſuc- 
ceſſively applied, which diminiſh the Se- 
roſity of the Blood and nervous Liquid, and 
at the ſame time edulcorate or ſweeten 
their Acidity. Add hereto, the Cure of 
this Fever, performed by Nature, in throw- 
ing off the Serum of the Blood, for the raiſ- 
ing of the Puſtles; neither are diluting and 
wary Liquors ſo very ſerviceable in this

Caſe, as in a burning Fever ; where, rather 


Chicken-broth is plentifully to be drank 
down : and farther, what things ſoever hin- 
der a wathing of the Serum by Sweat, are 
to be reckoned amongſt the Lædentia, or 
hurtful things ; ſuch are external Cold, and 
heating Medicines, without a Diaphoretic 
Faculty. | | 

Tu dead Bodies of thoſe Perſons who 
die of this Fever, very plainly demonſtrate 
both the Acidity and Seroſity of the Blood; 
for the Blood is coagulated in certain parts, 
and turns blackiſh, like as Oil by the Effu- 
ſion of Spirit of Vitriol: and yet the fame 
being extravaſated (or ſlipt out of the Veſ- 
ſele) ſtains a linnen Cloth with a very pale 
Colour, In other Parts it is ſo watry, that 
even the very Blood-Vellels are truly pale, 
whereof I ſhall give an Inſtance in the laſt of 
the following Hiſtories : and I lately met 
with a like Caſe, in a certain young Noble- 
man, about 21 Years of Age, who neglect- 


ing a timely Cure of the Diſeaſe, died of 


this Fever; in whoſe Belly, Breaſt and 
Head, being open'd, the Veſſels were diſ- 
tended in certain Parts, with a blackiſh and 


coagulated Blood: yet the Blood fallen out 
s of 
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of the opened Veſſels, ſtain d a linnen Cloth 
with a pale Colour; and we commonly 
find a rutilant or florid Blood to flow from an 
open'd Vein, to wit, after a plentiful Drink- 
ing of ſtrong Wine; yet the pale Colour it 
gives a linnen Rag, manifeſts its Serofſty. 
The Blood, in other Parts of this dead Sub- 
Je, appeared ſerous, or watry, and tinc- 
tured with a wan Colour; as even the Heart 
itſelf : the Plexus Choroides allo, that is al- 
ways red, by reaſon of the great ſtore of 
Blood-Veſſels forming the fame, was very 
pale; an Argument both of an acid and ſe- 
rous Blood. Neither is it to be doubted, 
but that the nervous Juice ariſing from the 
Blood, had acquired a like Nature. 

THE nervous Symptoms firſt occurring, 
to wit, a Pain, Depreſſion of the Spirits, 
Watchings, and others above mentioned, do 
prove the feveriſh Intemperature to be pri- 
marily formed in the nervous Liquor, or 
animal Spirits: when, in the Interim, the 
Symptoms which indicate a feveriſh Heat 
of the Blood, as a burning Heat, ſtrong 
Pulſe, Pain of the Head, Thirſt, Dryneſs of 


the Tongue, red and little Urine, &c. are 


altogether wanting. Laftly, the Juvantia 
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72 Of the Cauſes of Ch. 4. 
in this Fever, that is, the Mind and Spirits | 
being kept calm and undiſturbed, proves the 
ſame : therefore the febrile Commotion here, 
ſeems to have its Beginning or Riſe from 
a Tranſlation of the Serum of the Blood, 


into the nervous Juice, and from thence 
conveyed back 1 into the Blood. 
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IA AT. IS, 
Of the Cauſes of the Symptoms. 


HERE are many wlio atirm, that 

an acute continual Fever, not a ma- 
lignant one, doth depend on an Obſtruction 
of the Glanuules, eſpecially the Cutaneous, 
and from thence proceeds a Piethora of the 
Blood-Veſſels. And 'tis very 1:kcly, that in 
a ſimple military Fever, the t:me happens 
in the nervous Juice: for as the Nerves are 
ſtretched by an Obitruction, ſo alſo from 
the Tenſion, Pain arifeth, the primary 
Symptom generally in this Fever: therefors 
it 1s better appeaſed by Diaphoretic Medi- 
cines, leſſening the Pletl ora, and the Ob- 
ſtruction of the Capillary Nerves, than by 


Lau- 
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Laudanum ; like as the Sick are more eaſed 
by the Eruption of Petechial Spots, or the 
Small Pox, from the Pain, their primary 
Symptom, than by the Uſe of Laudanum. 

Tae nervous Juice being increaſed by the 
Obftruction of the Capillary Nerves, and re- 
pulſed or hindered in its Progreſs, impreſſes 
an irregular Motion on the animal Spirits, 
and affects the Patient with a Shivering. 

BuT an Heat follows the Coldneſs, by 
reaſon of the nervous Juice being more co- 
piouſly pour'd into the Blood (by the Ob- 
ſtruction being open'd at laſt) and producing 
a quicker Motion of the Blood : neither yet 
here, is the Pulſe ſo great, where the Blood 
abounds with ſerous acid Particles, which 
hinder its Motion ; as in other Fevers, which 
are at firſt excited from faline and ſulphu- 
reous Particles, luxuriating in the Blood it- 
ſelf. 

TE Heat and Coldneſs mutually ſuc- 
cced each other, but in an irregular manner, 
by reaſon of the Seroſity of the Blood, and 
of the nervous juice ſecreted from it; and 
for that Cauſe, they are ſooner affected by 
Medicines, Motion of the Body, much Talk 
ing, or Paſſions of the Mind: and there- 


fore

fore nothing conduces more towards the re- 
ſtraining the irregular Returns of the hot 
and cold Fits, than lying in Bed and Quiet- 
nels. 

Tur Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, and Sigh- 
ings, ariſe from the nervous Liquor ſtag- 
nating in the Capillary Nerves of the Breaſt. 
For the Sick are freed from the Oppreſſion, 
after the Veſicles or miliary Puſtles are come 
out. Certainly it does not depend on the 
Serum in the extreme (or Capillary) Branches 
of the Trachea, or Wind-pipe: for ſo an 
Aſthma wou'd be produced, and the Op- 
prefſion would be relieved by pectoral Me- 
dicines, which notwithſtanding, are here un- 
profitable, and every way detrimental to the 
Eruption of the miliary Puſtles. 

A Detect, or Sinking of the Spirits accom- 
panics this Oppreſſion, that is, by reaſon of 
the Seroſity of the Blood, and thereby a 
ſparer Secretion of the Spirits into the ner- 
vous juice. It alſo ariſes from a Seroſity of 
the nervous Liquid burthening the animal 


Spirits: for when the Seroſity is diminiſhed | 


by Sweating, the Spirits are freed, and the 
Patient ſeems to recoyer ' Strength, much 
after the like manner, a Porter, who 


having

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having thrown down his Burthen, imme- 
diately recovers his Breath or Spitits; which 
does not happen in a defect of Spirits, ariſing 
from an Hypocathar/is,or Over-purging. And 
it is worthy of Remark, that the Pulſe of 
thoſe labouring under this miliary Fever, 

like that of Perſons wearied with Burthens, 
remains the ſame, while they ſuffer a de- 
ficiency or failing of the Spirits, and when 
they are alſo freed from the fame; but a 
Weakneſs of the Pulſe, caus'd by an exceſ- 


ſive Evacuation, anſwers to the Depreſſion 
of the Spirits. 


THrey are troubled with Watchings, by 
reaſon of too quick a Motion of the ani- 
mal Spirits, and often become delirious ; and 
they complain, as often as they compoſe 
themſelves to fleep, of a certain Confuſion 
or Hurry of the inward Senſes. 

WHEN the Head is free from Pain in long 
Watchings, (or want of Sleep) 'tis owing to 
a leſs Impetus of the Blood towards the 
Brain ; for altho' it be circulated with ſome- 
what a quicker Motion than in Health, yet 
'tis moved much flower than in other Fevers, 
woe they be Intermittents or Continu- 

s; Wherefore the Thirſt is alſo here far 


milder, 
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milder, than in a burning Fever : and for the 
ſame Cauſe, the Urine is paler, and liker 
that of healthy Perſons, and is voided in 
greater Quantity, by reaſon of the Acidity 
of the Blood ſeparating the Serum ; for 
which cauſe they are alſo wont to ſpit more 
frequently. 

By the Seroſity of the animal Spirits, the 
antagoniſt Muſcles are not always kept e- 
qually contracted, whence come the con- 
vulſive Motions. But if by reaſon of the a- 
forementioned Seroſity, there ſhould be a 


weaker Contraction of the Muſcles, then 


there is only cauſed a Tremor of the Tongue 
and Hands. 

Ir, in the Beginning of this Fever, the 
Patients being deceiv'd by the likeneſs of 
Vapours, ſhould riſe from Bed, or uſe hot 
Remedies, the Motion of the Blood and 
Spirits 1s increaſed thereby ; and inſtead of 
the miliary Puſtles, Nature is ſtimulated to an 
unſcaſonable and irregular Separation of the 
morbific Matter; whence are produced dif- 
ferent Symptoms, according to the diffe- 
rent Parts wherein it is depoſited; and the 
miliary Fever ſkulks under the form of a- 


nother Diſtemper. If in the Stomach, it 


creates 
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creates a Loathing, and a Vomiting; in the 
Guts, a Pain and Looſeneſs; in which Caſe, 
the Pains, and the Diarrbæa, ſooner give way 
to a mild and continued Dzaphoreſis, than 
to Laudanum or Aſtringents: and if there 
ſhould chance to be only two or three Stools, 
without Gripings of the Belly and Faintneſs 
of the Spirits, I think all Aſtringents and 
Opiates ſhould be avoided; becauſe there is 
often enough of Matter to be diſtributed, 
both into Stools and miliary Puſtles: where- 
fore there is nothing to be feared about 
their Eruption, from the purging Stools. 
And we find the ſame to be true, where- 
ever there's abundance of Matter to be ſe- 
cerned: as for Example, in the Small Pox, 
where neither Clyſters nor Bleeding hinders 
the Eruption of the Puſtles; neither does 


any Harm ariſe from the Menſtrua flowly 


flowing, thro' the whole Courſe of the Small 
Pox. 

Laſt'y, the Pulſe becomes weak, through 
the Seroſity of the Blood and nervous Juice; 
and therefore by the Poverty of the animal 
Spirits, there happens a laxer Syſtole of the 


Heart, 
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CHAR V. 
Of the Prognoftick Signs in this Fever. 


PROGNOSTICK is thus to be 
made in this Fever; if the Sick hath not 
obſerved a due Regimen in the Beginning; 
or the Phyſician preſcribed heating Medi- 
cines, not raiſing a Sweat; altho' the Symp- 
toms were milder from the Beginning, yet 
the Diſtemper often turns to the worſe, and 
threatens either Death, or a lingring Ill- 
neſs. 

Ir ſome Part ſhould be pained from the 
Beginning; or the Patient grow indolently 
hot; or be ſick at the Stomach ; and after- 
wards ſhould have irregular Returns of hot 
and cold Fits, and a Sinking of the Spirits, 
and an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with Sigh- 
ings, attended with a free Breathing, and 
the Puſtles come out at laſt with a gentle 
and continu'd Sweating ; the Caſe is gene- 
rally hopeful. If a Delirium, convulſive 
Motions, a Convulſion, or an Apoplexy. 
ſhould 
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ſhould accompany the Pathognomonic Signs 


of this Fever, that is, a great Oppreſſion of 


the Breaſt, with Sighing, and Sinking of 
the Spirits, and they ſhould happen in the 
Beginning, they yield more eaſily to a dili- 


gent and regular Practice: but in a more ad- 


vanced {tate of the Diſtemper, and in the 
Declination, where the Sick is weaker, and 
the miliary Puſtles, either by catching Cold, 
or perhaps by an irregular Management, 
does not appear, a deadly Tranſlation 1s 
made upon the Brain and Nerves, and 
Death the ſpeedy Conſequence of it. 

A ſudden Suppreſſion of a Looſeneſs in 
this Fever, whether it happen ſpontaneouſly, 
or by the undue Uſe of Aſtringents or Opi- 
ates, bids us beware of an Apoplexy ; eſpe- 
cially if the ſame Diſtemper ſhould, by rea- 


ſon of a Plethora and Structure of the Parts, 


be prepared 1n readineſs. 
A yellow Colour of the Urine, which 


{ſuddenly turns pale, warns the Phyſician, 
that a Tranſlation is to be feared. 


A Looſeneſs in Child-bed Women, ſeiz'd 


with this Fever, is a dangerous Symptom; 
for it not only hinders the Eruption of the 


Puſtles, but alſo the flowing of the Lochia.

A difficult Breathing, an intercepted 
Speech, and a Trembling of the Tongue, 
are tobe rank'd amongſt the perilous Symp- 
toms, eſpecially a nervous Dy/pnea, or Dif- 
ficuity of Breathing. 

THE drowfier the Patients are, the hap- 
pier they recover. Thoſe who are of a 
milder Nature, eſcape more eaſily than the 
furious and wrathſul Tempers do. 

Ir Nature and the Phyſician concur toge- 
ther, the Sick immediately recovers Strength, 
after the drying up of the Puſtles ; unleſs, 
by reaſon of the abundance of morbific Mat- 
ter, the Relicks be thrown upon ſome cer- 
tain Part. 

Ir, in a Scarlet Fever, miliary Puſtles 
ſhould ariſe, dying away with a red Colour, 
they promiſe Safety. 
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CHAP; VI. 
Of theCureof a Simple Miliary Fever. 


H E curative Indications ariſing from 


the deſcribed Nature of this ſimple 
miliary Fever, are of this kind; that is, to 
dulcify 
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dulcify the Acidity of the Blood and nervous 
Juice, and diminiſh their Seroſity; as likewiſe 
to free and recruit the animal Spirits. And 
by taking this courſe, we put a ſtop to the pe- 
rilous Symptoms, and reſtore the Motion of 
the Blood and animal Spirits, to an Equi- 
librium; which being done, we may in due 
time expect the miliary Puſtles, generated or 
formed of a Matter rightly prepared. 

For edulcorating the Acidity of the Blood, 
and nervous juice, (whence come the Co- 
agulations of the Blood, and the Secretions 
of the Serum) the alkaline Medicaments, 
and eſpecially the Teſtaceous, are to be cho- 
ſen; of which ſort are Crabs- eyes, prepared 
Pearls, and the like; and alſo for diminiſhing 
their Seroſity, thoſe Things which promote 
a mild and continued Sweating: of which 
number, the Gaſcoigu's Powder, Goa Stone, 
and Oriental Bezoar, are the principal. For 
by their repeated Uſe for ſome days, the 
Faults of the Blood and nervous Liquid are 
corrected; and the Pulſe being reſtored to 
a ſtronger and more equal Motion, haſtens 
forward the Eruption of the miliary Puſtles. 
Truly, if no Regard was to be had to the 
Diaphorefis, nor to any other Indication,

faving the exalting of the Blood and animal 
Spirits, the hotter Cardiacks, as Snake-root, 
or the like, or even Wine itſelf might be 
fafely and plentifully taken : but theſe and 
the like things ſeldom obtain a place in 
this Fever; that is, for driving out the mi- 
liary Puſtles: for a rapid Fermentation of 
the Blood, and a cotemporary Secretion of 
the morbi fick Matter, cannot conſiſt toge- 
ther; and oftentimes a Delirium, convulfive 
Motions, and ſuch like Accidents, are the 
Effects or Conſequences of heating Reme- 
dies. Therefore all Secretions, whether per- 
form'd by Nature, or Art, proceed moſt 
happily in a ſlow and gentle manner; which 
ſame thing 1s obtained by teſtaceous Medi- 
cines: for whilſt they encourage a moderate 
Heat, they at the ſame time alto edulcorate, 

and promote a breathing Sweat. 
For dimiaiſhing the Serofity, bliſtering 
laiſters alſo anſwer very well that Inten- 
tion; as likewiſe for preventing Coagula- 
tions, by virtue of their volatile Salt : where- 
fore no other Remedy doth more allay the 
hurry of the animal Spirits, and cauſe Sleep, 
or reuſe up the depreſſed Spirits, than the 
recited Epiſpaſticks. For by reaſon of the 
- morbifcl: 
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morbifick Matter being partly lefſen'd by 
their Aſſiſtance, Nature can more eaſily ſub- 
due and throw off the reſidue, by her own 
uſual way; ſo far are they from hindering 
the Eruption of the Puſtles. Neither yet are 
many bliſteringPlaiſters to be apply'd at once, 
but one after another, unleſs ſome grievous 
Symptom require it: and it is to be obſerved, 
that as ſoon as the former Bliſter is dry'd up, 
another ought immediately to be raiſed ; 
ſeeing I have often found all the Symptoms 
to be exacerbated, or run higher, juſt upon 
the drying up of the former Veſications, and 
to become milder again, on the raiſing of 
other Bliſters. 

IN the Year i697, ſome Perſons being 
ſeiz'd with this Fever, were affected, not 
only with a Pain of the Head, but alſo with 
a Swelling of it; yet by the ſucceſſive Ap- 
plication of Veſicatorics; it daily lefien'd ; 
a Swelling of the Forehead went away, by 
applying them behind the Ears; and that ef 
the Temples and Eyes, by bliſtering between 


the Shoulders; and in like manner, that of 


the Checks, Lips and Jaws, by others laid 
upon the Arms, Thighs, and Legs, as will 
more fully be ſhewn in ſome of the follow- 
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ing Hiſtories. And it is to be noted, that in 
the leaſt Interval of time, between the dry- 


ing up of a former Bliſter, and the raiſing 


of another, that both the Pain and Swelling 
were increaſed. | 


IN the Year 1704, a Pain of the Jaws 
ſciz'd ſeveral in this Fever, reſembling that 
of the Squiniy ; winch Symptom being per- 
ceived, tho' it kill'd many ſuddenly, yet by 
a gentle and continu'd Perſpiration, it was fo 
far ſubdued, that all thoſe eſcaped, who fell 
under my Care. 

I x this Fever, cathartick or purging Me- 
dicines are ſeldom to be admitted, unleſs 
ſome great Symptom indicate the ſame; but 
there is often room allow'd for an emollient 
Ciyſter to cleanſe the firſt Paſſages: neither 
is Zlood-letting to be permitted, but upon 
tome urgent Neceſſity; as if an Aſthma, 
Pleuriſy, or the like, ſhould indicate the Uſe 
of this Remedy. 

Tyr Paſſions of the Mind are to be 
avoided in this Fever; and whatſoever things 
put the animal Spirits into a Commotion, 
witcther they be grateful, or ingrateful, are 
hurtful, Compoſure in Bed is chiefly to be 
coniacr'd, and commanded ; for by a con 


wary 
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trary Regimen us' d in the beginning of this 
Fever, the Matter of the miliary Puſtles 
moving towards the Skin, being repell'd 
elſewhere, produces dangerous Symptoms; 
and if, to which Symptoms, ſuch Medi- 
cines be annexed, as are unfit for the pri- 
mary Diſtemper, either Death, or a chroni- 
cal Effect ſucceeds, without any Eruption of 
Puſtles after. Whence we learn the reaſon 
why Child-bed Women eicape more hap- 
pily in this Fever; to wit, for this very 
Cauſe, that by keeping themſelves quiet and 
calm in Bed, they naturally fall into a mild 
and continu'd Sweating ; and inſtead of heat- 
ing Medicines, they are nouriſn'd wich ſuit- 
able Food, or Spoon- meats: for it is often 
obſerved, that thoſe, who ſeem to be well 
enough while in Bed, are immediately, upon 
their riſing, ſeiz'd with fo great a failing of 
the Spirits, that they ſeem juſt a dying, and 
ſome of them have ſuddenly expired: thoſe 
alſo who too raſhly fortak? their Bed, think- 
ing themſelves only troubled with the Va- 

pours, do immediately become much worſe, 
AN Inſtance hereof I lately met with in 
Mrs. Shepherd, living in Barttolomew-Lan, 
who had Mr. Lancaſhire for her Apothe- 
G Cary ; 
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cary; ſhe labour'd under an Oppreſſion of 
the Breaſt, with Sighing, and a Confuſion 
or Hurry of the inward Senſes, as likewiſe a 
Palpitation of the Heart ; which Symptoms, 

both herſelf and Family judged to be the 
Vapours, therefore they thought it neceſſary 
that ſhe ſhould leave her Bed ; but ſhe had 
no ſooner put on her Clothes, than Tremors 
and convulſive Motions were added to the 
recited Symptoms. Wherefore, I being call'd 
in, found by the Oppreſſion of her Breaſt, 

with Sighing, and Sinking of the Spirits, 

that ſhe Iabour'd under a miliary Fever, and 
was in great danger, and could not poſſibl) 
eſcape, but by a gentle and continu'd Sweat- 
ing; therefore I order'd her to lie quiet in 
Bed, and be kept free from Company, and 
that a bliſtering Plaiſter ſhould be applied 
between her Shoulders, and the following 
Bolus taken, with a Julep every fixth Hour. 


Take Gaſcoign's Pouder, Sperma Ceti, each 
one Scruple ; Saffron, fix Grains; Syrup 
of Cowylips, as much as will make 4 
Bolus. 


By virtue of which Method, the Caſe ſuc- 


ceeded ſo well, that within two Days time 
the 


e 
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the convulſive Motions were almoſt quite 


gone off, and the miliary Puſtles now ariſing 


at length grew daily higher, and the Serum 
contained in them ſcem'd to thicken and 
whiten more and more, even to their dry- 
INg away. 

CHniLD-BED Women labouring under 
this Fever, and leaving their Bed too ſoon, 
are ſometimes ſurpriz d with ſudden Death; 
as happen'd to Mrs. Barkley, to whom altho 
I was call'd, yet the was dead before I got to 
her. Her Friends thought the had only been 
troubled with the Vapours, and therefore 
would have her to riſe, diſcourſe, and act, 
as if ſhe was well in Health; but I being in- 
form'd of a Pain in her Thigh, an Oppreſ- 
ſion of the Breaſt, Sighings and Sinking of 
the Spirits, judged that ſhe periih'd under a 
miliary Fever: and a Candle being brought, 
I faw very many miliary Puſtles yet ſtand- 
ing viſible upon her Breaſt; and no doubt 
but this Patient died ſo fuddenly, by the 
cold Air repelling, or driving back the Mat- 
ter of the Puſtles into the Nerves. Which 
ſame Accident I remember to have happen'd 
in a like Caſe, to certain Women in Tra- 
vail; therefore when I am call'd to ſuch Pa- 
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tients, and ſee the pathognomonick Signs 
of a miliary Fever, I order the Patient to 
keep in Bed, and compoſe herſelf, in order 
for the Birth. 

Upo opening the Body of the ſaid de- 
ceaſed Gentlewoman, I found nothing amiſs, 
ſaving a Polypus, which ariſing from the 
ſame Cauſe, as the Fever itſelf, that is, an 
acid Seroſity, could not be judged as the Cauſe 
of her Death. 

I T is alto often obſerved, that thoſe Wo- 
men who ſcem to be pretty well in Bed; if 
they riſe out of it, perceive ſo great a failure, 
or ſinking away of the Spirits, that they 
ſcem even ready to die; of which thing I 
ſhall give an Example in the Hiſtory of 
Mrs. Smith's Caſe, living in Bartholomews- 
Cle. And therefore, let this Caution be ob- 
ſerved, both by Women in Labour, and thoſe 
in Child-bed; that if they perceive, without 
any evident Cauſe, an Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, and a Languor, (or Faintneſs,) that 
they take ſpecial Care to be ſpeedily deli- 
vered, by the Midwife's aſſiſtance (without 
taking notice of the prattling of the good 
Women, whatever they may argue to the 
contrary) and confine themſelves to bed, for 


the 
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the ſake of promoting a long · continued 
Diaphoręſis, or gentle Sweating.

CH A P. VII. 


Of the Cure of the Symptoms of a 
Miliary Fever.

x 


9 IS my Opinion, that every one of 

the Symptoms are to te oppoſed by 

the fame Remedies, which we would uſe if 

they appeared ſolitary, unleſs fome Symp- 

tom forbid it; which is to be known by 
a ſkilful Phyſician. 

A Pain of the Head, or of any other Part, 

is appeaſed much ſooner, by a mild and 

continued Diaphoręſis, than by Opiates ; like 


as we fee the Pains in Spotted Fevers, and 
> the Small Pox, can by no means be relieved, 
t | until the Matter to be expelled, appear upon 


theSkin. Therefore when I am called either 
to a Woman in Labour, or ſeized with any 
other Pain, and find both a Defe& of Spi- 
rits, and a quick and weakly Pulſe ; I uſu- 
r | ally, ſetting aſide Hvpnoticks, follow Nature's 
e 5 Method, 


0 
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Method, and immediately endeavour to raiſe 
a Sweat ; but if the Violence of the Pain 
ſhould indicate the Uſe of Opiates, I order 
Diaphoreticꝶs to be mixed therewith : other- 
wiſe, they either do not abate the Pain, or elſe 
they bring ſome miſchief in its ſtead. But 
if the Pain be Pleuritick, or ſhews an In- 
flammation elſewhere, then Bleeding is 
rarely, or ſcarce ever to be omitted. 

As often as hot and cold Fits return al- 
ternately and irregularly, as generally they 
are wont to do, a mild breathing Sweat, 
promoted by Gaſcoigus Powder, is very a- 
vailable, provided it be taken without heat- 
ing Medicines: which Remedy, thoꝰ it be 
little eſteem'd by ſome, yet I have many 
times experienc'd its Virtue. And this, 
out of many other Examples, will plainly 
appear in this one Caſe of Mrs. Bolton, 
Daughter to Mr. Shaler an Apothecary. On 
the ſecond Day after her Delivery, ſhe per- 
ceived a Pain in the lower and lateral Part 
of the Abdomen, near the Joint of the Hip; 
which vaniſhing out of that Part, an Heat 
and Coldneſs alternately ſucceeded, and ſhe 


was alſo ſeized with an Oppreſtion of the 
Breaſt, 
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Breaſt, Sighing, and Faintneſs of the Spi- 
rits, with Watchings : and at length, after 
ſome Days, the miliary Puſtles broke out ; 
and by the ſole Uſe of Gaſcoign's Powder, 
taken every ſixth Hour, to keep up abreath- 
ing Sweat, and forbidding her all Diſtur- 
bance of Mind, and nouriſhing the Patient 
with Spoon-Meats, and a little Canary Wine, 
ſhe, by confining herſelf to Bed for tourteen 
Days after the Puſtles were come out, re- 
covered her former and perfect Health; tho” 
before her Delivery, an Hectick Heat, a 
Cough, and a Difficulty of Breathing, threat- 
ned her with a Conſumption, Therefore it 
is manifeſt, that ſeveral being ſeiz d with 
this Fever, are much hardlier reſtored to 
Health, where either due Care hath been 
neglected in the Beginning, as ſuppoſing the 
Patient to be only Hyſterical, or by an im- 
proper Uſe of very heating Remedies, ex- 
pelling the morbifick Matter, not critically, 
but ſymptomatically. And it may further 
be noted, that if, during the Courſe of this 
Fever, the ſaid Powder had only, for Ex- 
periment ſake, been omitted ; the Sweating 
not only ſtop d, but all the Symptoms ſeem'd 
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to turn for the worſe ; ſo allo, by repeating 
it again, every thing became more hopeful. 

IHE Watchings are relieved by Bliſter- 
ing, and lying quiet in Bed, avoiding all 
Noiie, and Diſturbance of Mind. 

AND for the Delirium, the D:aphoretick 
Antimony, taken alone, is very ſerviceable , 
which, altho' it be look'd upon by ſome 
Phyſicians as an uſeleſs and dead Calx, yet 
I have often preſcribed it, and always by it 
ſelf; not only in Watchings, but alſo in a 
Delirium, with the defired Succeſs. 

Tur Watchings are likewiſe very often 
ſubdued by a continued breathing Sweat : for 
the eflecting of which, if the aforeſaid Pow- 


der ſhould fail, the Spirit of Harts-horn is 


preferable to all other Medicines, being 
taken rather in Sage Poſſet-drink, than in 


Sage-Tea, by reaſon it affords more Nou- 


riſhment; a neceſſary Circumſtance in this 
Fever, | 

Ir ever Opiates are to be given in this 
Diſtemper, tis after Bliſtering, and in caſe 
of an obſtinate Looſeneſe, or a delay d E- 
ruption of the Puſtles. 'The Confection of 
Fracaſtorius, or Venice Treacle, has the pre- 
ference, 
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1 never found any thing, which more 
happily appeaſes convulſive Motions in this 
Fever, than to anoint all the Joints with 
Eflence of Amber, and giving often in- 
wardly twenty Drops of the ſame, in any 
ſuitable Liquor. 

Ix an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with 
Sighing, eſpecially being join'd with a con- 
vulſive Aſthma ; the ſame things generally, 
that is, a mild and continued Sweat, Spirit of 
Harts-horn, and bliſtering Plaiſters, are very 
lerviceable. 

Ix a Faintneſs of Spirits, I never found 
any thing more available, than Treacle-Wa- 
ter, taken either alone, or in ſome Vehicle, 
with a few Drops of Sal volatile olegſum in it, 
and a little Powder of Saffron; eſpecially, if 
a Palpitation of the Heart accompanies the 
ſame. 

Ix Tremors, the animal Spirits are to be 
reireſhed with ſuitable Medicines; of which, 
Saffron excels, together with nouriſhing 
Spoon-Meats, as Chicken-Brota, and the 
like. 

In an univerſal Convullion, ariſing chiefly 
from a Tranſlation of the morbifick Matter 
inwardly, I ſucceſsfully made uſe of Cupping, 

with

witi Scarification; afterwards, I am wont 
to order heating, and volatile Spirits, to wc 
put into the Patient's mouth, and likewiſe 
Clyſters to be injected; which, in Convul- 
ſions, eſpecially of Children, do a great deal 
of Service. | | 
A Sickneſs and Nauſeouſneſs, with a Hea 

of the Breaſt, are Signs of an imminent 
Thruſh ; which Symptoms are mitigated by 
a continued Diaphoręſis, until the Tongue 
be cover'd over with the Aphthæ. And 'tis 
obſervable, that at the ſame time the Thruſh 
increaſeth, the miliary Puſtles wither away; 


and on the contrary, as ſoon as the Tongue 


gets clear of the Thruſh, the miliary Puſtles | 
are elevated, and ſometimes the Reliques of 
the Fever are derived, after the drying up of 
the Puſtles, into the Nouriſhment of the 
Aphthe. 

I generally reſtrain the Vomiting, by add- 
ing ten Grains of Salt of Wormwood to one 
Scruple of Gafcoign's Powder, eſpecially if 


a feveriſh Heat returns at certain Intervals ; 


unleſs ſome Symptom (as an Inflammation 
of the Tonſils, which is increaſed by the Uſe 
of a Lixivial Salt) ſhould forbid it. 


IN 
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In a Diarrbæa, which I have often 
known to be augmented by Aſtringents, or 
another worſe Symptom to ariſe upon its 
being ſuppreſſed, I order a bliſtering Plaiſter 
with good Succeſs; that by the conjoined 
Efficacy of this, and the Sweating, the ſe- 
rous Matter may be revelled from the in- 
teſtinal Glandules : I alſo preſcribe one Scru- 
ple of Pearl, to be taken either alone, or 


with ſome ſuitable Diaphoretich, and re- 
peated for ſome times. 


I have very frequently prov'd the Efficacy 
of Bliſtering againſt a Chronical Diarrhœa; 
an Inſtance whereof I have now before 1ne, 


in Mrs. Waſhta, a Child-bed Woman, the 


Wife of a Spaniſh Merchant, dwelling in 


Chlak-Lane, to whom Mr. Sherwood was 


Apothecary. She was firſt taken with a 


Shivering, and afterwards with hot and cold 
Fits returning irregularly ; as alſo with an 
Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, Sighing, and Sink- 
ing of the Spirits; her Pulſe was likewiſe 
weak, and very quick, and ſhe was txoubled 
with Watchings, even till the Thruſh aroſe 
upon her Tongue: but about the time of its 
Appearance, ſhe became very drowſy, like as 
Infants are, in the time of the Thruſh. She 

was

was alſo affected with a Sickneſs of the 
Stomach, and a Looſeneſs, by which un- 
lucky Accident the Lochia became ſup- 
preſſed; but by her keeping to the following 
Courſe for ſeveral Days, I reſtor'd this Gen- 
tlewoman to her perfect Health. 


Take Sperma Ceti, Gaſcoign's Pouder, each 
one Scruple; Saffron, ſive Grains; Sy- 
rup of Cowſlips, as much as will make a 
Bolus, to be taken every fixth Hour, in 
one Spoonful of a common Fulep; and a 
bliſtering Plaiſter to be apply'd between 
her Shoulders. 


By whoſe uſe, the miliary Puſtles appear'd, 
and the Looſeneſs gradually abated; and 
with the Aphtihe ariſing up afterwards, the 
miliary Puſtles increaſed in bigneſs, with- 
out the help of Aſtringents: which kind of 
Medicines the Patient had in readineſs in- 
deed, yet ſhe neither took them, nor had 
any need of them. 

Ir the Weriaca, or any other Opiate ſhould 
ſeem to be requir'd, the ſame is moſt pro- 
ſperouſly uſed, after the Application of Ve- 
ſicatories, which infringes the bad Effects of 
Opaates. 


So- 
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SUDORIFICKS being mixed with Opiates, 
renders their Effects more powerful and 
certain; and out of many Examples hereof, 
I ſhall give you one of a certain Gentlewo- 
man, named Roberts; who on the ſecond 
Day after Delivery was ſeiz d with a Cholick 
Pain, very violent, and fixed to the Belly, 
yet without any Vomiting or Purging : 
wherefore I was obliged to order a hundred 
Drops of liquid Laudanum to be taken in 
one hour and a half's time; and a little after, 
by giving her ſomewhat a larger Doſe of Ga/- 
corgn's Powder, and Sal volatile olecfum, the 
tell into a Sweat for ſeveral Hours, and the 
Pain went off, without leaving any Com- 
plaint behind it. But it happen'd otherwiſe 
to the ſame Patient, and in the ſame Caſe, 
under the Care of another learned Phyſician : 
for he, by giving Laudanum without Sudo- 
rificks, eas'd her of the Pain indeed, yet the 
complain'd of a certain Inquietude following 
it, for a long while after. And I am fully 
ſatisfy d, that all Evacuations are generally 
ſuppreſſed, by the taking of Laudanun 
alone; which, if it ſhould happen otherwiſe, 
'tis perhaps not owing to the Laudanum, 
but to ſome other Accident, Much after a 
H ie 
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like manner, as if a Looſeneſs ſhould fol- 
| low, upon the taking of the PeruvianBark, 


or drinking Claret Wine; by reaſon of the 
abundance of morbifick Matter, or a Weak- 
neſs of the inteſtinal Fibres, or ſome cer- 
tain Antipathy. Neither doth the Sweat 
1 flowing out ſometimes after a Doſe of Lau- 
15 danum, and the Swelling up of the Small 

1 Pox, argue any thing; neither of which 
Immediately depend on the Nature of the 
Laudanum, but rather on the Condition or 

tate of the Diſeaſe. For as the Blood, in 
Fevers, during the Fermentation, is mov'd 
with greater Velocity, and Nature has not 
ciſure to perform the Secretions; for which 
cauſe the Patient piſſes a thin Urine, but 
when it is ended, they void it thick and 
troubled, with an Hypo/ta/is or Sediment: 
So in like manner, where too quick a Mo- 
tion of the Blood is repreſſed by the taking 
of Laudanum, the Nerves are relaxed, and 
the Pores ſet open: hence, the Sweat in Fe- 
vers, and Paus or Matter in the Small Pox, 
is more eaſily ejected, Therefore the Nature 
of a Medicine is not to be defined from any 
remote or uncertain thing, but from the 
proxime Effect thercof; for Laudanum, in 


ſome 
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ſome Perſons, moves the Belly. Which 
Rule being well obſerved, the Diſputes a- 
riſing amongſt Phyſicians concerning the 
Uſe and Abuſe of Laudanum, and other Re- 
medies, would not be ſo common, and a 
more friendly and honourable Agreement 
might be hoped for. 

THis brings to my remembrance, a 
memorable Effect of Laudanum, in a cer- 
tain Woman, living at the Sign of the Sun 
in Chancery-Lane: ſhe was ſeiz d, after a 
Miſcarriage, with a moſt violent Cholick- 
Pain; for which, ſhe had taken large and 
repeated Doſes of Laudanum; whence fol- 
lowed a Suppreſſion of Urine, Stools, and 
Lochial Flux, with an cxceeding Swelling 
of the Belly, denouncing Death at hand. 
But after I had made a very ſtrict Enquiry 
from the very Beginning of the Diſeaſe, I 
viewed the Preſcriptions of a Phyſician that 
had been there before me. I preſently knew 
that the above-mentioned Symptoms pro- 
ceeded from the Abuſe of Laudanum ; there- 
fore I order'd a Clyſter to be injected ; and 
as ſoon as its Operation was over, all the 
% mptoms vaniſhed, to the great Aſtoniſh- 
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were not owing to the Diſtemper, but to 
the undue Uſe of Laudanum.

SH A P. VIII. 
Of a Compound Miliary Fever. 


COMPOUND miliary Fever, is 
where the miliary Puſtles are inter- 
tperſed with red papillary Puſtles, or Spots, 
commonly called a Raſh, or with the Small 
Pox or Meaſles. The Symptoms are much 
the ſame, as in a Synocius, or continual Fe- 
ver: yet the Patients are more oppreſſed 
with a Sinking of the Spirits, and Sighings, 
they are alſo more inclined to Watchings, 
and their Urine is liker that of Perſons in 


Health. 


SOMETIMES, in a Fever, the miliary 
Puſtles are not only intermixed with thoſe 
red Puſtles, but they alſo remain, after the 
others are intirely withered away. In the 
Small Pox and Meaſles, the miliary Puſtles 
generally proceed, or go before, and accom- 
pany them in the Beginning. 


IN 
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In a compound miliary Fever, the Symp- 
toms declare rather the Faults of the Blood, 
than of the nervous Genus; to wit, where 
the Pulſe is quick and ftrong, the Heat ve- 
hement, the Tongue dry, and the Thirſt 
very urgent; but in a ſimple miliary Fever, 
contrarywiſe: yet the flagging of the Spirits, 
and the Oppreſſion about the Breaſt, cauſing 
Sighs, are Symptoms common to both. 

As to the Cure, where miliary Puſtles 
accompany the Small Pox and Meaſles, 
ſomewhat warmer diaphoretick Medicines 
may more fately be adhibited, than where 
the Small Pox are ſolitary or alone. 

Tux external cold Air, or any fort of 
cold Regimen whatever, is dangerous, and 
ſometimes the Cauſe of ſudden Death, even 
at that time, when molt of the Symptoms 
promiſe a hopeful Event of the Diſtemper. 

WHEREFORE, even warm Opiates, as 
Diaſcordium, and the like things, are more 
ſucceſsfully preſcribed, than the Syrup of 
white Poppies, or Laudanum ; as often as 
the miliary Puſtles are conjoined with the 
Small Pox. 
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C HAP. IX. 


Of certain Diſeaſes following a 
Miliary Fever. 


ESIDES the former deſcribed Conſe- 
quences of a miliary Fever, and others 
which I am about to treat of in the follow- 
ing Hiſtories; there are two, which ſome- 
what more frequently follow the ſame, and 
that is a Swelling of the Legs and Feet, and 
an hectick Heat. | 
A Swclling of the Feet and Legs, and 
likewiſe of the Thighs and Groin; happens 
ſometimes without, but oftner with a ſevere 
Pain, preceding the Tumor, or Swelling : 
and this ſame Tumor ariſeth from the Re- 
liques of the morbifick matter, being heaped 
together, and not rightly cured, in theſe 
Fevers. And although I could produce 
many Examples of this matter, yet it may 
here ſuffice, to ſubjoin the Method whereby 
I am wont to diſperſe the Malady. 
AND that is, a Preſcription of purging 


Pills with Opium, or ſome other Opiate, to 
be 
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be taken every Night. The Opiate I moſtly 
make uſe of, is the Pil. de Cynogloſſo, to half 
a Scruple : But I chuſe the Cathartick ac- 
cording to the Indications; as for inſtance, 
in a Loſs of Appetite and Digeſtion, half a 
Dram of the Stomach Pill; and when the 
Lochia or Menſes are ſuppreſſed, the Pil. 
Fetida, or Alobphangina; adding alſo ſome- 
times four or five Grains of the Reſin of 
Jalap; and ſometimes I order a Draught of 
the bitter Decoction, without Senna, to be 
taken twice a day. And if a little ſtronger 
purging be required, I give them every other 
Night, and order ſome ſtomachick Decoc-. 
tion to be uſed in the intervals of Purging : 
and by this Method I have been very often 
ſucceſsful, after ſeveral other Remedies have 
been uſed in vain. | 

Bur if the Swelling be indolent, or with- q 
out Pain, I give the Catharticks, without l 
Opaates; and if it accompanies the miliary 
Fever, as a Symptom, it vaniſhes away, by 
only keeping up a breathing Sweat. 

THz Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, both Plain, 
and Purging, are of excellent Service in this 
Caſe. I experienced the efficacy of the plain 
or ſimple Spirit on Mr. Bella/is, about eighty 
H 4 Years 
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Years of Age, who being ſeiz'd with a ve- 
hement Fever, was commended to my Care 
by her Royal Majeſty: in whom, a Swelling 
aroſe, at the going away of the Fever, from 
his Groin, even to the Toes, which yielded 
at laſt, after Bliſtering had been try'd in vain, 
to the ſimple Spirit of Scurvy-graſs. 

AND I met with the fame Succeſs from 
the conjoined uſe of the ſimple and com- 
pound purging Spirit, in Mrs. Lane, who 
for ſome Years before, being in Child-bed, 
was affected with a vehement Pain, and 
Swelling, reaching from the Groin, down 
to her very Toes: ſhe had been under the 
Care of two eminent Phyſicians, but all to 
no effect, Yet hy her taking fram twenty 
to thirty Drops, of the ſimple Spirit of Scur- 
vy-graſs, thrice a Day, in any convenient 
Vehicle ; and a hundred Drops of the purging 
Spirit, every third Day, with a Matthew's 
Pill at bed-time, on the Days ſhe purged, 
the became perfectly well. 

AN hectick Heat, loſs of Appetite, and 
lack of Spirits, have place amongſt thoſe Ac- 
cidents, which ſupervene a miliary Fever, 
eſpecially if the Patients leave their Bed too 
ſoon ; whereof I haye ſeen many Examples. 
Tre 
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Tug Method which I here ſucceſsfully 
uſe, is of this ſort; the Patient takes every 
Morning for ſome Days, ten or fifteen Grains 


of the Salt of Wormwood, in a ſmall Draught 


of the Spa-water ; and after that, by degrees 
two Pints more of the ſame Water, that is, 


if the Spirits be greatly funk; otherwiſe the 


Salt may be taken in a Draught of Bath 
waters, drinking after it a Quart more of the 
ſame, and after the ſame manner ; that by 
theſe means the Reliques of the offending 
Acidity in this Fever, where-ever lodged or 
depoſited, may be excerned or caſt out along 
with the aforemention'd Salt and Water. 
But if by the uſe of the Salt of Wormwood, 
the Head ſhould become pained ; I order 
ſome lenitive Medicine to be taken every 
third or fourth Day at Bed-time; and all 
ſalt and four Things to be avoided in the 
Diet; and too great Motion of Body and 
Mind to be eſchewed : for I have often 
known a Relapſe to happen from any of 
theſe. Neither do the Relapſes of an in- 
termitting Fever more certainly occur from 
a prepoſterous uſe of the Peruvian Bark, at 
any time, (than from the recited ;) a re- 
markable Inſtance whereof, I met with in 


Mrs, 
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Mrs. Warrand, dwelling in M:lk-ftreet, and 
even juſt a dying; after two other famous 
Phyſicians had preſcribed for her, yet inef- 
fectually, even the Aſſes Milk, with the 
teſtaceous Pouders, and eſpecially Pearls, 
which ſometimes are wont to do great ſer- 
VICE, 
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Of a Miliary Fever, with an 
Apopleæy. 


Was call'd July 16, 1697, to that 
Tl moſt worthy Gentleman, Mr. Muf- 
== champ, Huſband to the Right Ho- 
nourable Vice-Counteſs of Laneſborough, li- 
ving in Pall-Mall, to whom Mr. Malthas 
was Apothecary, (and at that time her late 
Majeſty's.) The Patient was in the fifty- ſixth 
Year of his Age, of a phlegmatick-ſanguine 
Conſtitution, and fat: he was a Man of 
Thought and Buſineſs, and for ſome time 
paſt had been afflicted with an Aſthma, and 
a nephritick Pain, and had voided with his 
Urine ſome ſmall Stones, by the Ule of Lin- 
ſeed Oil, taken to three Spoonfuls every 
Night, according to my Advice. For ſome 
Weeks laſt paſt, he complain'd of an inward 
Heat, and after that, of a Fainting, or Sink- 
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ing of the Spirits, without any evident or 
manifeſt Cauſe. 

On the above-mention'd Day he was ſeiz'd 
ſuddenly with an Apoplexy : fo that, from 
the now recited Antecedents, together with 
the ſnoring Reſpiration, reſembling a deep 
Sleep, and the abolithing of all the external 
Senſes; I concluded as a certainty, that it 
was owing, rather toa ſerous, than to a gru- 
mous ſtagnating Blood, as the wan Colour 
of his Face demonſtrated, and will more 
evidently be made appear from my Obſerva- 
tions, which if God grant me Life and Leiſure, 
I deſign to publiſh, concerning one ſort of 
Apoplexy, arifing from a ſtagnated, and ex- 
travaſated grumous Blood ; and another ſort, 
from a ſerous. 

Ix order to rouſe up the Motion of the 
{tagnating ſerous Blood, and remove the load 
of the Stomach and Guts, whereby the Head 
is often affected; I preſcribed the following 
Emetick, or vomiting Powder, 


Take Salt of Vitriol, three Drams; to be 
divided into fix Dofes : whereof let him 
take each of them in one Spoonful of com- 
pound Walnut-water, drinking aDraught 


of Carduus Poſſet-Drink after them. 
I 
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I alſo ordered the Spirit of Sa Armoniack to 
be holden frequently to his Noſtrils; and to 
free the Patient, both from the Remains of 
the Filth in his Stomach, as likewiſe from 


that of the vomiting Powder, I preſcribed 
the following Pills. 


Take Quercetan's Tartar Pill, one Scruple; 
Rejin of Falap, four Grains; Syrup of 
Buckthorn, as much as will form them 
into Pills; to be taken as ſoon as the O- 
peration of the Vomit is over. 


And for diminiſhing the ſerous Latex or Juice, 
and quickening yet more the Motion of the 
Blood; Iorder'd bliſtering Plaiſters to be ap- 
plied, and the following ſpirituous Mixture 
to be taken, 


Take Sal volatile oleoſum, four Scruples ; 
compound Spirit of Lavender, two Drais; 
mix them together, and let him take 
twenty Drops thereof in a Draught of 
Barley-water, fiveet'ned with Syrup of 
Violets. 


I order'd this Vehicle, with an intent, botlr 
to gently increaſe the Operation of the Pills, 
and alſo prevent a ſharpneſs of Urine, and 

Pain 
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Pain of the Kidneys, ariſing from the Veſi- 
catories: and laſtly, that Plaiſters, made of 
equal Parts, of the cephalick Plaiſter with 
Euphorbium, and Burgundy Pitch, ſhould be 
laid to the Soles of his Feet. 

On the ſeventeenth Day of the faid Month, 
the Attendants told me, that immediately 
after the Operation of the Vomit, the Patient 
rous d up from his Sleeping and Snoring, and 
recovered all his Senſes, 

Tur Symptoms then appearing, were a 
Swelling of the Face, and whole Head, 
which was very common that Year in a mi- 
liary Fever ; alſo a feveriſh Heat, a frequent, 
but weak Pulſe, with a Sinking of the Spirits, 
and a violent Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with 
Sighing, occaſioned by the malignity of the 
Diſtemper, and not by too great Evacua- 
tions; inaſmuch, as the Pulſe, after thoſe 
were over, was no weaker than before : 
neither did it ſuffer any Alteration, as often 
as the Patient complain'd of a Defect of Spi- 
rits. The Urine was of a watry Thinneſs, 
and plentiful enough; the Tongue cover'd over 
with a white and viſcid Humour; the Thu ſt 
little or none, although he got no Sleep : 
from which Symptoms, and eſpecially from 

the 
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the Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with Sighing, 
and Sinking of the Spirits, (which I take 
for the eſſential or pathognomonick Signs ;) 
I prognoſticated this would prove a miliary 
Fever, and that the Puſtles were to be ex- 
pected in their due time: neither would the 
Apoplexy indeed, if it had not been a Symp- 
tom, but a primary Diſtemper, have vaniſh'd 
away ſo ſuddenly and perfectly as it did. 

Trar I might then, according to my 
uſual Method, in this Diſtemper, encourage 
a mild and continued Sweat, and oppoſe the 
Irregular Returns of hot and cold Fits, and 
at length procure a favourable Eruption of 
the Puſtles; I preſcribed the following : 


Take Gaſcoign's Pouder, half a Dram; let 
it be taken every fixth Hour, in one 
Stoonful of the following Fulep, waſhing 
it down with four or five Spoonfuls more 
of the fame. 

Take Milk-water, fix Ounces ; Lime-Tree- 
Flower-water, four Ounces; compound 
Piony, fix Drams; prepared Pearl, one 
Dram; white Sugar, as much as will 
make a Fulep.

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I alſo order'd him to continue the Uſe of the 
Barley-Water, with Syrup of Violets, that 
by diluting, I might both provide againſt the 
Nephritick Pain, and alſo ſupply ſufficient 
Matter for maintaining the Dzaphore/is : but 
leſt the Patient's Spirits ſhould fail, by too 
cold a Regimen, I had a mind to add twenty 
Drops of the former preſcribed ſpirituous 
Mixture, to every Draught of the Apozem, 
or Barley-Water, that I might not omit ſatis- 
fying ſomewhat of the Indications, how- | 
ever contrary ; in which thing, the Art of 
Healing doth chiefly conſiſt. 

Fox the tough Matter covering the 
Tongue, I order'd a Mucilage of the Seeds 
of Quinces and Flea-wort, ſweeten'd with 
the Syrup of Raſpberries, to be taken a Spoon- 
full now and then, ſwallowing it leiſurely 
down. 

Ox the eighteenth Day, the Swelling of 
the Head abated, by the Ethcacy of the Ve- 
ſicatory; the Urine was ſomewhat more 
coloured, and leſs in quantity ; the Spirits, 
by help of a moderate Sweat, and the a- 
foreſaid Cordial-Mixture, were not ſo greatly 
eclipſed ; yet they were ſtill flat og, depreſſed, 
cauſing Sighs, and Complaints of a Weight 


lying 
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lying upon the Breaſt ; which things being 
conſidered, I determined to perſiſt in a Re- 
petition of all the Remedies hitherto uſed, 

On the nineteenth Day, the Symptoms 


the fame as before, faving that the Head 


began to be a little heavy, and the Belly, 
notwithſtanding the Uſe of the Barley-Water 
with Syrup of Violets, was ſomewhat 
coſtive : for which Symptoms, as likewiſe 


to prevent a Pain in the Kidneys, I pre- 
ſcribed the following Clyſter : 


Take the common Decoction for a Clyſter, 


erght Ounces ; Honey of Mercury, three 
Ounces ; brown Sugar, a ſufficient Quan- 
tity ; mix them together for a Clyſter. 


On the twentieth, the Head, by the Uſe 


of the Clyſter, was freed from the Heavi- 


neſs ; but, by reaſon of the Bliſters drying 
up ſooner than was meet, the aforeſaid Swel- 
ling, the Faintneſs, and Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, ſeem'd to be ſomewhat renewed, but 
without any other Symptom ariſing ; there- 
fore I ordered Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be laid 
behind the Ears, and four Ounces of com- 
pound Piony-Water tobe added to a Quart of 
the Barley-Decoction, and to every Draught 

I thereof 
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114 Of a Mihany Fever, Hiſt. 1. 
thereof, fifteen Drops of the compound Spi- 
rit of Lavender; and if theſe did not prove 
fully effectual, that one Spoonful or two of 
Treacle-Water ſhould be adhibited, and the 
Clyſter repeated, about Five o Clock in the 
Evening. 

ON the twenty firſt and twenty ſecond 
Days, ſeeing all the Symptoms were milder, 
the former Preſcriptions were to be continu- 
ed, adding only Plaiſters for the Soles of the 
Feet. 

O the twenty third, the Ulcerations of 
the laſt Bliſters being now even dried up, 
the Head ſwelled anew, and the Spirits were 
more depreſſed. For which Cauſe, I com- 
manded Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be applied to 
the Wriſts, and the Powder, Julep, and De- 
coction to be continued, and the Clyſter to 
be repeated. 

Ox the twenty fourth, all the Symptoms 
hopeful, excepting the pale Urine, and an 
Heavineſs of the Head, with a certain 
Drowſineſs: wherefore, departing from the 
former Method, ſeeing a Tranſlation of the 
morbifick Matter was to be feared; I pre- 
ſeribed the following Pills:

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Take Quercetan's Tartar-Pills, one Scruple * 
Reſin of Falap, four Grains; Syrup of 
Rhubarb, as much as will form it into 
Pills, to be taken forthwith. 


And the Uſe of the Barley-Water, as laſt 
prepared, to be continued, with large Bliſ- 
tering-Plaiſters to be applied to the inſide of 
his Thighs. 

Od the twenty fifth, the Urine ſome- 
what better coloured, the Head in good Or- 
der, the Spirits revived, and the miliary 
Puſtles broke out upon the Breaſt. 

Ir any one ſhould here object againſt the 
above-mentioned Purging, as if contrary to 
the Eruption of the Puſtles, the Effect itſelf 
anſwers the Objection. And it ought like- 
wiſe to be remembred here, that this Gen- 
tleman was of a fat Habit of Body ; neither 
was the Swelling of the Head any thing hin- 
dered, by the Vomiting and Purging pre- 
{cribed at firſt, but rather ſpurr'd forward, 
by leſſening the abundance of morbifick 
Matter. 

Wren I now ſaw the miliary Puſtles to 
ſpring up, I ordered the Gaſcozgn's Powder 
to be taken every fourth Hour, in one Spoon- 


ful of the following Julep. 
| | I 2 Take 
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Take Carduus-Water, Baum-Water, and 

Barley Cinnamon d, each three Ounces ; 
Epidemick, one Ounce and half; pre- 
pared Pearl, one Dram ; and with a 
ſufficient Quantity of Loaf-Sugar, make 
a Julep. | 


And likewiſe, that the Patient ſhould take 


with the Barley-Water, a ſmall Draught of 
the following Apozem : 


Take Roots of Scorzonera, one Ounce, 
candied Orange-Peel, fix Drams; Leaves 
of Baum, Goats-rue, each one Handful ; 
of the Cordial Flowers, each one Pugil 
and half; Carduus-Seeds, four Drams ; 
boil them in a ſufficient Quantity of 
Spring-Water, to one Pint ; to the 

ſtrained Liquor add two Ounces of Epi- 
demick Vater; mix, and make an A- 
Pogem. 


And that he ſhould take by turns, two 
Spoonfuls of Treacle-Water, for this rea- 
ſon; that in this Fever, eſpecially in the 
Declination, the back part of the Hands are 
cold, while the Palms are hot. 

O the twenty ſixth, ſeeing all the Symp- 
5 toms 
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toms were ſtill milder, I thought fit to con- 
tinue the uſe of the laſt Preſcriptions. 

On the twenty ſeventh, the miliary 
Puſtles were increaſed in Number and Big- 
neſs; therefore, I ſubſtituted this, in lieu of 
the laſt preſcribed Julep. 

TakeBaum-Water and Barley-Cinnamon d, 
each five Ounces; compound Scordium- 
Water, one Ounce and half; Epide- 
mick, one Ounce ; Syrup of Citron-Peels, 
as much as will fweeten it for a Fulep . 
whereof he may take a ſmall Draught, 
when faint or fick. 


O the twenty eighth, the Puſtles ſeem'd 
to be yet more riſen up, and the Spirits no 


ways faulty; yet ſeeing the back of the 
Hands continued cold, I had a mind to 


continue the laſt Preſcriptions. 
On the twenty ninth, the Fever began 


to decline; wherefore, I ordered the Julep 


to be repeated, and a Clyſter to be injected. 
ON the thirtieth, all the Symptoms were 
gone off; yet becauſe he complained of 
ſome Sourneſs in his Stomach, I preſcribed 
one Scruple of prepared Pearl, to be taken in 
one Spoonful of the following Julep, often-

Remedies he was perfectly freed from his 


Apoplexy, Fever, and Aﬀect of the Kid- 
neys. 
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Of a Miliary Fever, with a Palſy 
of the lower Parts. 


BOUT the End of December 1705, 


that moſt polite and learned Gentle- 
man, Dr. Garth, and my ſelf were call'd to 
the Lady Throgmorton, then a Widow, and 
Daughter 
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Daughter to her Grace the Dutcheſs of Nor- 
thumberland, ſome Days before ſhe was 
brought to bed, to whom Mr. Birch was 
Apothecary : ſhe was moleſted with almoſt 
a perpetual Vomiting and Sickneſs; to theſe 
alſo was added, a coſtiveneſs of the Belly, 
and want of Appetite ; a Cough, difficulty 
of Breathing, and a Sinking of the Spirits ; 
all which were ſuppoſed to happen through 
Sorrow, for her late deceaſed Huſband. 

Is the firſt place, we preſcribed a Plaiſter 


to be laid on the Stomach, and Stretham 


Waters to be taken with Salt of Wormwood, 
with an intent to rectify the Motion or Diſ- 
order of the Stomach and Guts: hence truly 
a ſparer Vomiting; but the Spirits droop'd 
a little, which notwithſtanding recruited, 
partly after the Lady was brought to bed, by 
means of a continued Diaphoreſis, or breath- 
ing Sweat. 

Bur about the third Day of her lying in 
Child-bed, the lower Parts being ſeiz'd with 
a Palſy, loſt their motive Faculty, and the 
next Night her Spirits were ſo greatly ſunk, 
that ſhe fell even into Swooning : wherefore 
my aforeſaid Colleague being call'd up in the 
Night, preſcribed bliſtering Plaiſters to be 
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120 Of a Mihary Fever, Hiſt, 2. 
applied forthwith to the Thighs; and the 
following Bolus to be taken, 


Take Volatile Salt of Amber, eight Grains; 
Saffron, four Grains; Gaſcoign's Powder, 
one Scrupte ; Confection of Alkermes with- 


out Perfumes, as much as will make a 


Bolus, to be feallowed down in any pro- 

per Fulep. 
The next Morning we found the Patient to 
be much chearfuller, but her Palſy nothing 
abated; and moreover a ſmall and painful 
Swelling was joined thereto. I faid, that I 
had ſometimes known a Pally to ariſe in a 
MiliaryFever, by the morbifick Matter falling 
down into the Limbs: ſo immedaately ap- 
proaching the Patient, we beheld the miliary 
Puſtles upon her naked Breaſt, and owned 
the miliary Fever for an original Diſtemper: 
_ whence unanimouſly we agreed, that Dia- 
phoretick Medicines were the moſt neceſſary 
of all others; and on the fifth of January 
we preſcribed the following,

On the ſeventh Day the Spirits moderately 41 
recruited, the Expectoration eaſter, and the 18

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Ox the eighth Day all the Symptoms were 
become milder, excepting the Palſy, and a 
ſlight ſort of hyſterick Convulſion on the 
Muſcles of the Larynx: therefore we order'd, 
beſides the former Preſcriptions, Pills made 
of Caſtor, fix Grains; and Aſſa Fœtida, twelve 
Grains; divided into fix Pills: and two of 
them to be taken every Night. 

On the ninth Day the Difficulty of Breath- 
ing far greater than before, and joined with 
a vehement pleuritick Pain of the Side, we 
fear'd a bad Event from Venæſection; to 
wit, leſt the miliary Puſtles ſhould go back 
thereby; but the urgent Symptoms prevailed, 
and Blood was drawn with the deſired Suc- 
ceſs: yet this, not without taking half a 
Dram of Sperma Ceti, with the pectoral De- 
coction, and Bolus uſed before. Whereto 
we alſo added a Burgundy-Pitch Plaiſter for 
the Side, and the Night-Draught to be taken 
in the Evening, and Oil of Linſeeds to be 
ready at hand, and taken when the Diffi- 
culty of Breathing was moſt preſſing or ur- 
gent. 

O the tenth Day ſhe breath'd a little freer, 
and the Pain of her Side ſomewhat abated, 
yet her Spirits were greatly ſunk ; but the 

viſible 
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viſible Heap, and great Number of miliary 
Puſtles afforded us, in the interim, no ſmall 
hopes of Safety; which we till took ſpecial 
care to cheriſh and keep up with Diaphore- 
ticks: and for the Dyſpnæa, which even 
now prevailed very much, we ordered two 
Spoonfuls of the Linſeed Oil to be taken e- 
very two Hours, and if the Belly ſhould be 
looſen'd thereby, that ſhe ſhould drink ſome 
Spoonfuls of the following Mixture. 


Take Diaſcordium, three Drams ; Penny- 
roi al water, fix Ounces ; Epidemick-wa- 
ter, one Ounce; mix them. 


Ox the eleventh Day the miliary Puſtles 
were hopeful, the Spirits a little rais'd, and 
the Pain ſomewhat mitigated; yet the Breath- 
ing was ſtill difficult, and the Belly partly 
looſe ; therefore we added to the Bolus, and 
pectoral Apozem now in uſe, the white De- 
coction to be taken in the Intervals; and 
bliſtering Plaiſters ta be applied to the Arms, 
and the following Draught at bed-time. 


Take Pennyroial-water, two Ounces ; Tinc- 
ture of Steel, twenty Dreps ; Oil of Sweet- 


Almonds, one Ounce; Syrup of white 


Poppies, fix Drams; mix them together.

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ON the twelfth Day the miliary Puſtles 
were viſible enough, but the Breathing more 
difficult, and the Diarrhea ſtill continuing: 
therefore we agreed, that the Bolus, with 
the Julep, the Linſeed Oil, the diaſcordial 
Mixture, and the pacifick Draught ſhould 
be repeated. 

Ox the thirteenth Day the Looſeneſs ſtopt, 
and the miliary Puſtles ſtill very hopeful, 
yet the Difficulty of Breathing, and Pain of 
the Side were ſomewhat more obſtinate: ſo 
we ordered the Bolus to be continued, and 
becauſe the fick Lady greatly abhorrec he 
Linſeed Oil, that ſhe ſhould take (in lieu) 
one Spoonful of Oil of Sweet Almonds every. 
third Hour; adding moreover the Leaves of 
Hyſſop, and Elecampane Roots, to the pec- 
toral Decoction. 

O the fourteenth Day, we found, upon 
the ceaſing of the Sweating, a feveriſ Heat 
to be raiſed, the Dyſpnæa continued, and 
the Ulcerations of the Bliſterings almoſt dry'd 
up; for which cauſe, we determined, that 
beſides repeating the former Preſcriptions, a 
Veſicatory ſhould be applied between the 
Shoulders. | 


ON 
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O the fifteenth Day the Spirits were far 
more depreſſed than for ſome Days paſt; 
therefore, inſtead of the Bolus hitherto uſed, 
we ſubſtituted the following : 


Take Rawleigh's Confection, half a Dram; 
Saffron, Volatile Sal Armomack, each 

fix Grains; Syrup of Cloves, as much as 
will make a Bolus; and the other Medi- 
cines to be taken as before. 


ON the ſixteenth Day the Spirits were ſome- 
what briſker, and the Difficulty of Breathing 
eaſter ; yet the Pain of the Side rather ſe- 
verer: ſo we ordered the former Bolus, and 
the Night-Draught, with the pectoral De- 
coction to be repeated. 

On the ſeventeenth Day we adviſed the Uſe 
of the ſame Remedies to be continued, as on 
the Day before ; for now, and from hence- 
forth, all things ſeem'd better every Day; 
and at laſt the Limbs being hitherto Paraly- | 
tick, recover'd in ſome degree their motive 
Faculty : therefore, after ſhe had taken two 
Ounces of Manna diſſolved in the pectoral 
Decoction, we preſcribed a Fomentation for 
her Legs, and the Uſe of Chalybeat Wine, 
and that ſhe ſhould go to the Bach. 
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H IS T. III. 
Of a Miliary Fever, with a Deli- 


rium, and Convulſive Motions. 


UGUST 8, 1700, I was call'd to 
Mr. Bullock, at the Sign of the Hor/e- 
Shoe, in Cheapfide, who had Mr. yer, in 
Mood.ſtreet, for his Apothecary : he was a 
Man of about twenty-four Years of Age, of 
a pituitous melancholick Conſtitution, and 
unmarried. | 
AFTER his Return from a Journey into 
the Country, he perceiv'd a Sickneſs, with 


| Decay of Appetite, and a Depreſſion of the 


Spirits, and Weight upon the Breaſt, with 
Sighing now and then ; to remedy which, 
he uſed to drink a little Wine ſometimes, 
and a Dram of ſome Cordial Water, till at 


laſt his Appetite was entirely gone: and the 


Day before I viſited him, he was ſeiz'd with 
a vomiting, purging, and a bleeding at the 
Noſtrils; but by taking ſome inward Medi- 
cine, and applying a bliſtering Plaiſter to 

his 
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his Neck, ordered by his Apothecary, thoſe 
Symptoms went off, 

WurN I came firſt to the Patient, he was 
affected with a Shivering, with ſucceſſive 
Returns of hot and cold Fits, but at uncer- 
tain Periods ; he alſo labour'd under a grievous 
Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, and Sinking of the 
Spirits, with Sighings; likewiſe a Diſturbance 
of Mind, returning by Times, even to a De- 
lirium, with a trembling of the Hands and 
Tongue, attended with convulſive Motions, 
and Watchings; a weak and quick Pulte, 
and the Tongue cover'd over with a white 
tough Matter, but without any Thirſt; and 
the Urine nothing changed from natural, (or 
its healthful State.) 

I knew, by the Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, 
and the Languor or Faintneſs of the Spirits, 
that this would end in a miliary Fever, and 
that by the unequal and mild Heat, a ſimple 
one : I therefore ordered bliſtering Plaiſters 
to be applied to theWriſts; and others, made 
of the Cephalick Plaiſter, with Euphorbium 
and Burgundy Pitch to the Soles of the Feet 
and the following to be taken for raiſing a 
mild Diaphoreſis, (or moderate Sweating.) 


Take 
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Take Gaſeoign's Powder, Goa Stone, each 
ten Grains; mix and make a Powder, 
to be taken every fixth Hour, in one 
Spoonful of the following Fulep, drinking 

fix Spoonfuls more of the ſame after each 
: Dope. 

Take Black-Cherry-water, eight Ounces ; 
Barley Cinnamon d, four Ounces ; Epide- 
mick, one Ounce ; pearl'd Sugar, a ſuf- 

ficient Quantity; mix and make a Fulep. 


And that a gentle Sweating might the more 
eaſily and continually flow out; I thought 
good to add the following Apozem: 


Take Roots of Strawberry, and greater Ce- 
landine, each one Ounce ; Strawberry 
Leaves, two Handfuls ; Cowſlip Flowers, 
two Pugils; Carduus-Seeds, one Ounce ; 
boil them in a due Quantity of Water, to 
two Pints; adding to the ſtrain d Liquor, 
Syrup of Saffron, one Ounce; mix and 
make an Apozem ; whereof let him take 
ten Spoonfuls, oftentimes a Day. 


On the ninth Day the Heat was regular, 
without any following Coldneſs; the Skin 
moiſt, and the Spirits not very flat, yet the 

Et Patient 
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Patient complain'd greatly of a certain Op- 
preſſion of his Breaſt, with Sjghing ; and 
the delirious Fits, the Tremors, and convul- 
five Motions yet attended him: Therefore 
I adviſed the uſe of the Powder, Julep, and 
Apozem, to be continued. And for the viſ- 
cid Matter covering the Tongue and Palate, 
I order'd the Mouth to be gar1gled with a 
Mucilage of Quince and Flcawort-Seeds, 
extracted with Barley-water, 

ON the tenth, the Heat, in like manner 
regular, as on the Day before, and the Skin 
moiſt, but the convulſive Motion of the 
Tendons ſtill greater; for which cauſe, I 
commanded Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be laid to 
the Inſide of the Legs; and one Scruple of 
Goa-Stone, with ten Grains of the Epi- 
leptick Powder, (call'd de Gutteta) to be ta- 
ken every ſixth Hour, in one Spoonful of 
Milk-water, waſhing it down with ten 
Spoonfuls more of the fame: And becauſe 
the Patient was troubled with a Nauſea, or 
Loathing, that the following Plaiſter ſhould 
be applied to the Region of the Stomach, 


Take Magiſterial Stomach-Plaiſter, two 
Parts; Gum Caranna and Taccama- 
K hacca, 
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hacca, each fix Parts; Oil of Cinamon, 
fix Drops; mix and make a Plaiſter : 
And that he ſhould drink now and then 
a Draught of the Julep, with fifteen 
Drops of a Mixture of Spirit of Hartſ: 
horn, half an Ounce ; Tincture of Caſtor, 


two Drams. 


And foraſmuch as the former Mucilage ſcarce 
prevailed any thing againſt the viſcid Mat- 
ter ſticking to the Tongue, I order'd the 
uſe of the following Gargle. 


Take Baum-water, fix Ounces ; Epidemick- 
water, one Ounce; Syrup of Marſhmal- 
lows, Fujebs, and Honey of Mercury, 
each one Ounce : mix and make a Gar- 
gle. I added the Plague-water, to pre- 
vent any Accident ariſing from his 

ſwallowing down any Portion of it. 


In the Evening, moſt of the Symptoms 
appeared the fame as before; the convulſive 
Motions indeed came ſeldomer on, but the 
Spirits flagg'd exceedingly ; and the Back of 
the Hands ſeem'd cold, while the Palms 
were affected with Heat; therefore omitting 
the Pulv. de Gutteta, J preſcribed the fol- 
lo wing Bolus. 


1 Take 
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Take Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, one Scruple; 


Oriental Bezoar, ten Grains; Saffron, 
fix Grains; Caſtor, four Grains; Sy- 
rup of Cowflips, as much as will form 


them into a Bolus: to be taken every 


ſixth Hour, with the former preſcribed 


Julep. 

O the eleventh, the bad Symptoms were 
almoſt quite gone; and therefore I ordered 
the laſt Preſcriptions to be continued : but 
becauſe the Patient grew weary of the Apo- 
zem, I ſubſtituted in its place, in order to 
pleaſe my Patient's Palate the better, one 
Pint of Milk-water, and the like Quantity 
of the pectoral Decoction, mix'd together 
for his ordinary Drink; neither was there 
now any fear of a Looſeneſs, ariſing from 
the uſe of the Decoction. 

I's the Evening, all things as before; fo 
I order'd him to perſiſt in the uſe of all the 
laſt Preſcriptions. 

ON the twelfth, the ſame again, except- 
ing a certain Inquietude, or Reſtleſſneſs of 
the Body ; for which I commanded Bliſter- 
ing-Plaiſters to be laid behind the Ears, and 
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the following Draught to be taken forth- 
with. 


Take Coſlip-water, three Ounces ; Saf- 
fron, ten Grains; Syrup of Cooſlips, 
half an Ounce : mix, and make an 
Hauſtus. 


ON the thirteenth, the aforeſaid Reſtleſſ- 
neſs being now gone off, a Bleeding at the 
Noſtrils came on; wherefore I adviſed the 
Patient to dilute his Blood, by drinking 
plentifully of the laſt preſcribed Drink; and 


alſo to hold to the uſe of the Bolus, Julep, 


and Mucilage : and in caſe the Hemorrhage 
ſhould return again, to take the following 
Draught. 


Take Frog-Spawn-water, three Ounces ; 
Syrup of Plantain, one Ounce and half: 


mix them. 


TowaRDs Evening, the Hemorrhage 
ceaſed ; the other Symptoms, that is, the 
Delirium, Tremors, convulſive Motions, 
Faintneſs, and Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, 


remained in flatu quo, and therefore I con- 
tinued the laſt Preſcriptions; adding only, 


that he ſhould take ten Spoonfuls of an A- 


pozem, 
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pozem, made of Barley-water, one Pint; 
and two Ounces of Syrup of Violets, warm, 
three times a Day. 

O x the fourteenth, the Patient's Condi- 
tion much the ſame, ſaving ſomewhat more 
delirious; therefore I mixed ſome Grains of 
Camphire in every Bolus, and ordered the 
reſt to be continued. 

ON the fifteenth, the miliary Puſtles at 
length broke out, the animal Spirits raiſed ; 
but the Tremors and convulſive Motions 
kept their ground, and the Delirium rather 
run higher : yet ſuppoſing the ſame might 
happen from a too flow and rare Eruption 
of the Puſtles, I preſcrib'd the Diaphoretick 
Antimony, (whoſe Efficacy both in expel- 
ling the Puſtles, and alſo in appeaſing a De- 
lirium I had experienced) in the following 


manner. 


Take Diaphoretick Anti mony, one Scruple; 
Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, half a Dram; 
Syrup of Cotoſlips, as much as will make 
4 Bolus; to be taken in one Spoonful of 
the pectoral Drink, waſhing it down 
with a Draught of the ſame : and about 
free Hours after, to take the Bolus with 

K 3 Caſtor 
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Caftor and Saffron, and repeat them al- 
ternately ; and that the Gargle ſhould be 
thrown in with a Syringe, oftentimes a- 
day; becauſe the Tongue is commonly 
fouPd with a tough Humour, by the uſe 
of Antimony Draphoretich. 


I the Evening, the Puſtles ſtood higher 
and ranker ; and the other Symptoms were 
milder, excepting only the Delirium : where- 
fore I forbid Volatils, but order'd the Dia- 
phoretick Antimony to be repeated every 
fifth Hour, with the pectoral Decoction; 
and the uſe of the Gargle and Julep to be 
continued, 

On the ſixteenth, the miliary Puſtles 
were {till more plentiful, and thoſe larger 
than what appear'd at firſt: the Delirium 
alſo was far milder between whiles; ſo I 
thought, it would be beſt for the Patient to 
hold to the laſt Preſcriptions : yet becauſe 
ihe Tremors and convultive Motions partly 
remain'd, notwithſtanding the Eruption of 
the Puſtles, I order'd Bliſtering-Plaiſters to 
be laid to the Inſide of the Arms. 


I N 
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IN the Evening, all things much the 
fame as in the Morning ; excepting the De- 
lirium, which was yet milder, by reaſon of 
a Tranſlation of the Cauſe from the Bram 
into the Arms; for the convulfive Motions 
were more violent; and for that cauſe I 
thought proper to continue the laſt Preſcrip- 
tions. 

ON the ſeventeenth, the Puſtles were in- 
creaſed in number and bigneſs ; yet the con- 
vulſive Motions, and the other Symptoms, 
near the ſame, but the Cough and Faintings 
rather more grievous : on which account, I 
added to the former Remedies, one Spoon- 
ful of Treacle-water, to be taken in Faint- 
ings ; and the following Apozem to be made 
uſe of. 


Take Peforal Decoction, two Pints ; Sy- 
rup of Saffron, one Ounce : mix, and let 


him take a Draught of it frequently. 


IN the Evening, the Cough and Sinking 
of the Spirits were eaſier ; and ſo I left Or- 
ders for continuing the laſt Preſcriptions, 
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O the eighteenth, I found all things in 
the ſame condition as on the former Day, 
and took care to have the ſame Remedies 
repeated. 
BurT ſome Hours after my departure, I 


was ſent for again; for the convulſive Mo- 
tions were increaſed on a ſudden, and the 
Spirits under a greater eclipſe : but I appre- 


| hended no danger therefrom ; for a very 


plentiful Crop of Puſtles being ſprung up, 
and the convulſive Motions increaſed, they 
mitigated the Delirium: yet I preſcribed the 
Puty. de Gutteta, with Piony-Seeds, and an 
Hauſtus of Carduus-water, three Ounces ; 
Saffron, ten Grains; Syrup of Cloves, two 
Prams; to be taken. 

A few Hours after, on the ſame tes, 6 
Meſſenger came to tell me, that the Patient 
was juſt a-dying: whom, at my return, I 
found labouring under ſtrong convulſive Mo- 
tions, but the Delirium was abated thereby. 
I told the Patient's Mother, that the like 
Motions would be repeated, until he was 
entirely freed of the Delirium ; and as I had 
prognoſticated, it wholly vaniſh'd. away by 


the next following Fit, and he was reſtored 


to caſe both of Body and Mind: yet, to 


provide 
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provide againſt a return of the recited Symp- 
toms, I preſcribed the following Apozem, 
(which I had often made proof of in Adults, 


or grown up Perſons; but more eſpecially 
in Children.) 


Take Raſpings of Elks-hoof, one Ounce; 
Piony Seeds, Mifletoe of the Oak, each 


three Drams ; Raſpings of Man's Skull, 
half an Ounce; boil them gently in a due 


Quantity of Water, to one Pint and a 
half: to the ſtraind Liquor, add com- 
pound Syrup of Piony, three Ounces ; 
mix, and make an Apozem, whereof he 


may frequently take ten Spoonfuls. 


J farther ordered the Palms of the Hands, 
and Soles of the Feet, to be rubb'd with 
Oil of Amber ; the Juice of Cowſlip-Roots 
to be ſnuff d up the Noſtrils, in the time of 


the Fit; and the following Bolus to be ta- 
ken. 


Take Conſerve of Roſemary, Gaſcoign Fow- 
der, eachone Scruple ; Caſtor, fix Grains; 
and with a ſufficient Quantity of the 
compound Syrup of Piony, make a Bolus, 
to be taken with the former Fulep. 


And 
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And leſt the aforementioned Symptoms 
ſhould chance to come on again, and end at 
laſt in an Apoplexy, or an univerſal Con- 
vulſion, I added the Diaphoretick Antimo- 
ny, to drive out the miliary Puſtles, ſtill 
more numerous and higher : and for draw- 
ing out the Reliques of the morbifick Serum 
of the Blood, I cauſed Bliſtering-Plaiſters to 
be applied to the Thighs. 

ON the nineteenth Day, the Puſtles be- 
ing exceeding numerous, increaſed to ſuch 
a bulk, as to be near half an Inch broad, ac- 
cording to the Patient's Expreſſion. And 
now the Delirium, and convulſive Motions 
being ſubdued, there only remain'd a Trem- 
bling of the Hands, a Weakneſs of Body, 
and ſome Languor of the Spirits; and 
therefore, inſtead of the Bolus, and Diapho- 
retick Antimony, I order'd one Scruple of 
Gaſcoign's Powder, to be taken with the 
former Julep, every ſixth Hour, for gently 
continuing the Sweating ; and Treacle-wa- 
ter, to be us'd in Faintings ; with the Anti- 
epileptick Apozem for his ordinary Drink, 
and the Gargle for his Tongue, yet fome.. 
what foul (or affected.) 


ON 
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On the twentieth, all things in the 
fame Order as on the Day before, excepting 
only the miliary Puſtles ſeem'd not ſo turgid 
or full ; therefore I commanded, that the 
Diaphoretick Antimony, and Gaſcoign's Pow- 
der, ſhould be taken by turns ; and the Gar- 
gle, Julep, and Apozem laſt preſcribed, be 
continued. 

ON the twenty firſt, the Puſtles inclin'd 
to Dryneſs, yet I thought proper to conti- 
nue the Apozem, with the Goa-Stone, and 
the Powder (call'd) de Gutteta; alſo the 
Gargle with the Mucilage for the Tongue, 


not yet quite freed of the filthy or viſcid 
Matter. 


IN the Evening, he felt an Heat of his 
Tongue, and alſo an internal one, without 
Sweat: for which, I preſcribed one Scruple 
of Pearl, to be added to each Doſe of the 
Powder now in uſe; and twenty Drops of 
Spirit of Harts-horn, to be taken in a Draught 
of his ordinary Drink, every ſecond or third 
Hour, until they raiſed a mild Diaphoreſis. 

ON the twenty ſecond and twenty third 
Days, when I faw all things as well as could 
be wiſh'd for, I gave orders for repeating the 
laſt Preſcriptions. 

ON 
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On the twenty fourth, ſeeing the inward 
Heat yet remained, I adviſed the Powder 
above mentioned to be continued ; and the 
Sal volatile oleoſum, with Spirit of Harts- 
horn, to be taken in a Draught of common 
Drink, in caſe of Languors or Faintings. 
O the twenty fifth and twenty fixth 
Days, leaving off all the other Medicines, I 
only adviſed the Sal volatile oleoſum to be 
taken in his common Drink; and the fol- 
lowing Julep to be had in readineſs againſt 
Faintings, provided they came on. 


Take Black-Cherry-water, eight Ounces ; 
Compound Scordium, and Saxonia's Cool- 
ins Cordial-water, each two Ounces ; 
Compound Piony-water, and Syrup ef 
Piony, each one Ounce : Mix. 


And ſo the Patient perfectly recovered,

Of a Miliary Fever, ending in an 
Apoplexy, by the uſe of Opium. 


UGUST 4, 1697, I was conſulted 

for Mr. Thomas Weſtern living in 
Thames-Street, to whom Mr. Lancaſhire was 
Apothecary. | 

HE was a Man loaded with a Groſs and 
Plethorick Body, had a large Head, thick 
Face, and ſhort Neck ; whence, he was al- 
ways, upon any Diſorder, ſubject to a Pain 
of the Head, and a Delirium : He had, for 
ſome Days before, made merry with his 
Friends; but afterwards began to complain 
of a Loathing and Sickneſs, with irregular 
Returns of Heat and Cold, and a Faintneſs 
of the Spirits, with an Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, and Sighing ; for which he took a 
little Cordial-water now and then of his own 
accord, but without any relief or abatement 
of the Sickneis. When I viſited him on the 
above-ſaid Day, his Pulſe was quick and 


weak 3 
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weak ; the Nauſea and Sickneſs nothing a- 
bated ; with the hot and cold Fits returning 
alternately and irregularly ; a Sinking of the 
Spirits, and a grievous Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt with Sighs : neither was he free from 
a kind of Diſturbance, and Hurry of the 
Spirits, as often as he endeavour'd to fleep. 


All which being duly conſidered, I firſt of 
all preſcribed the following Draught. | 


Take Vomiting Salt of Vitriol, one Dram 
and half, to be taken in Compound Wal- 
nut-water ; and that he ſhould drink in 
Languors or Faintings, a ſmall Draught 


of the following Julep: 
Take Mint-water, ten Ounces ; Epridemick- 


water, one Ounce and half ; Syrup of 
Mint, one Ounce : mix, and make du 


Tu lep. 


ON the fifth Day, the Nauſea and Sick- 
neſs were become milder; but the Faint- 
neſs, Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, and Com- 
motion of the Spirits when going to fleep, 
were ſtill the fame; the Pulſe yet quick and 
weak, the Palms of the Hands hot, but the 
back Part contrariwiſe ; the Urine, like as in 
health: and he alſo perceiv'd an inward 

Heat, 
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Heat, but without any Thirſt. From which 
Symptoms, I knew this to be a miliary Fe- 
ver. In order therefore to raiſe a gentle Dia- 
phoreſis, and obviate the recited Symptoms, 


by encouraging the Sweating, I order'd as 
follows. 


Take Gaſcoign Powder, twenty five Grains; 
Syrup of Cloves, as much as will form 
it into a Bolus; to be taken every fixth 
Hour, in the former preſcribed Fulep. 

To one Pint and a half of Barley-oater, 


boiled with one Dram of Cochineal, and 


flrained ; add Syrup of Cloves and Vio- 


lets, each one Ounce: Mix and make an 
Apozem, whereof let him take a Draught 
now and then between whiles. 


Ix the Evening, ſeeing all things were 
turn'd for the better, I therefore order'd 
the Bolus to be increaſed to half a Dram, 
and continued; as hkewiſe the Apozem : 
And in caſe of Faintings coming on, to be 
taken with twenty Drops of Sal volatile ole- 


gam; or two Spoonfuls of Treacle- water. 


But if the Diaphoreſis ſhould flacken, that 


he ſhould take twenty Drops of Spirit of 


Hartſhorn, inſtead of the Sal volatile; and 
| becauſe 
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becauſe the Patient's Friends told me, that 
in no Diſtemper he had ever been ſo long 
free of a Delirium, I therefore, for Pre- 
vention's ſake, preſcribed a Bliſtering-Plaiſter 
for his Neck ; and Plaiſters to be laid to the 
Soles of the Feet. 

Ox the ſixth Day in the Morning, when 
I found all things the fame as before, I com- 
manded the ſame Preſcriptions to be conti- 
nued, 

I x the Evening, ſome of the Symptoms 
turned to the worſe ; for he talk'd a little 
incoherently, and had got a Hickuping with 
a Nauſea: therefore I preſcribed the Magi- 
ſterial Stomach-Plaiſter, with Gum Caran- 
na and Taccamahacca, with Oil of Cina- 
mon to be applied to the Region of the 
Stomach, and Sage Poſſet-Drink, altered 
with Dill-ſeeds, for his ordinary Drink, as an 
approved and experienced Remedy in a Sin- 
gultus, or Hickuping. 

ON the ſeventh, the Hickup remitted ; 
and after two or three looſe Stools, the De- 
lirium entirely vaniſhed, and the miliary 
Puſtles began to ſhew themſelves upon the 
Breaſt, 


ON 
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O this day the Patient's Relations call'd 
in another Phyſician to conſultation: he 
was for having the Looſeneſs ſtopp'd, leſt 
it ſhould hinder the Eruption of the Puſtles; 
and for that reaſon have Aſtringents of Di- 
aſcordium, and the like things, to be forth- 
with adminiſtred. But 1 arguing on the 
abundance of the morbifick Matter, viz. 
that there was enough of it; both for filling 
the Puſtles, and ſupplying Matter for the 
Stools, adviſed the contrary ; alleging alſo 
by way of Example; the Caſe of a certain 
Gentlewoman, who, by an unſeaſonable 
ſtopping of a Looſeneſs, and thereby tranſ- 
lating the morbous Matter from the lower 
Parts npon the Brain; was in a few hours 
after depriv'd of Life: and I inſiſted, that, 
in our Patient, who was a Man of a cor- 
pulent Habit, and withal a ſhort Neck, and 
for that cauſe inclinable toan Apoplexy, we 
ought with far greater caution to beware of 
a tranſlation of the Humours, Yet notwith- 
ſtanding, I readily conſented to take a mid- 
dle courſe in this affair, and ſo we pre- 
ſcribed a Bolus of prepar'd Pearls, and Coral, 
each 15 Grains; Salt of Wormwood, 7 
Grains; Syrup of Cloves, a ſufficient quan- 
L tity: 
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tity : and for his ordinary Drink, the white 
Decoction boil'd with Cochineel, and alter'd 
with Barley-Cinamon-Water ; a Galbanum- 
Plaiſter for his Navel; and a Mucilage 
extracted with Roſe-Water, to moiſten his 
Mouth. 

Ix the Evening the Looſeneſs was much 
abated, but the Patient was ſomewhat more 
delirious ; neither was he quite free of a 
hickuping. Theſe things being conſider'd, 
we added to the former Preſcripts, Bliſtering- 
Plaiſters to be applied to the Arms; and 
the medicated Poſſet-Drink, which I had 
order'd before. 

ON the 8th day, a third Phyfician was 
call'd in: he immediately gave his Opinion 
for intirely ftopping the Looſeneſs ; and 
ſaid, that it was otherwiſe impoffible for the 
Puſtles to come out. The other Phyſician, 
and myfelf, on the contrary, objected the 
abundance of morbifick Matter; and that a 
Delirium, and other dangerous Symptoms 
were to be fear'd from its tranſlation : But 
all to no purpoſe ; ſo he preſcrib'd the fol- 
lowing. 


Take 
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Take Venice-Treacle, half a Dram ; Gafe. 
coign's Powder, Species of the Confection 
of the Facinth, each 12 Grains; Syrup 
of Quinces, as much as will make a Bo- 
lus, to be taken in one Spoonful of the 
following FJulep, waſhing it down with 
half of the ſame ; and the remainder in 
an hour's time; or after the firſt Stcol. 


Take Barley-Cinamond Mater, Mint=water; 
each two Ounces ; Epidemick, one Ounce 
Syrup of white Poppies, half an Ounce ; 
Diaſcordium, one Dram ; mix them, and 
apply Bliſtering-Plaiſters to the Legs. 


My firſt Colleague conſented to the Pa- 
tient's taking the Bolus, but conſtantly re- 
jected the Julep ; nevertheleſs (about Nine 
O- clock in the Morning) both the faid Me- 
dicines were taken. N 

ABourT three or four o'-clock in the Af: 
ternoon we met again, and underſtood that 
our Patient, immediately upon ſtopping the 
Looſeneſs, fell into an  Apoplexy ; whom 
we alſo ſaw bereft of Senſe, with the mi- 
liary Puſtles univerſally expunged or vaniſh'd 
away, On which account, we order'd 

L 2 Bliſtering- 
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Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be applied immediate- 
ly to the Head and Wriſts, a Sternutatory 
of Lilly-of-the-Valley Flowers, to be blown 
up his Noſtrils, and the following to be 
taken, 


Take Sal Volatile Oleoſum, Tinflure of 
Caſtor, compound Spirit of Lavender, 
each two Drams; mix and let 30 Drops 


thereof be frequently given, in a ſmall 
Draught of the following Fulep. 


Take Baum and Rue-Water, each four 
Ounces ; compound Piony-Water, one 
Ounce and half ; compound Spirit of 
Lavender, three Drams; Tin#ure of 
Caſtor, one Dram; compound Syrup of 
Piony, one Ounce : mix and make 4 
Julep, to be taken as above. 


But all in vain, for he died in a few hours 
after.

E PT. 25, 1700, I was call'd to Mrs. Ar- 


nold, the Wife of a Brewer, in . 


minſter, who had Mrs. Walſen for her Mid- 
wife, and Mr. Brouglton in Tuftle-ſtreet, 
for her Apothecary. 

SHE complain'd, before ſhe was brought 
to bed, of a Cholick-Pain, and a Load on 
her Stomach, as ſhe term'd it, with a ſink- 
ing of the Spirits, and ſighing. When I 
firſt viſited her, on the aboveſaid Day, the 
ſerous Waters flow'd out of the Membranes 
involving the Fœtus in the Womb, but 
now broken : and the Child's Head ſtuck 
on the Outſide of the internal Orifice cf 
the Uterus, by reaſon of the Straitneſs of the 
Paſſages, the larger Make of the Head, the 
Lack of Spirits, and a milder Pain than 
was neceſſary for the Birth. 
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SHE complain'd ſo much of the ſinking 
of her Spirits, even after her Delivery, that 
all the Standers-by thought ſhe would die 
immediately. But ſeeing this Symptom 
was the fame now, as before the Birth, 
and the Pulſe no ways alter'd, I apprehen- 
ding no imminent danger, openly declared 
the ſame to be a miliary Fever, and told 
them the miliary Puſtles would at length 
break out. That I might therefore, accor- 
ding to my uſual Method, excite a mode- 
rate Sweating, I preſcribed as follows: 


Take Gaſcoigns Powder, one Scruple ; 
Caſtor, four Grains ; Syrup of Cowſlips, 
as much as will make a Bolus, to be 
taken immediately in one Spoonful of a 
common Fulep. 


Ox the twenty-ſixth Day another emi- 
nent Phyſician was conſulted about the Pa- 
tient's Caſe, whom we heard till complain- 
ing of a Defe& of Spirits, and Oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt ; from which Symptom eſpe- 
cially I alſo told the other Phyſician, that 
the miliary Puſtles would in due time ap- 
pear, The Patient's Pulſe was till quick 
and 
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and weak, the Heat univerſal, and without 
any ſucceeding Coldneſs, the Urine like to 
that of Perſons in health, but the Cholick- 
Pain (perhaps by the benefit of two looſe 
Stools) went intirely of; yet leſt the Lo- 
chia ſhould be leflen'd by the Diarrhea, 
we order'd the following Pills to be taken. 


Take Caſtor, fix Grains; Aſſa Fetida,12 
Grains; London Laudanum, one Grain; 
Syrup of Orache, as much as will form 
them into fix Pills; whereof ſhe may 
take two after the next purging Stool ; 
and ſo on every fourth hour, in one Spoon 

ful of the following Fulep, waſhing them 
down with a ſmall Draught of the ſame. 


Take Black-Cherry-Water, eight Ounces ; 
Barley-Cina mond, four Ounces z; Epi- 
demick, 10 Drams; prepared Pearl, 
one Dram; white Sugar as much as ts 
ſufficient, mix and make a Fulep, to be 
taken as above directed, and when faint 
or low ſpirited. 


Ox the 27th we found the Patient muchaf- 
ter the ſame manner as on the day before, ſav- 
ing a {light Palpitation of the Heart; ſo we or- 
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der'd her to continue the uſe of the Pills, 
with the Julep; and take 20 Drops of Sal 
Volatile Oleoſum in a Draught of her or- 


dinary Drink ; and the aforeſaid Julep in 
Faintings. 


Ox the twenty-eighth, the Spirits, by rea- 
ſon of the miliary Puſtles nowappearing, were 
ſomewhat raiſed, the Sighing eaſier, the Op- 
prefſion leſs, the Lochia alſo rightly flowed, 
and the Belly was moderately looſe ; there- 
fore we adviſed the Pills to be taken with- 
out Laudanum, every ſixth hour. But the 
Patient's Mother apprehending great danger 
from the Looſeneſs, was very defirous to 
have it ſtopp'd : in order partly to ſatisfy 
her, we preſcribed the following Julep. 


Take Mint-Water, 12 Ounces; Epide- 

 mick, one Ounce an] a half; Diaſcor- 
dium, one Dram ; Syrup of white Pof- 
pies, and of Mint, each half an Ounce ; 
mix and make a Julep, whereof ſhe may 
take four Sfoonfuls after every purging 
Stool ; and perſiſt in the uſe of the Sal 
Volatile, and pearPd Fulep.

On the twenty-ninth, at our viſiting the 


f Patient, we underſtood that her Mother 


Was yet very fearful of the Diarrhœa, and 
had 
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had given her much more of the Julep 
than we order'd, whereby the Stools were 
render'd at firſt more groſs, and afteward 
became wholly ſuppreſſed ; whence follow'd 
both a greater Palpitation and Oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt : for which cauſe we adviſed 
the following to be taken. 


Fake Saffron, 10 Grains; let her take it 
in one Spoonful of Milk-Water, drink- 
ing upon it five Spoonfuls more of the 
ſame; and take alſo 20 Drops of the 
Tinfure of Saffron, now and then in 0 
{mall Draught of Milk-Woter. 


By the uſe of the Saffron we had reſpect 
to the Palpitation of the Heart, the Lochial 
Flux, the Sinking of the Spirits, and the 
railing up higher the miliary Puſtles ; and 
laſtly, that ſhe ſhould keep to the uſe of 
the Pills without Laudanum, and the Julep 


in Faintings ; and yielding to her Mother's 


Importunity, we order'd the Julep with 
Diaſcordium to be had in readineſs, (for 
the old Gentlewoman would have it ſo.) 
Moreover, the other Phyſician, on the Pa- 
fient's Inquiry, whether ſhe might not fit 
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154 Of a Mihary Fever, Hiſt. 5. 
up in bed, and fan herſelf ; yielded to her 
requeſt, and alſo order'd the Curtains to be 
withdrawn, and that there ſhould be kept 
either no Fire at all, or at leaſt a very ſmall 
one in the Room. In the Interim, upon 
my aſking the Patient, whether ſhe per- 
ceived any damage from the cold Air be- 
ing admitted to her Neck or Breaſts ; ſhe 
replied, that immediately ſhe felt a fink- 
ing of the Spirits, and Oppreſſion of her 
Breaſt thereby; wherefore I earneſtly in- 
treated her to uſe a warm Regimen all that 
day, and ſo much the rather, becauſe it 
was the Day of the Milk-Fever ; leſt by 
the ſtopping of the Sweat, the miliary Puſ- 
tles ſhould retire. But after our Departure, 
ſhe expoſed herſelf to the Air, and the mi- 
liary Puſtles ſuddenly ſtruck in; where- 
upon a tranſlation was made of the morbi- 
fick Matter upon the Brain, and the Patient 
forthwith deprived of Senſe. 

| SEEING the Event anſwer'd my Prog- 
| noſtick, I was call'd aſide ; but could find 
| no room left now for preſcribing. 

| From theſe two Hiſtories it is plainly 
| manifeſt, that a miliary Fever beginning 
; | with 
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with the milder fort of Symptoms, hath 
often a fatal exit, even by the ſmalleſt 
Error.

Of a Miliary Fever, with a wonder. 
ful Swooning, for above two Days. 


N the twelfth of September 1697, I 

was call'd to Mrs. Hall, at the Sign 
of the Leopard in Bleckwen-free, near 
St. George's Church, on the ninth Day after 
her Delivery; who had Mr. Bynn for her 
Apothecary, and Mrs. Cretier in Abchurch- 
lane for her Midwife. 

THe Patient was about 38 Years old; 
and this was now her ſixth Child. She was 
of a weakly Conſtitution, both by reaſon of 
her hard labour always in Child-birth; as 
well as from the often returns of a Cholick- 
pain, and which ſhe now lately labour'd 
under, with hot and cold Fits following 


one another, and alſo an Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, 


. 
* * 
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Breaſt, and a Languor of the Spirits ; which 
Symptoms were miſtakingly reckon'd by 
her Friends, to be only the Vapours, as 
they commonly call them, even to the 
Day of baptizing the Infant : on which, 
the multitude of Company was ſo obſtre- 
perous and noiſy, that her Spirits, weak 
before, were greatly diſturbed thereby, and 
ſhe fell into a Trembling, and convulſive 
Motions, and labour'd under ſo great a diſ- 
quietneſs of Body, that her Huſband was 
ſcarce able to hold her in bed; until at laſt, 
to wit, the Day before I was call'd, ſhe 
was ſeiz d with an univerſal Convulſion, 
and lay under the greateſt degree of Swoon- 
ing, as if ſhe had been dead. 

Wuen I was about viſiting the Patient 
on the aforeſaid Day, about nine a-clock in 


the Morning, the Servants told me, that 


her Huſband had ſent a Meſſenger to forbid 
my coming ; and had given orders, that if 
perchance I did come, they ſhould not ad- 
mit me into her Chamber, for he thought 
that ſhe had been verily dead. And when, 
contrary to their Inclinations, I would go 
up to the Patient, I, with others in the 


room, beheld her lying immoyeable, and 
ſtretched

ſtretched out in bed, without Pulſe, without 
Breathing, (as I proved by a Looking-glaſs 
held before her Mouth and Noſtrils) and 
with a Face as pale as Death, 
NEVERTHEL ESS, having made a ſtrict 
Inquiry concerning the Antecedents, I con- 
jectured, that this Similitude or Reſemblance 
of Death proceeded from a tranſlation of 
the mor bifick Matter into the whole ner- 
vous Genus ; for I now call'd to mind, that 
in ſmall Fiſhes, (a thing worthy of remem- 


brance) being ſhut up in a Glaſs-tube, and 


viewed by the Microſcope, the Circulation 
of the Blood is yet viſible, although they 
ſeem to be dead. Therefore I charged them 
not to uncover this Patient for ſome Days, 
and to keep her unburied for a Week's time 
and with much ſtruggle I got leave for 
Cupping-glaſſes to be applied with Scarifi- 
cation, between the Shoulders, and on the 
inſide of her Thighs, and for Bliſtering- 
Plaiſters to be laid behind her Ears, and 
upon the Wriſts, and to anoint her Tem- 
ples, Palms of the Hands, and Soles of the 
Feet, with Oil of Amber ; and to blow up 
into her Noſtrils the Juice of Cow{lips, 
and a Sternutatory or ſneezing Powder, made 
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158 Of a Miliary Fever, Hiſt. 6. 
of Hellibore, Sage, and Betony-Flowers, 
alternately, or by turns; and to inject for- 
cibly into her Mouth, if poffible, a Draught 
of Milk-Water, three Ounces ; Caſtor, fix 
Grains; Syrup of Mugwort, fix Drams, 
mix them; as alſo the Apozem preſcribed 
for Mr. Bullock. 

ALmosT two Days after, that is, on the 
thirteenth, about four o'-clock in the After- 
noon, ſome of the Family being ſent unto 
rae, related, that the Surgeon who had alfo 
view'd this Child-bed Woman, being ſtruck 
with aſtoniſhment, aſked, If they would 
have Cupping-glaſſes apply'd to a dead Wo- 
man? Yet notwithftanding, in compliance 
to them, he fixed the Cupping-glaſſes to her 
Thighs, but not between the Shoulders, 
ſhe was fo very {tiff with cold; they apply'd 
alſo the Veſicatories to her Wriſts. But on 
the ſaid thirteenth Day in the Evening, al- 
though ſhe did not breathe at all, yet ſhe 
ſeem'd to be a little warmer; therefore J 
order'd one Scruple of the Cranium Huma- 
num, with Rue- Water, and Syrup of Mug- 
wort, to be put into her Mouth, if it could 
be done. 


Ar 
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Ar length, on the fourteenth Day, about 
four o'-clock in the Morning, ſhe began to 
breathe very ſoftly, and alſo to ſwallow down 
ſomething ; wherefore I order'd Bliſtering- 
Plaiſters to be applied again between her 
Shoulders, and twenty Drops of Sal Volatile 
Oleoſum to be given, without any Vehicle: 
which done, the miliary Puſtles appear' d 
at laſt; and to promote their increaſe, I 
adviſed the following to be taken. 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, half a Dram; 
let it be given every fourth bour, in 
one Spoonful of the following TFulep, 
waſhing it down with four Spoonfuls 
more of the ſame. 


Take Barley-Cinamond-W, ater, 4 Ounces; 


Rue-Water, three Ounces; compound 
Piony, one Ounce and half”; white Sugar 
as much as will fiveeten it, mix and 
make a TFulep : and ſhe ſbould drink 
the Apozem of Elks-Hoof for her or- 
dinary Drink. 


On the fifteenth, ſhe was able to ſpeak; 
and move herſelf, and complain'd of the 
Pain from the Bliſters : the miliary Puſtles 
alſo came plentifully out upon her Breaſt, 
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| | and ſo I order'd the ſame Remedies to be 


continued, 
| ON the ſixteenth; the miliary Puſtles 
{ were ſtill much larger, and ſhe recover'd 


her Underſtanding ; neither was ſhe any 
further moleſted with an Oppreſſion of her 
Breaſt, or Faintings, but only with a Weak- 
neſs of Body : for which cauſe I preſcrib! d 
as follows. 


Take Gaſcoigns Powder, 25 Grains; Milk- 
Water, two Ounces and a half; Epide- 
mick, two Drams ; mix and make an 
Hauſtus, to be talen every ſixth hour. 


| | | Take Roots of Spaniſh Scorzonera, one 
| 72 Ounce ; candied Orange-Peel, ſix Drams ; 
| Leaves of Goats-Rue, Baum, each one 
| Handful ; of the Cordial Flowers, each 
one Pugil; Carduus-Seeds, half an Ounce; 
boil them in a ſufficient quantity of Spring 
Water to one Pint and half, adding to 
the ftrain'd Liquor, Syrup of Lemons, 
one Ounce; mix and make an Atozem, 
 ohereof ſhe may take a Draught at 
pleaſure: and in caſe of Faintings, the 
Treacle-Water.

Tux Patient being ſo well recover'd, I 
omitted viſiting her from this time to the 
nineteenth Day ; and now I only preſcribed 
ſome Stomachick Bitters, to whet her Ap- 
petite; and that ſhe ſhould take, after four 
Nights, the Tincture of Hiera Picra ; and 
on the next day Stretham Waters: which 
being performed, ſhe perfectly recovered, 
to the Admiration of all. Although, as l 
heard, ſhe ſuffer'd a Mortification on her 
Hip, by too much preſſing or lying upon 


it, during the Fever; which being healed 


by the Surgeon's Care, ſhe lived five Vears 
longer; and at laſt, as her Huſband told 
me, ſhe ſunk under a Cholick-Pain, and a 
Convulſion coming upon it; 
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Of 4 Miliary Fever, ending in a 
Chronical Diſtemper. 


T Anuary 14; 1699, I was conſulted for 
WJ Mrs. Berenberg, a Woman in Child- 
bed, then living in Walbrook; to whom 
| M | Mr; 
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162 Of a Mihary Feuer, Hiſt. 7 
Mr. Baſtet was the Apothetary, and Mrs. 
Taylor in Pater - Noſter Row, the Mid- 
wife. 

SHE complain'd, while in labour, of an 
exceeding Weakneſs in Strength; and after 
her Delivery, as the Aſſiſtants told me, ſhe 
was affected with ſo great an Oppreſſion of 
the Breaſt, and Sinking of the Spirits, as 
obliged her to breathe with ſighing: yet 
they ſuſpected nothing from thoſe Symp- 
toms, beſides Hyſterick Vapours, as they 
term them, But the Day before I was 
call'd to her, whereon ſhe had uncovered 
her Breaſts for ſuckling the Infant, and had 
fat over the Steam of warm Water for looſen- 
ing her Belly, and thereby expoſed herſelf 
very much to the Cold; was at length fo 
far depreſſed or funk with a ſtraitneſs and 
difficulty of Breathing, reſembling a con- 
vulſive Aſthma, and with a dry Cough, 
that they ſuppoſed ſhe would ſhortly breathe 
her laſt. | 

WHrenlI firſt came 8 ſhe complained 
of the above-mention'd Aﬀects, and alſo of 
want of Sleep: her Pulſe was quick and 
weak, and a feveriſh Heat upon her ; the 


Urine, 


quite ſuppreſſed. 

I conjectured from the recited Antece- 
dents, that ſhe was ſeized with a Miliary 
Fever, yet milder at firſt ; that is, fo long 
as ſhe was govern'd under the uſual Regi- 
men of Child-bed Women : But afterward, 
as very likely, at that very time, wherein the 
Eruption of the miliary Puſtles was at hand, 
ſhe had expoſed herſelf to the Cold ; and, 
as I ſuppoſe, the morbifick Matter retiring 
inwards, had fixed itſelf in the Receſſes of 
the Thorax, or Breaſt, and ſo created the 
aforeſaid Aſthma. For looking upon her 
Breaſt, I could diſcern the Puſtles then, 
which broke out at firſt, but thoſe very 
few in number; therefore, in purſuance of 
my uſual Method, I determined to raiſe a 
mild and continued Sweating ; and that 
other Medicines, ſuitable for the convulſive 
Aſthma, and the reſt of the Symptoms; 
and alſo for a Child-bed Woman, ſhould 
be joined together ; wherefore I preſcribed 
the following. 


Take Sperma Ceti, one Scruple ; Oriental 
Bezoar, Saffron, each half a Scruple 3 
M 2 Syrup 
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Urine, notwithſtanding pale, and the Lochia 
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Syrup of Ground-Iuy, as much as will 
make a Bolus : to be taken in one Spoon- 


ful of Milk-Water, arinking after it 
ten Spoonfuls more of the ſame. 


For I propoſed by theſe to promote the 
Lochia, relieve the Aſthma, rouſe up the 
Spirits, and cauſe a more free Sweating ; 
and to gratify the Patient, and her Friends, 
who took this Fever for an hyſterick Af- 
fect, and more happily continue the Lo- 
chial Flux, I preſcribed the following 
Pills, 


Take Caſtor, fix Grains; Aſſa Fetida, 
twelve Grains; and with a ſufficient 
quantity of Syrup of Piony, make wo x 
Pills. 


ON the fifteenth, ſhe found herfelf much 
better ; for after ſhe had taken the Bolus, 
the Spirits were raiſed, the Breathing eaſier, 
the Lochial Flux renewed, the Urine deeper 
colour'd, and the miliary Puftles more viſi- 
ble upon her Breaſt : ſo I order'd the for- 
mer Bolus to be repeated, adding ſome 
Grains of the Pulvis de Gutteta, leſt the 
convulſive Aſthma ſhould return; alſo a 


Plaiſter 
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Plaiſter of Taccamahacca for the Navel ; 
and Plaiſters to be laid to the Soles of the 
Feet; and to take, when faint or ſick, a 
Draught of pearl'd Julep ; as likewiſe two 
Spoonfuls of Treacle-water by turns. 

Id the Evening, by means of the mild 
Sweat continuing, the Reſpiration was ſtill 
eaſy, the miliary Puſtles thicker ſet, and 
the Spirits leſs depreſſed; therefore I thought 
it proper, that ſhe ſhould perſevere in the 
uſe of the former Bolus; and take, as oc- 
caſion required, the Juice of Stone-horſe 
Dung, infuſed, and preſſed out of Penniroyal 
and Carduus Waters, with an intent of pro- 
moting the flowing of the Lochia, by vir- 
tue of the volatile Particles of the animal 
Sulphur. 

ON the ſixteenth, I heard the Patient 
had paſs'd the laſt Night without any ill 
Symptom. But before I departed from 
her, ſhe ſuddenly perceived her Forces or 
Strength to fail, with a return of the con- 
vulſive Breathing : for which cauſe I pre. 
ſcribed the following Draught. 


Take Milk-W, ater, three Ounces ; Epide- 
mick-Water, Syrup of Cloves, each two 
|  Drams ; 
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Drams ; Goa-ſtone, the Powder (call d 
de Gutteta, each ten Grains; mix and 
make an Hauſtus : and after fix hours, 
ſhe may take the Bolus order'd before; 


and two of the Pills in the middle of 
the Interval. 


In the Evening, I was inform'd, that 
after taking the Draught ſhe fell into an 
univerſal Sweat ; whence, both the miliary 
Puſtles ſwell'd up higher, and the Aſthma 
allo abaicd : therefore I order'd her to keep 
to ali the laſt preſcribed Remedies ; and for 
the Flatus which greatly diſturbed her, that 
three Drops of the Oil of Oranges ſhould 
be dropp'd upon a piece of Loaf-Sugar, and 
taken at pleaſure. 

ON the ſeventeenth day, ſeeing all the 
aforeſaid Symptoms appear'd to be ſubdued, 
I determined to continue the former Pre- 
{criptions, 

ON the eighteenth, the Symptoms, by 
reaſon of the Sweat abating, returned again, 
attended with a Sickneſs of the Stomach, 
and a certain Hurry of the Spirits, as it 
were, the Fore-runner of a Delirium : 
| wherefore to reſtore the Sweating, I or- 
li der'd 
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der'd her to keep to the uſe of the Hauſtus, 
adding to each Draught ſome Grains of 
Oriental Bezoar, and to take 'Treacle- 
Water pretty liberally with Sage-Poſlet, 
and repeat the Plaiſters for the Soles of the 
Feet. 

In the Evening, the Symptoms went off 
again, by the return of a plentiful Sweat ; 
neither was the Strength any ways weaken'd 
thereby, but rather increaſed, altho' certain 
red and itching Puſtles aroſe by the vio- 
lence of the Sweating, mixed here and there 
with the miliary : therefore I adviſed her to 
continue the uſe of the Hauſtus, and the 
Infuſion. 

ON the nineteenth, the miliary Puſtles 
began to dry up, and all things ſeem'd to 
tend to a perfect Recovery, excepting 
only a flatneſs of the Spirits; for which 
I adviſed the continuance of the cordial 
Draught. 

ON the twentieth, I was call'd up about 
hve  o'=clock in the Morning, by reaſon 


the Patient had relapſed into a difficult 


breathing : not by the going back of the 
miliary Puſtles, ſeeing theſe were already 
dried up before; but perhaps from ſome. 
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remains of the morbifick Matter, ſeeking 
as it were a Paſſage for their diſcharge : for 
by three looſe Stools ſuddenly and ſponta- 
neouſly happening, the Dyſpnæa entirely 
vaniſhed, and the Patient became tolerably 
well. 

NEVERTHELESS one of her Friends had 
a mind to conſult another Phyſician, who 
being come, and not finding the miliary 
Puſtles any where, for they were now dried 
up, as afore obſerved ; but only the red 
Spots or Puitles remaining. He made a 
jelt at my calling this a Miliary Fever, and 
ſaid the red Puſtles might ariſe from the 
Sweat alone: and therefore purſuant to the 
imperfect Indications he had taken, he pre- 
ſcribed for ſome days, but ta no purpoſe: 
After that, another Phyſician was call'd in; 
and after him a third, and fourth, who be- 
ing all ignorant of the Diſtemper, incon- 
ſiderately undertook the Cure, until at 
length it turned into a chronical Diſeaſe : 
which if they had known this to have 
been truly a Miliary Fever, and had com- 
mitted to Nature the perfecting or finiſhing 
of the Crifis, after the miliary Puſtles 
were dried up, no doubt but there would 


have 
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have follow'd a happy ending of the Diſ- 
temper. For I have often obſerved, that 
from the very moment wherein the miliary 
Puſtles are wont to dry away, even in a 
healthful manner, the Reliques of the mor- 
bifick Matter are ſpontaneouſly and hap- 
pily diſcharged ; either by the Inteſtines, as 
in this caſe; or by the urinary Paſſages, 
as in the following ; or by the Womb, with 


the Lochial Flux, as in Mrs. King, —_ 
in Fleet-ſtreet.

HIS T. VII. 


Of a Miliary Fever, ending in a 
Chronical Diſeaſe, and Death at 
_ the lafp. 


E PT. 17, 1709, I was ſent for to the 
Lady Bateman, who about 20 Weeks 
before, in the beginning of her Travail, 
was ſeized with a Cholick-Pain, an Oppreſ- 
fion of the Breaſt, with ſighing and finking 
of the Spirits, and alſo with a frequent and 
weak Pulſe : from which Symptoms I 


plainly 
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plainly foretold the Diſtemper would be a 


Miliary Fever; and by uſing Diaphoreticks, 
the ſeem'd both to herſelf, and Mother, to 
be in a good condition, for they made 
little account of the aforeſaid Symptoms; 
therefore I refrain'd viſiting the ſick Lady 
any longer; yet I adviſed her to confine 
herſelf to her Bed for a Month, to keep to 
the uſe of thoſe Remedies which I had pre- 
{cribed, and abſtain from ſuckling the In- 


_ fant, 


BuT ſhe would not hearken to my Ad- 
vice, and for that reaſon ſuffer'd a relapſe, 
about five Weeks after her Delivery, with 
a Cholick, and Pain of the Side, and alter- 
nate Returns of hot and cold Fits, an Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt, with ſighing, and 
ſinking of the Spirits. She was let blood 
for the pain of the Side ; whence both an 
increaſed Languor, and a certain Suffoca- 
tion, like an hyſterick Aﬀect, with Sighings, 
moleſted her: which Symptoms, both the 
Patient and her Mother took for the Va- 
pours, when in truth they aroſe from the 
drawing Blood in the time of the men- 
ſtrual Flux; for the Lochia which had con- 
tinued for ſix Weeks after her Delivery, 

were 
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were thereupon ſuddenly ſuppreſſed, and 
from thenceforth to the end of her Life. 
AND becauſe ſhe now grew colder than 
before the Exacerbation of the Symptoms, 
they thought the Diſtemper to be an inter- 
mitting Fever, altho' the miliary Puſtles 
were at this time conſpicuous. Neverthe- 
leſs ſhe took the Bark, by the Advice of 
her Apothecary ; whereby, doubtleſs, the 
motion of the Matter, requiſite for a further 
increaſe of the Puſtles, was hindered in its 
progreſs towards the Surface of the Skin, 
and detach'd elſewhere : firſt upon the Leg 
and Foot, which the Surgeon ſcarified ; and 
then alſo upon the Inteſtines, where it pro- 
duced a Diarrhcea ; and afterward upon the 
Nerves of the Lungs, and capillary Bran- 
ches of the Trachea, where, an Aſthma, 
with a moiſt and fœtid Cough : but the 
difficulty of Breathing was nothing relieved 
by the Serum evacuated from the Foot. 
FROM the twenty- third, to the twenty- 
fifth of June, the Phyſician preſcribed a 
Bolus of Gaſcoign's Powder, Snake-Root, 
and Caſtor, the white Decoction, a Suppo- 
fitory, a Bliſtering-Plaiſter for the Neck, 


and 
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and the Cephalick-Plaiſter for the Soles of 
the Feet. 

June twenty-fifth, a Decoction of the 
Bark. On the twenty-ſixth, the Bark in 
Powder. On the twenty-eighth, a Julep 
of Milk-Water, four Ounces; Mint, and 
Barley-Cinamon Waters, each one Ounce; 
liquid Laudanum, one Dram; Confection 
of Fracaſtorius, three Drams; for the Looſe- 
neſs. 

JuLy eighth, the Aſſes-Milk, with pre- 
par'd Pearl, the ſimple Powder of Crabs- 
claws, and pearl'd Sugar: Likewiſe a bitter 
Infuſion of Roman Wormwood, and Cori- 
ander Seeds; adding to the ſtrained Liquor 
Gum Ammoniacum, one Dram, diſſolved in 


ſix Drams of Black-Cherry Water, and a 


ſufficient quantity of Aqua Mirabilis, and 


compound Piony-Water. 

O the ninth, the Peruvian Bark. On 
the ſixteenth, a Bolus of Gaſcorgn's Pow- 
der, and Venice Treacle, and the white 
Decoction boil'd with Tormentil Roots. 
On the twenty-ninth, a bitter Infuſion, and 
Pills of the Powder of Millepedes. 

AvuGusT third, Pills of the compound 
Powder of n Myrrh, and Bal- 

ſamick 
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famick Syrup ; and a Decoction of Saſſafras 
Bark, Daucus Seeds, Juniper-Berries, can- 
died Eryngo-Roots, boil'd in a due quan- 
tity of Lime-water, adding the Nephritick- 
Water to the Colature, (or ſtrain'd Liquor.) 

ON the ſeventeenth, in conſultation with 
another Phyſician, the Matthew's Pill. On 
the nineteenth, Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be ap- 
plied to the Neck and Arms, Pills of Gal- 
banum, Ammoniacum, Saffron, and Opo- 
balſamum, and a pearl'd Julep. 

SEPT. ſixth, a Glyſter of the white De- 
coction, Venice Treacle, and Diaſcordium; 
a bitter Infuſion of Gentian, and Elecam- 
pane Roots, Leaves of Wormwood, and 
Horehound, Daucus Seeds, and Juniper- 
Berries, infuſed in Spring-Water ; adding 
to the ſtrain'd Liquor Chalybeat Wine, and 
a Bolus of Diaſcordium, Catechu, and Oil 
of Cinamon. 

ON the thirteenth, a ſmall Veſicatory, 
with an Epiſpaſtick Unguent, for a perpe- 
tual Bliſter ; Pills of the Species of Diam- 
bræ, Caſtor, volatile Salt of Hartſhorn, and 
Galbanum, and an hyſterick Julep. 

HiTHERTo three eminent Phyſicians, 
and two noted Surgeons, viſited the Patient: 


and 
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and J being conſulted again, received the 
moſt part of this Hiſtory of the Diſtem- 
per, and the Manner of preſcribing, from 
the Patient's ſelf and Mother. 

SHE was now afflicted with a difficulty 
of Breathing, a Looſeneſs, and a Swelling 
of the Hands, and lower Parts; and was 
ſo vertiginous and languid, that they were 
twice in one day afraid ſhe would fink 
under a Syncope, or Swooning. Her Pulſe 
was very quick and weak, and about mid- 
day ſhe was daily ſeized with an Heat, 
Redneſs, and a difficulty of Breathing, as 
I was informed. 

I am of opinion, that even from the be- 
pinning of the Diſtemper three or four 
Cauſes may be aſſigned for the Origin of 
all theſe Symptoms; that is, a daily riſing 
from Bed, giving Suck, drawing Blood, and 
taking of Medicines, eſpecially the Peru- 
vian Bark. For 'tis certain, that all theſe 
Hindered the Increaſe and Duration of the 
miliary Puſtles, and tranſlated the morbi- 
fick Matter upon the Lungs, Guts, and 
inferior Parts. 

I prognoſticated, that this Diſtemper was 
uncurable, eſpecially on account of the 
15 Patient's 
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Patient's great Weakneſs; and becauſe, the 
difficulty of Breathing, and the Looſeneſs, 
indicated contrary Remedies. 

Tur fick Lady ſorrowfully acknow- 
ledged, that ſhe very much repented they 
did not conſult me, along with the other 
Phyſicians laſt call'd in; eſpecially when 
ſhe call'd to mind, that her Siſter had been 
under my care in the like Caſe, and reco- 
ver'd by my Directions. Yet even now ſhe 
would not permit the Bliſters, which I had 
propoſed, to be any where applied, altho 
the Dyſpnæa and Vertigo requir'd the ſame : 
therefore I adviſed Fontanels to be opened 
between the Shoulders; and for the Gri- 
pings (or dyſenterick Aﬀect) attending the 
Diarrhcea, I preſcribed the Spirit of Mille- 
pedes, to be taken in twenty Drops, twice 
a day, in a Draught of her ordinary Drink, 
whoſe Efficacy in theſe Caſes I had often 
experienced; and that ſhe ſhould ſwallow 
down every ſixth hour, a Bolus of Sperma 
Ceti, Gaſcorgn's Powder and Saffron, to 
provoke-the Terms, excite a gentle breath- 
ing Sweat, and relieve the Breathing. 
O the twentieth, after my Return 
from waiting on the Queen at Vindbr, I 

5 | viſited 
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viſited the Patient, and found her entirely 
free from the Vertigo, her Spirits greatly 
raiſed, the Gripings of the Guts allay'd, 
and the Looſeneſs ſtopt; ſo that from 
henceforth ſhe had no need of an opiate 
Mixture, But by reaſon of the difficulty 
of Breathing continuing, with the ſwelling 


of the Legs, &c. and an univerſal Weak- 


neſs daily increaſing, ſhe ſunk under thoſe 
Symptoms in a few Weeks after.

HIS T. IX. 
Of a Miliary Fever, with a prodi- 
gious Flux of Urine, towards 
the end. 


TULY 29, 1705, Mr. Lloyd, a Linen- 
Draper, at the Sign of the Artichoak 
in Cheapſide, deſired my Advice for his lit- 
tle Daughter about ſeven Years old; to 
whom Mr. Baſket was the Apothecary. 
SHE was of a thin Habit, hot Tempe- 
rament, briſk Spirits, but eaſily broken or 
diſſoluble, Her Skin, for ſome days before, 
was

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was drier than uſual, by reaſon of an in- 

= ward Heat. The Day before I viſited her, 

Wo ſhe had eaten a Crab-fiſh, whereby ſhe fell 

if ſick in the Night, and was ſeized with a 

= vehement Heat and Thirſt ; whereto alſo 

* was added, a Sinking of the Spirits, a Vo- 

« miting, a quick and weak Pulſe, and the 

Urine like as in Health. 

I gathered from the Antecedents, and 
Symptoms of the Diſeaſe, (an aſſurance) 
that this would be a Miliary Fever ; and 

1 therefore I ordered a Milk-Clyſter to be 

thrown up, to cleanſe the firſt Paſlages : 

and, according to my uſual Method, I de- 
termined to raiſe a gentle and continued 

Sweating; and to relieve, in the mean time, 

the hot and dry Temperature, with Dilu- 

ters, I preſcribed as follows : 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, eight Grains; 
GC to be taken in one Spoonful of the fol- 


5 lowing Fulep, waſhing it down with 
- two or three Speonfuls more of the ſame. 
0 Take Black-Cherry Water, eight Ounces ; 
Epidemick Water, one Ounce ; white 
»- Sugar, as much as is ſufficient, mix 
r | and make a fulep: hereto I added, 
T Plaiſters for the Soles of the Feet, mad. 
s | N of 
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of the Cephalick-Plaifter, with Euphor- 
bium and Burgundy-Pitch. 


O the thirtieth, viſiting the Patient, I 
was told, that the Clyſter had wrought 
very well, and ſhe had paſs'd a much eaſier 
Night than the former : Neither was ſhe 
ſo very hot, although ſhe had ſome ſlight 
returns of hot and cold Fits, and her Vo- 
miting was entirely ceaſed ; the miliary 
Puſtles now the firſt time beginning to ap- 
pear upon her Breaſt, Wherefore I ordered 
her to continue the uſe of the Powder, and 
to drink plentifully of Sage-Poſſet, to di- 
lute the febrile Matter, and encourage the 
Sweating. 

O the thirty- firſt, the Spirits were not 
ſo oppreſs d, but rather moderately raiſed; 
yet by omitting the Poſſet- Drink, ſhe be- 
came ſomewhat hotter, her Pulſe more 
quick, but ſtill weak, notwithſtanding the 
miliary Puſtles were rather more viſible: 

on which account, I preſcribed eight Grains 
of Gaſcoign's Powder, and the like quan- 
tity of prepared Pearls, to be taken alter- 
nately. 


AUGusT 
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Au Gus 1. the miliary, Puſtles were 
ſomewhat advanced, and the inward Heat 
_ abated ; but outwardly ſhe felt a little hot- 
ter, and the Skin moiſten'd with a breath- 
ing Sweat: fo I order'd, after the Clyſter 
was come away, which was to be injected, 
the former Remedies to be repeated. 

AucGusT 2. the Spirits were briſker, 
and the inward Heat ſtill milder ; there- 
fore I adviſed the uſe of the prepared Pearl 
to be repeated every fourth hour, with the 
Julep ; and that Bliſtering-Plaiſters ſhould 
be applied behind the Ears, for preſerving 
the Head. 

 AvevusrT z. altho' the outward Heat ſeem'd 
ſomewhat abated, yet the miliary Puſtles 
had not ſo good an aſpect : therefore I had 
thoughts of making uſe of the Gaſcorgr's 
Powder again ; but becauſe the Girl's Mother 
ſeem'd diſſatisfied, I preſcribed the follow- 


ing. 


Take Black-Cherry Water, 12 Ounces; 
Epidemick, one Ounce and a half ; Gaf- 
coign's Powder, one Dram, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of white Sugar ; make 
a Fulep, whereof ſhe may take a Draught

every 
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every ſixth hour, ſhaking up the Phial 
at the time of ufing it: and a Doſe of 
prepared Pearls in every Interval; and 
that ſhe ſhould alſo make uſe of a Mu- 
cilage of Quince and Fleawort Seeds, 
feweeten'd with the Syrup of Raſpberries ; 
and repeat the Plaiſters for the Soles of 
the Feet. 


AUGUST 4. the Heat was more in- 
tenſe, and not without ſome convulſive Mo- 
tions. For the young Maid, whoſe Tem- 
per was naturally hot, had drank more 
freely of the Julep than ſhe ought, for 
which, I preſcribed ten Grains of prepared 
Pearl to be taken (in lieu of the Julep) 
every ſixth hour, in one Spoonful of the 
following, drinking three Spoonfuls more 
of the ſame immediately after. 


Take Milk-Water, eight Ounces ; Plague- 
Mater, one Ounce; Syrup of Citron- 
Peals, a ſufficient quantity, mix and 
make a TFulep. 


And for diluting the ſharp ſerous part of 
the Blood, that ſhe ſhould drink Milk- 
Water ſweeten'd, for her conſtant Drink: 
and if the Sweating ſhould chance to ſtop, 

| tO 
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to add four Drops of the Spirit of Harts- 
horn, to every Draught of the ſaid Water; 
and mix one Scruple of the Pulvis de Gut- 
teta with the Julep. 

On the fifth, the convulſive Motions 
were gone off, the Heat became milder, 
the animal Spirits briſken'd, and the mi- 
liary Puſtles now beginning to decline : 
which plainly ſhewed, that the afore-men- 
tion'd bad Symptoms, were not ſo much 
owing to the Diſtemper, as to the Julep, 
taken in too great quantity ; therefore I 
order'd the laſt Preſcriptions to be conti- 
nued. For as the Roman Phyſician Bagh; 
well obſerves, Nature is not to be com- 
manded, but obeyed. 

ON the ſixth, the Fever was ſo chewed. 
that the miliary Puſtles began to be dried 
up. Yet for extinguiſhing the remaining 
feveriſh Heat, I order'd the young Patient 
to drink liberally of Milk-Water, with the 
Powder of Pearls; and that the Peruvian 
Bark ſhould be in readineſs to be taken up- 
on occaſion. 

On the ſeventh, I was call'd up early 
in the Morning, for the Girl had diſcharg'd 
ſo great a quantity of Urine, and fo ſud- 

N 3 denly, 
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denly, that it flow'd from her before the 
Chamber-pot could be got ready. Whence, 
her Mother was afraid, ſhe ſhould fink un- 
der a Diabetes, as ſhe ſaid her Nephew 
did: whereas, in truth, it was partly ow- 
ing to. the too plentiful drinking of Milk- 
Water, the day before, and partly to the 
drying up of the miliary Puſtles, Like as 
in the former deſcribed Caſe, and at the 
ſame time of the Diſtemper, the Reliques 


of the morbifick Matter, for perfecting 


the Criſis, went off by Stool: which per- 


| haps alſo had happen'd here, provided the 


Patient's Temperature had been leſs hot, 


her Belly naturally looſer, and the uſe of 
the Pearl-Powder more ſparing. And in 
a like Caſe, (and with the ſame Chance) the 
Reliques of this kind of Diſtemper are 


ſometimes expelled by a Lochial Flux ; as 
I remember happen'd to Mrs. King, at the 
Sign of the Three Kings on Ludgate-hill, to 
whom Mr. Allen was Apothecary, For 


immediately after the miliary Puſtles were 


dried up, a blackiſh-colour'd Lochia, like 
Blood burnt upon Coals, flow'd from her, 


for a whole hour's ſpace, without any evi- 


dent Cauſe, or following Accident ; and 
as 
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as often as no ſuch kinds of Evacuation 

happen, after the dying away of the Puſ- 
tles, I often meet with an Heat fixed to 
the inward Parts, with a preſſure or load 
upon the Spirits ; or the Patient from any 
flight Cauſe ſuffers a relapſe, and ſometimes 
a ſudden Death; or by the Matter being 
thrown upon the Limbs, either an Eryſi- 
pelas, or an hydropick and painful Swel- 
ling ariſes. 

ALL theſe I ſhew'd particularly to the 
Girl's Mother, -in order to remove her 
fears; and told her, there was no more to 
be done than recruiting her Strength, either 
by taking the Bark, or the Teſtaceous 
Powders, with Aſſes-Milk, (whoſe uſe ſhe 
had before agreed to;) yet ſhe had a mind 
to conſult another Phyſician ; And I being 
ſent for, at the ſame time, by the honour- 
able Counteſs of Clarendon, to adviſe with 
about her Nephew O-Bryan ; the other 
Phyſician therefore preſcribed alone the fol- 
lowing Medicaments. 


Take Pulvis de Gutteta, Lapis Contra- 
yerva, each fix Grains; Caſtor, volatile 
Salt of Hartſhorn, each two Grains ; 
Confection of Alkermes without Muſe, 

N 4 | one 
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one Scruple; Syrup of Piony as much 
as will make a Bolus : to be taken forth- 


with; and ſo on every fixth hour, dij- 
ſolved in a Spoonful of the Fulep. 


Take White Decoction, one Pint; Barley- 
Cinamon Water, one Ounce ; white Sugar 
as much as will fweeten it: mix and make 


an Apozem for her ordinary Drink. 


Take Sal Volatile Oleoſum, two Drams ; 
let her take fix Drops of it frequently 


in any common Drink. 


And let the Bliſtering-Plaiſters be applied 
to the infide of the Arms, and between 
the Shoulders. | 
Mx. Baſket, the Apothecary, ſent me a 
Copy of this Preſcription ; which having 
peruſed, I was in ſome ſurprize, and faid, 
that in as much as the miliary Puſtles had 
not been ſtruck in, or gone back again, but 
were regularly dried up, and without any 
ill Symptom, I could expect no better from 
the heating Medicines, and the hot and 
weaken'd Temperature of the young Maid, 
than a Fever kindled anew, and threatening 
the Patient's Death, 
NEITHER 
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NEITHER was I deceived in my con- 
jecture; for when I viſited my little Pa- 
tient, about nine in the Evening, as I under- 
ſtood every thing that had been done, accor- 
ding to the laſt recited Preſcription, ſo alſo I 
found her labouring under a moſt vehement 
Heat, greatThirſt, dry Tongue, and a labori- 
ous Reſpiration; yet I would not preſcribe any 
thing in the abſence of the other Phyſician. 
Wx were told the next Morning, on our 
viſiting the Patient together, that ſhe had 
a very bad Night, and now was execeding 
hot and thirſty, and breathed with great 
difficulty. So I aſked the other Phyſician 
what Indications he propoſed to fatisfy : he 
anſwer'd, that, in my abſence, (who only 
could deſcribe the Patient's Caſe) he ſup- 
poſed the miliary Puſtles to be ſtruck in. 
But when I ſhewed him, that it could not 
be done, the Phyſician, after a conſultation, 


yielded to leflen the Doſe, and preſcribe as 
. follows. 


Take Lapis Contrayerva, Pulvuis de Gut- 
feta, each four Grains; Saffron, Caſtor, 
each one Grain ; and with a ſufficient 
quantity of Syrup of Piony make a Bolus: 

to be taken in one Spoonful of the Fulep. 


And 
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And for diluting the Humours, ſhe might 
take the white Decoction for her conſtant 
Drink; and leſt a preternatural Heat ſhould 
be raiſed by a bound Belly, and the uſe 
of the Bolus, we order'd a NE of 
Honey and Sal Gem. 

ON the ninth, the Heat was milder, 
and ſhe breathed more freely ; ſo we pre- 
{ſcribed a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar, and 
one Bolus. 

On the tenth, we found the little Maid 
in a far better State, with all the Symp- 
toms ariſing from the heating Medicines 
quite aboliſhed, Yet for recovering her 
Strength, and preventing a return of the 
inward Heat, we preſcribed the following 
Powder to be taken in one Spoonful of 
Aſſes-Milk, drinking half a Pint of the 
fame warm, immediately after it. 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, prepared Pearls, 
each fix Grains: mix and make a 


Bolus. 


O the eleventh, that we might yet 
further provide for the Patient's Welfare, 
to prevent a relapſe of the feveriſh Heat, 
we ordered half a Scruple of the Bark in 

Fn Powder 
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Powder to be taken in one Spoonful of 
the Julep, every fourth hour, and a ſmall 
Draught of Milk-Water upon occaſion : 
and for perfecting her Recovery, ſhe ſhould 
go into the Country, where ſhe always en- 
joyed a better State of Health, 

I heard ſhe fell ill again, not long after, 
and that ſome other Phyſicians were con- 
ſulted. But I was not diſpleaſed at it, for 
ſhe died under their Care : whereas before, 
the Caſe ſucceeded ſo proſperouſly while 
under my Direction alone, that by God's 
Aſſiſtance, ſhe for a moderate ſpace of time 
made a fair eſcape from the Fever.

Of a Miliary Fever, ending in an 


Apoſthume, or Abſceſs of the 
Breafe. | 


UNE 2, 1699, I was call'd to the 
Honourable Lord Chief- Juſtice Trevor”s, 


of the Common-Pleas, for his Lady, ſince 
dead, and then about the beginning of her 


lying 
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lying in Child-bed ; who had Mr. Ge/fthorp 
for her Apothecary, and Mrs. Dodfon for 
her Midwife. 

SHE enjoy'd a calm and ferene Mind, 
in a flender Body ; yet being naturally 
weak fpirited, ſhe often fell into an inward 
Heat before her Delivery. But afterwards 
became pained in her Back and Thighs, as 
is ufual with Child-bed Women; and upon 
the going off of the Pains, ſhe was feized 
with a ſhivering, which the Women took 
tor a Milk Fever, for it came on the third 
Day after ſhe was brought to bed. 

Ver becauſe ſhe perceived a ſinking of 
her Spirits, I was fent for on the faid Day. 
When I had obſerved the Symptoms, I 
perceiv'd ſhe was affected with an Oppreſ- 
fion of the Breaſt, cauſing Sighs, with her 
Spirits greatly dejected, a Pain of the Head, 
a frequent and weak Pulſe, the Urine like 
that in health, the Palms of the Hands 
hot, the Lochia flowing, and the Belly ra- 
ther inclined to looſeneſs. But having un- 
cover d her Breaſt, I counted three miliary 
Puſtles thereon ; from which, tho' very few, 
it plainly enough appeared, that this was 
a Miliary Fever: But the honourable Lady 

7 Hambaen, 
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Hambden, and the other Gentlewomen, 
would ſcarce give any credit to my Aſſer- 
tion. 

VET I was ſuſpicious, from the ſmall 
number of Puſtles, that the Matter prepared 
for their Supply, tended ſome other way : 
therefore to forward their Eruption, by a 


moderate and continued Sweating, I pre- 
{cribed the following Hauſtus to be taken 
every ſixth hour. 


Take Milk-Water, three Ounces ; com- 
pound Piony, half an Ounce ; Gaſcoign's 
Powder, fifteen Grains; Pulvis de 
Gutteta, ten Grains ; Syrup of Baum, 
a ſufficient quantity : mix and make a 
Draught, to be taken as above directed. 


I order'd the Gaſcoign's Powder in ſome- 
what a leſs quantity, to avoid quickening 
the Blood's Motion more than was meet, 
for keeping up the now raiſed Sweat ; and 
I added the Pulvis de Gutteta, with a larger 
diluting Doſe of Milk-Water, for defen- 
ding the Nerves, in caſe the miliary Puſtles 
ſhould chance to ſtrike in. 

Axp for the pain of the Head, I alſo 
order d a Bliſtering-Plaiſter to be applied 


between 
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between the Shoulders, and Plaiſters for the 
Soles of the Feet, and that ſhe ſhould take 
Chicken-Broth for her Diet: Becauſe I am 
wont to allow rather more Nouriſhment 
in this Fever, than in any other, eſpecially 
in Perſons naturally weak; whereto I alſo 
adjoin'd the following Julep, to be taken 
at pleaſure. 


Take Baum-Water, eight Ounces ; Barley- 
Cinamon, four Ounces ; Plague-Water, 
one Ounce ; pearl d Sugar, two Drams : 
mix and make a Fulep. 


ON the third, ſhe ſeem'd eaſier every 
where; yet leſt the Diaphoreſis ſhould 
ſlacken, I order'd the following Bolus. 


Take Conſerve of Roſemary, half a Dram 
Gaſcoign's Powder, thirty Grains ; Sy- 
rup of Baum, as much as will make 4 


Bolus, to be taken with the Fulep. 


Ix the Evening, the Fever was exacerbated 
with all the primary contingent Symptoms ; 
whereto was alſo added a difficult Breath- 
ing, and alſo a moderate Looſeneſs from 
the Lochia being abated ; for the excremen- 
titious Matter aſſay'd a Paſſage from the 

Womb 
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Womb to the Inteſtines, for which cauſe I 


preſcrib'd the following Bolus to be taken 
with the Julep. 


Take Conſerve of Roſemary- Flowers, half a 
Dram; Venice Treacle, one Scruple ; 
Gaſcoign's Powder, Saffron, each ten 
Grains; Syrup of Baum, as much as 
will form it into a Bolus. 


I preferr'd the Theriaca to Diaſcordium, 
becauſe it not only abates a Looſeneſs, but 
alſo for the moſt part, more favours or 
encourages a Sweating : and, omitting other 
Aſtringents, I added the Saffron, in order 


to reſtore a more plentiful Flux of the Lo- 


chia, without aſtringing the inteſtinal Glan- 
dules ; for whatſoever binds the Guts, the 
ſame alſo imprints its Effects upon the 
Womb ; which is greatly to be regarded, 
leſt by curing one Symptom, another ſhould 
be produced. But yet, leſt the ſaid Bolus 
ſhould not prove duly effectual, I order'd a 
Julep to be had in readineſs. 


Take Black-Cherry Mater, eight Ounces ; 
Barley-Cinamon, four Ounces ; Epi- 
demick Water, one Ounce ; Diaſcordium, 
one Dram; Confection of the Facint!, 


gere 
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without Perfumes, ten Grains ; Syrup 
of Mint, one Ounce : mix and make a 


Fulep, whereof ſhe may tale four Spoon- 
fuls after every purging Stool. 


And to prevent any Accident ariſing from 
the Opiates, I order'd Bliſtering-Plaiſters to 
be applied to the Wriſts, which are alſo 
ſometimes ſerviceable in a Looſeneſs, in as 
much as they repel the morbifick Matter to 
the outward Parts. 

ON the fourth Day, I was informed, 
that after taking the Theriacal Bolus, ſhe 
fell into a Sleep and Sweating, whereupon 
all the Symptoms changed for the better ; 
nor was there any need of the aſtringent 
Julep: ſo that I ordered the Bolus, but 
without the Theriaca, to be repeated, to- 
gether with the pearl'd Julep, becauſe leſs 
heating Remedies ſeem'd now ſufficient for 
continuing the Sweating. And we have 
an example in Salivation, of the Ineffectual- 
neſs of a Medicine, being given in too great 
a Doſe; for five or ten Grains of Mercu- 
rius Dulcis, taken every Night, doth often- 
times, and eſpecially in weak Habits, more 
ſucceſsfully promote this, (viz. a Spitting,) 

than 


I 
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than a triple Doſe of the ſame Medicine, 
which alſo Mr. Tindal the Apothecary can 
evidence: Who, when I had preſcribed 
this Method to a certain Patient, told me 
with ſome ſurprize, that nothing could be 
expected from it; for he lately ſaw much 
larger Doſes, given by an eminent Surgeon, 
to a Daughter of the ſaid Patient, and con- 
tinued even for eleven Weeks, without any 
effect at all. But the taking of Mercurius 
Dulcis in too great quantity, doth ſo acce- 
lerate, or quicken the Blood's Motion, that 
it throws out by vomiting or purging, the 
Matter, which by a moderate Doſe, is wont 
to be excerned by the falivary Glandules, 
And 'tis well known, that in melancholick 
People, the Belly is ſooner moved by Leni- 
tive Medicines, than by ſtrong Catharticks : 
and in like manner, when a Sweat is flow- 
ing, it often turns into a burning Heat, ei- 
ther by augmenting the Doſe of Diaphore- 
tick Remedies, or by too frequently repeat- 
ing the ſame. 

Bur leſt there ſhould want Matter for 
continuing the Sweat, I preſcribed the fol- 
lowing Apozem. 

0 Tak: 
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Take Roots of Str aabberty, a of Wees 
Celandine, eath half an Ounce; Leaves 
of Baum, Strawberry, Celandine, ' each 
tuo Pupils ; Carduus Seti, two Drums; 
of the Cordial Flowers, each half a Pu- 

gil: Boil them in & ſufficient quantity of 

Spring- Water to one Pint and a hat; 
to the flrained Liquor, add Epidemick 
Water, two Ounces : mix and make an 
Apozem. 511101 


Ix the Evening, the Exacerbation re- 
turned, but not ſo violently ; ; ſo I ordered 
the Bolus of V enice-Treacle to be repeated, 
and after ſix hours, the Bolus without The- 
riaca ; and Plaiſters to be applied to the Soles 
of the Feet. 

Ox the 5th, I nd all — e 
milder, and the miliary Puſtles tending to 
ripening; for which cauſe J gave orders for 


the Bolus without Venice-Treacle, the Apo- 


zem, and the julep, to be continued. 
Ter fearing a relapſe of the difficulty 
of Breathing, upon the returns of the afore- 


ſaid Exacerbations, while the miliary Puſtles 


were dried up; I deſired another Phyſician 
might be joined in conſultation, (whom the 
Patient's

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Patient's Relations named :) therefore meet- 
ing together in the Evening, we heard, that 


the Symptoms had been eaſier all that day. 


But now, they all, that is, the Diarrhœa, 
Dyſpnza, and Sinking of the Spirits, ap- 
pear'd exacerbated or greatly augmented ; 


which induced us to preſcribe as follows. 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, Diaſcordium, each 
half a Dram ; Syrup of Cloves, as much 
as will make it into a Bolus: to be tahen 
in one Spoonful of the following Fulep, 
og ſbing it down with K Spoonfuls more 
of the ſame. 


Take Black-Cherry Water, ten Ounces ; 
Penniroyal Water, and compound Briony, 
each two Ounces ; prepared Pearl, two 
Drams; white Sugar, as much as is 


ſufficient : mix and make a Fulep. 


ON the 6th Day, in the Morning, the 
Patient, notwithſtanding the Bolus, had 
been ſix times at Stool, and had paſs'd a 
very troubleſome Night ; neither was the 
Exacerbation now entirely over : therefore 
we ordered the Bolus to be continued, and 
Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be applied to the 1n- 
ſides of the Arms; whereto we added a

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Gargle of the Decoction of Plantain, and 
the following Clyſter. 


Take Sack-Whey, ten Ounces ; Electuary 
of Bayberries, one Ounce; brown Sugar, 
two Drams : mix and make a Clyſter. 


Yer for all this, Mrs. Hedges, the ſick 
Lady's Mother, call'd me afide, and en- 
quired of me, what was to be done for that 
great Defect of Spirits. I adviſed, that ſhe 
ſhould take ten Grains of Saffron in a ſmall 
Draught of Milk-Water, and repeat the 
ſame after a few hours. 

In the Evening, we were inform'd, that 
the Patient had omitted the Bolus with 
Diaſcordium ; but by repeating the uſe of 
the Saffron, which I had ordered, the Day 
was got over with milder Symptoms ; for 
the miliary Puſtles, by the benefit of a 
mild Sweat, were laudably advanced : there- 
fore taking the Indication from the Juvan- 
tia, we preſcribed the following Powder. 


Take Gaſcoign's Pewwder, balf a Dram; 
Saffron, in Powder, fix Grains : mix 
and make a Powder, to be taken every 


fixth hour, with the Julep. 


0 
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Ox the 7th Day, ſhe ſeem'd in good 
order, the Belly was moderately looſe, to 
wit, at longer Intervals, and without proſ- 
trating the Strength; neither did the miliary 
Puſtles ſhrink any thing thereby: for which 
reaſon we thought proper ſhe ſhould con- 
tinue the taking of the Bolus without Dia- 


ſcordium, and the Powder laſt ordered, with 


the Julep alternately. 


In the Evening, the Symptons return'd 


anew, with the difficulty of Breathing, and 
the Looſeneſs being increaſed: wherefore 
we alſo order'd the Bolus with Diaſcordium, 
and the other things as before. 

ON the 8th, altho' ſhe had taken the 
Diaſcordial Bolus, yet, as the Attendants 
told me, ſhe had neither ſweat, nor ſlept 
ſo well, as after the Theriacal Bolus, which 
I had preſcribed ; for ſhe was more reſt- 
leſs and hot, and breathed ſtill with greater 
difficulty, ſo we adviſed her to keep to the 
uſe of the Powder. 

Id the Evening ſhe ſeem'd to be affected 
with a new Exacerbation : but I judged it to 
be the former, not yet quite over ; therefore 
in lieu of the Diaſcordial Bolus, we ore 
dered the Theriacal to be repeated. 

O 3 ON 
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ON the gth, we heard ſhe had a very 
eaſy Night; and now we found all the 
Symptoms favourable, and the miliary Puſ- 
tles increas'd both in number and magni- 
tude : therefore we preſcribed the Bolus to 
be taken without Diaſcordium, or Venice- 
Treacle, in the Intervals of the Fits; for 
J have learn'd by Experience, that Opiates 
being taken in the time of the Exacerbation 
or Fit, have the beſt effect, eſpecially if 

Veſicatories be applied at the ſame time. 
On the 10th, we were greatly ſurprized 
to find the Patient, after enjoying a very 
calm and eaſy Night, to be ſo ſpent and ſunk 
under the greateſt Defect of Spirits, atten- 
ded with a cold and univerſal clammy Sweat, 
but eſpecially on the Hands: for which 
cauſe we preſcribed ten Grains of Saffron, 
to be taken in a ſmall Draught of Milk- 
Water, and a Suppoſitory of Honey and 
Hiera Picra to be put up; likewiſe, that 
(he ſhould take one Scruple of Goa-ſtone, 
with fix Grains of Saffron, every ſixth hour, 
and the Draught with Saffron, in caſe of 
Faintings, and cold Sweats; and alſo a 
pectoral Apozem, with an oily Linctus, 
for abating a ſmall tickling Cough now 
1 lately 
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lately riſen, leſt the Reliques of the mor- 


bifick Matter, ſhould now, upon the Puſ- 
tles beginning to dry up, ruſh upon the 
Veſſels of the Lungs. | 

Wr order'd nothing, on the following 


Saffron to be taken in Faintings, and a 
nouriſhing Diet to be uſed ; whereby the 
Patient's Forces were ſo recruited, that the 
Remains of the morbifick Matter were af- 
terwards ſafely thrown upon the Glandules 
of the Breaſt; but conſidering her Weak - 
neſs, I had a mind to delay the ripening of 
the aforeſaid Matter, by ordering her to 
take ſome Doſes of Quercetan's Tartar-Pills : 
which being done, the caſe ſucceeded ſo 
proſperouſly under the Care of that learned 
and eminent Surgeon Mr. Serjeant Bernard, 
that the Apoſtem ſuppurated gradually, and 
even without any pain, and in a few days 
was perfectly cured, and ſhe reſtored to 
Health. 

NEveRTHELESs, this fame Lady, ac- 
quainted another eminent Phyſician, ſome 
{mall time before her next Child-birth, that 
ſhe was ſeized in her laſt with a Fever ; 
and fear'd, by the inward Heat, which ſhe 

O 4 felt, 


ON beſides the pearl d Julep, and the 
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felt, that ſhe ſhould relapſe into the like 
again; wherefore that Phyſician order'd ten 
Ounces of Blood to be taken away : upon 
which, ſhe immediately perceived the Child 
to move more languid and weakly in the 
Womb; ſo that when the time of her De- 
livery was at hand, ſhe was ſo weaken'd, 
that before I could get to her, ſhe neceſſa- 
rily ſunk under the Throws of Travail, 
altho' the Infant lay right for the Birth. 
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HIST. XI. 
Of a Miliary Fever, proving almoſt 
mortal by Cold. 


Oward the end of Fuly 1706, I was 

ſent for to a Daughter of Mr. Smzth's, 

living in Bartholomew-Cleſe, immediately af- 

ter ſhe was brought to bed; to whom 

Mr. Springet was Apothecary, and Mrs. Sum- 
mers the Midwife. 

AFTER her Delivery, ſhe fell into an 

immoderate Flux of the Lochia, with a 

grievous Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, and Sink-

ing of the Spirits, attended with a frequent 
and weak Pulſe, and a Coldneſs on the 
back part of the Hands. Seeing no cauſe 
of theſe Symptoms could be aſſigned, either 
to the Birth, or the Placenta, they ſeem'd 
owing to a certain feveriſh Heat, exhaling 
its Spirit or Vapour, and deſtroying the 
retentive Faculty of the Veſſels, and mani- 
feſted a latent Miliary Fever; therefore 1 
preſcribed the following, 


Take Gaſeoign's Powder, one Scruple ; 
Caſtor, four Grains; Syrup of Cowſlips, 
as much as will make a Bolus: to be 
taken in one Spoonful of a common pearld 
Tulep, waſhing it down with four or 
five Spoonfuls more of the ſame. 


I propoſed this to myſelf, that by making 
a moderate Secretion by Sweating, I ſhould 
moderate the Uterine or Lochial Flux ; 
for as a more violent Fermentation or Mo- 
tion of the Blood diminiſhes a Secretion, ſo 
alſo does one Evacuation leſſen another: 
which two-fold Aphoriſm I learnt from my 
own repeated Obſervations. Neither could 
I fo ſafely have preſcribed either Aſtrin- 
gents or Opiates, leſt by the immoderate 
flowing of the Lochia, being thus reſtrained, 
a 
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a Defe&t of the natural Purgations might 
perhaps have followed : and how greatly 
ſuch an Effect or Accident is to be feared, 
both the Phyſicians and Midwives are well 
appriz'd of, 

THE Operation of the preſcribed Medica- 
ment confirmed the truth of my Conjecture 
in this caſe ; for the depreſſed Spirits were 
raiſed, and the Lochia moderately leſſen'd, 
after the taking of the Bolus. 

SECONDLY, I alſo foreſaw, that the Fe- 
ver would ſhortly diſcover its Nature, Yet, 
leſt the Patient's Friends ſhould think I con- 
ſulted my own Gain, I took no notice of 
it, but adviſed her to repeat the Bolus Morn- 
ing and Evening, keep in Bed, and refrain 
all Company, and Commotions of Mind ; 
to take Chicken-Broth for her Food, and 
alſo Water-Gruel now and then with Wine 
in it, and Sage-Poſſet for her ordinary Drink, 
adding ſome Drops of Spirit of Hartſhorn 
to each Draught: in caſe the Diapho- 
reſis ſhould ſlacken, and in Faintneſs of 
Spirits, the Sal volatile Oleoſum, after the 
ſame manner. This being done, I took 
leave of the Patient for ſome days. 


THIRDLY, 
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THIRDLY, At my return, I was told by 
the Servants, that ſhe had diligently ob- 
ſerved my Orders, and was in a hopeful 
and tolerable State, excepting only the Va- 
pours, which troubled her, (as they call'd 
them ;) for ſhe was low ſpirited, had an 
Oppreſhon of her Breaſt, with Watchings, 
and a Diſturbance of Mind, when com- 
poſing herſelf to ſleep, and was alſo affec- 
ted with irregular Returns of hot and cold 
Fits, and eſpecially upon an Intermiſſion 
of Sweating : from which Symptoms, I 
was ſtill more certify'd, that the miliary 
Puſtles would break out at laſt. 

THe Fever held on much after this man- 
ner, even to the 11th of Auguſt ; whereon 
I was calld from Dinner to the Patient, 
being ſeized very ſuddenly with a Syncope 
or Swooning, and who was judged by her 
Relations to be juſt a dying. When I got 
to her, I heard ſhe had riſen from her Bed, 
and thereupon fell forthwith into a Syn- 
cope; neither recover'd ſhe out of it, till 
put in Bed again: but I ſurmiſing that 
the miliary Puſtles had appear'd, and been 


ſtruck in again by the cold Air, found them 


indeed 
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indeed upon her naked Breaſt, but depreſſed 
or ſunk in riſing. 

I thought it not proper in this caſe to 
apply to Medicines vehemently heating, leſt 
by ſpurring on too rapidly the Blood's Mo- 
tion, I might hinder a more plentiful and 
hopeful Crop of Puſtles : But I determined 
rather to make choice of ſuch kind of Re- 
medies, which being milder, would more 
happily raiſe a Diaphoreſis, and by throw- 
ing out the Puſtles, exalt the depreſſed Spi- 


rits ; with which view I preſcribed as fol- 
lows, 


Take Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, one Scru- 
ple; Oriental Bezoar, Saffron, each 
half a Scruple ; with a ſufficient quan- 
tity of Syrup of Cawſlips, make a Bo- 
lus : to be taken in one Spoonful of the 
following Fulep, waſhing it down with 
a ſmall Draught of the ſame, 


Take Black-Cherry Water, ten Ounces ; 
compound Angelica Water, one Ounce 
and à half; pearld Sugar, a ſufficient 
quantity, mix and make a TFulep : to 
be taken as above, and at other times 
when faint or low ſpirited, and repeat 
the Bolus every fixth hour, 

OE RD Take 
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Take Sal volatile Oleoſum, half an Ounce ; 
whereof” ſhe may take twenty Drops now 
and then in a Draught of her ordi- 
nary Drink ; and let Plaiſters be laid 
to the Soles of her Feet, 


On the 12th day ſhe found herſelf much 
eaſier, for her Spirits were neither ſo much 
ſunk nor diſturbed, and the Puſtles were 
more crouded together, riſen higher up, 
and of greater Extent ; whence it is evi- 
dent, that they had ſtruck in by the Cold, 
for otherwiſe, it is not to be ſuppoſed, 
they could have ſo great and fo ſudden a 
Progreſs: therefore I order'd her to perſiſt 
in the uſe of the Bolus and the Julep, and 
take two Spoonfuls of ſmall Treacle Water 
in Languors or Faintings. | 

On the 13th, ſeeing every thing appear'd 
hopeful, I, to avoid wearying the Patient 
with often viſiting, and ordering of Medi. 
cines, adviſed her to continue the follow- 
ing even to the 17th day, 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, one Scruple ; 


Caſtor, four Grains; Syrup of Cow- 
flips, as much as will make a Bolus: 
70 
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to be taken every ſixth hour, with a 
ſmall Draught of the pearld Fulep. 


Take Caſtor, fix Grains; Aſa Fætida, 
twelve Grains; Syrup of Cowſlips, as 
much as will form them into fix Pills; 

whereof ſhe may take two in the Inter- 


' wals, for continuing the Flux of the 
Lochia. 


ON the 17th, the Puſtles being now 
dried up, the Patient ſeem'd every way in 
good order, faving a cold clammy Sweat 
returning by times : to obviate which, and 
prevent any Accident ariſing from the Puſ- 
tles now dried away, I adviſed her to per- 
ſevere in the uſe of the Bolus for ten 
days time; and if, on her riſing out of 
Bed, ſhe ſhould perceive any Deficiency or 
Sinking of the Spirits, to return immedi- 
ately into it again, and take the above 
preſcribed Bolus. By obſerving which Di- 
rections, ſhe recover'd her perfect State of 
Health. 
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of a Miliary Fever, with a moſt 


n Delirium. 


JAT 24, 1699, I was call'd to a 
young Maid of Mr. Powell's, living 


in Baſingballiſtreet, who had Mr. Dalton 
for their Apothecary. 


Suk was ſeiz d at firſt in the Country 
with a Pain of the Head, and ſome mild 
Returns of Heat and Coldneſs, together with 
a great Sinking of the Spirits, and an Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt, cauſing Sighs ; which 
Symptoms, the Domeſticks ſuppoſed to 
ariſe from an Obſtruction of her Menſes, 
and from thence the Vapours, as they term 
them. 

BuT ſeeing they daily increaſed upon 
her, I was conſulted ; and at my firſt Viſit, 
on the ſaid Day, found her labouring un- 
der a quick and weak Pulſe, and an ex- 
ceeding Languor or Faintneſs; and ſhe be- 
came ſo vehemently delirious, as to know 

nothing 
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nothing at all ſhe ſaid, or how to return 
any Anſwer; but bawl'd and hollow'd 
aloud, even to the Diſturbance of the Neigh- 
bourhood : whence I judged this would 
prove a Miliary Fever. But by her omit- 
ting thus far a due Regimen, the Matter 
requiſite for generating the Puſtles was 
partly inherent or fixed in the Blood, and 
partly thrown upon the Nerves. _ 

THEREFORE I order'd a Clyſter. Of the 
common Decoction for a Clyſter, eight 
Ounces; Honey of Mercury, three Ounces; 
Kitchin Sugar, as much as is neceſſary, mix 
and make a Clyſter, to be thrown up im- 
mediately : alſo Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be 
applied to the Wriſts ; and after the Clyſ- 
ter had done working, the following Bolus 
to be taken every ſixth hour. 


Take Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, half 4 
Dram; Gaſeoign's Powder, one Scruple ; 
Saffron, four Grains; Piony Seeds, ſox 
Grains ; Syrup of Orach, as much as 
will make a Bolus: to be taken in one 
Spoonful of the following Fulep, drinking 
immediately after it four Spoonfuls more 
of the ſame. 


Take 
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Take Black-Cherry Water, eight Ounces ; 
compound Piony, Syrup of ftinking Orach, 
each one Ounce * mix and make a Fu- 
lep. | 

And for promoting the Terms, I preſcribed 
the following Pills. 


Take Aſſa Fetida, ten Grains; Caſtor, 
five Grains; Syrup of Orach, as much 


as will form them into ſix Pills, two of 


which may be taken every ſiæth hour, 
in the Intervals of the Bolus. 


And if ſhe continued raving without ſleep, 
that one Grain of Londen Laudanum ſhould 
be added to the Bolus, to be taken about 
four o'-clock in the Morning. 

O the 25th, her Pulſe continued to be 
quick and weak, and the noiſy Raving no- 
thing abated ; but yet ſhe was not con- 
ſtantly delirious, ſo her Friends had omit- 
ted the Bolus with Laudanum : and for that 
reaſon, I alſo order'd the Bolus without 
Laudanum to be continued with the Julep 


and Pills. 


Ix the Evening, the Diſtemper appear'd 


more favourable; for ſhe began now to

ſweat, and a few miliary Puſtles broke out 
upon her Breaſt: yet her Belly, notwith-

commanded another to be injected.

the Operation of the Clyſter, that ſhe 
ſhould take the following Bolus. 


| Conſerve of Sorrel, half a Dram; Gaf- 
|| coign's Powder, one Scruple ; Syrup of | 
| Baum, as much as will make a Bolus : 


to be repeated every fifth hour. 


To theſe I added a Mucilage of Quince 
and Fleawort Seeds, extracted in Barley- 
Water, and ſweeten'd with Syrup of Raſp— 
ly! berries, to be taken by Spoonfuls, and ſwal- 
jow'd leiſurely down. 
bi On the 26th day, the Aſſiſtants told me, 

that the Patient had ſlept a little, after the 

Clyſter was come away, and had kept ſweat- 

ing the whole Night; for now the miliary 
Puſtles ſthew'd more numerous, and the 

Sighings 
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Sighings leſs frequent : therefore I ordered 


the Bolus to be repeated, 

IN the Evening, I was inform'd, ſhe had 
ſuffer'd an Exacerbation of all the Symptoms; 
and in her violent raving, had fo thrown 
about in bed, that the Sweating entirely ſtopt 
thereby : in order to reſtore which, and 
pacify the turbulent Spirits, I adviſed the 
uſe of Camphor, (which I had often expe- 
rienc'd in a like caſe,) with the following 
Emulſion. 


Take white Poppy-Seeds, two Drams ; 
faveet Almonds blanch'd, number fifteen ; 
beat them with a due quantity of Bar- 
ley-Water, by pouring on now and then 
three Pints of the ſame Decoction: 
ftrain, and feveeten it with white Sugar 
for her conſtant Drink, 


I alfo order'd, that the Julep ſhould be 
repeated, with the Laudanum Bolus, the 
next Morning. 

O the 27th, I was told, that the Pa- 
tient ſcarce ſlept any thing after taking the 
Laudanum ; but by virtue of the Camphor, 
a breathing Sweat had continued upon her 
all Night, and more Puſtles were ſprung 
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up : therefore I adviſed the Bolus without 
Laudanum to be continued. 

Od the 28th, the ſaid Puſtles ſeem'd 
incredibly thick and numerous, which yet 
had not prevail'd ſo far, but the Delirium 
and bawling Fury return'd again : where- 
fore, ſeeing I had often experienc'd the 
Efficacy of Diaphoretick Antimony, as 
well for expelling the Puſtles, as for ap- 
peaſing a Delirium, I preſcrib'd as follows. 


Take Diaphoretick Antimony, Gaſcoigns 
Paxwder, each ten Grains: mix them 
together, to be taken three times a day, 
in one Spoonful of the following Julep, 
drinking ſive Spoonfuls more of the ſame 
immediately after each Doſe. 


Take Black-Cherry Water, ſix Ounces ; 
Baum Water, four Ounces; Plague 
Water, two Ounces ; Syrup of Baum, 
one Ounce : mix and make a Fulep. 


And for the inward Heat and Thirſt, and 
the dry and ſordid Tongue, I alſo order'd 
two Pints of Barley-Water, ſweeten'd with 
three Ounces of Syrup of Violets, for her 
common Drink. 


ON 
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On the 29th, the Puſtles, after a much 
quieter Night than before, were become 
{till larger ; whence alſo her Clamour and 
Delirium were moderated : yet her Hands 
and Tongue being dry and parcht, I or- 
dered half a Scruple of Sal Prunella to be 
added to the Bolus, and that ſhe ſhould 
drink a Quart of the Apozem daily, and 
have Bliſtering-Plaiſters applied to her 
Legs. 

On the 3oth, all the Symptoms were 
laudable ; for which cauſe, I adviſed her to 
continue the uſe of the laſt preſcribed Re- 
medies to the 12th of June. Laſtly, about 
the 16th of the ſame Month, I preſcribed 
one Scruple of Qyercetan's Tartar-Pills, to 
be taken every other, or third Night, for 
fix times ; which being done, ſhe recover'd 
her Health beyond all Expectation, both of 
the Family, and others that ſaw her,

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HIST. XIII. 


Of a Miliary Fever, with Loſs 
of Memory. 


PRIL 4, 1701, I was ſent for to 
Mr. Buller in Newington-Butts ; to 
whom Mr. Hunter was Apothecary. 
AFTER he had made a Journey to Lon- 
don, he was ſeized with a grievous Pain of 
the Back, Sickneſs at Stomach, Vomiting 
and a Dyſury: which Symptoms he took 
to be ſimply Nephritick, and had taken 
ſome Medicines proper for that purpoſe inef- 
fectually. I viſited him on the aforeſaid 
Day, and becauſe he made no mention 
amongſt the other Antecedents, of the Sink- 
ing of his Spirits, and Sighings, I therefore 
order'd the following Emetick Draught. 


Take Vomiting Salt of Vitriol, 3 Drams ; 
divide it into fix Doſes, and let each of 
them be taken in ane Spoonful of com- 
pound Walnut Water, drinking after 
them a Draught of Carduus Drink. 

And 
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And as ſoon as the Vomiting is over, that 
he ſhould take two Scruples of the Stomach- 
Pills with Gums, for carrying off the Re- 
mains of the Humours, and of the Vomi- 
tory; and for cleanſing the Urinary Paſ- 
ſages, to drink two Pints of Stretham Wa- 
ters the next Morning. 

ON the 5th, the Vomiting and Sickneſs 
went off, and the Purging Waters came 
freely away both by Urine and Stool ; yet 
the Pain of the Back remain'd, tho' not 
ſo violent: and he was alſo affected with 
irregular Returns of hot and cold Fits, his 
Pulſe likewiſe was quick and weak, and a 
great Penury or Deficiency of Spirits, and 
an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with Sighing, 
moleſted him: whence I gueſſed this would 
end in a Miliary Fever, fo I preſcribed the 


following. 


Take Goa-flone, Pulvis de Gutteta, each 
ten Grains: mix and make a Powaer, 
to be taken every ſixth hour, in a ſmall 
Draught of the Pearld Fulep. 


ON the 6th, the Faintneſs and Sighing 
were eaſier; but ſeeing the Pain of the 
Back rather grew worſe, I ordered, beſides 

1 the 
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the former Powder, a Clyſter of the com- 
mon Decoction, and Honey of Mercury to 
be injected : and after it was come away, 


that he ſhould take one Scruple of Gaſcorgn's 
Powder in the following Draught. 


Take Milk-Water, three Ounces ; Epide- 
mick Water, Syrup of white Poppies, 
Oil of fiveet Almonds, each half an 
Ounce: mix and make a Hauſtus. 


And laſtly, that a Mucilage ſhould be pre- 
pared to ſoften the Tongue withal. 

ON the 7th, the Pain was abated, but 
the Spirits diſturbed and ſunk, perhaps 
owing to the Diacodium taken the Night 
before; for which cauſe, I ordered Bliſter- 
ing-Plaiſters to be laid forthwith to the 
inſide of the Arms, and the following 
Draught for keeping up the Sweating. 


Take Mill-Water, three Ounces; Epide- 
mich Water, half an Ounce; Goasſtone, 
Pulvis de Gutteta, each one Scruple : 
mix them. 


And to take, in caſe of. great Failure, or 
Sinking of the Spirits, a Draught of pearl'd 
Julep, and one Spoonful or two of Treacle.. 


Water by turns ; and for the ſmall trembling 
4 
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of the Tongue and Hands, that twenty Drops 
of Spirit. of Lavender ſhould be given him 
now and then in a Draught of his common 
Drink, 

On the 8th Day, the miliary Puſtles 
made their Appearance, and thereupon the 
Pain of the Back became much eaſier, and 
the Spirits ſomewhat briſker, and leſs di- 
ſturbed; therefore I commanded that the 
laſt preſcribed Draught, and the following 
Bolus, ſhould be taken alternately. 


Take Oriental Bezoar, Saffron, each ten 
Grains; Syrup of Cowſlips, as much 
as will make a Bolus. 


HERETO I added an Apozem of Barley- 
Water, two Pints, and Syrup of Violets, 
three Ounces, to ſerve as a Vehicle, both 
to the Medicines, and to the Matter of the 
Puſtles to be driven outwards, as likewiſe 
for waſhing the Reins and urinary Paſlages, 
and alſo for gently relaxing the Belly, for 
the moſt part too coſtive ; and I further 
order'd a few ſmall Spoonfuls of Treacle- 
Water to be added to a Draught of the 
Apozem, 


ON 
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On the gth Day, the Tremor was aug- 
mented, and that with ſome Signs of a 
flight Delirium: yet by reaſon the Puſtles 
{till appeared larger and ranker, and the 
Spirits leſs depreſſed or flat, I gave orders 
for a continuance of all the laſt Preſcrip- 
tions. 

ON the 1oth, the bad Symptoms, ap- 
pearing the Day before, were vaniſh'd ; but 
now a ſmall Cough ariſing, troubled the 
Patient : wherefore to prevent the Reliques 
of the morbifick Matter from falling upon 


the Lungs, after the Puſtles were dried up, 
I preſcrib'd this Linctus. 


Take Oil of fweet Almonds, two Ounces ; 

Syrup of Ground-Toy, and of Maiden- 

Hair, each one Ounce; white Sugar, as 
much as is ſufficient to make a Linus. 


And that he fhould drink, in lieu of the 
former Apozem, the following Ptiſan, made 
of the Pectoral Decoction clarified, and 
Milk-Water, each one Pint, mixt for his 
ordinary Drink. And in caſe of Faintings, 
to take twenty Drops of the following 
Mixture in a Draught of the Ptiſan. 


Take 
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Take Tinfure of Caſtor, two Drams; 
Sal Volatile Oleoſum, half an Ounce > 


mix them. 


And laſtly, that he ſhould keep to the uſe 
of the Hauſtus and Boles. 

On the 11th, ſeeing all things remain'd 
much in the ſame condition, as on the 
day before, I commanded the ſame Reme- 
dies to be repeated. 


ON the 12th, the Spirits, by reaſon of 
the laſt Night's Watchings, ſeem'd ſome- 
what diſturbed, but not much ſunk ; and 
as to the other things, the Patient was mo- 
derately holden, and the Puſtles tending to 
dryneſs: yet leſt the Reliques of the Diſ- 
temper ſhould be transferr'd into the Blood 
and Nerves, I order'd a Veſicatory to be 
applied between the Shoulders, and the uſe 
of the Rolus, and pearl'd Julep, to be con- 
tinued. 
O the 15th, he was quit of the Fever, 
and had only ſome ſlight Diſturbance of the 
Spirits upon him ; for which I commanded 
the Clyſter to be repeated : and leſt he 
ſhould roo ſoon leave off the uſe of his 
Medicines, that he ſhould take the Bolus, 
I with 
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with the Julep, Night and Morning, and 
when faint or ſick. 
Od the 18th, he perceived his Head to 


be much relieved, by taking ſome purging 


Pills; and tho' his Lungs eſcaped fate, by 
means of the recited Precaution, yet an 
Apoſtem aroſe, by the Reliques of the Diſ- 
temper being driven to the outward Parts, 
which was cured in a ſhort time by the 
Care of Mr. Hunter. 

ALTHOUGH the Patient's Memory was 
greatly damag'd by this Fever; yet by 
uſing an exact Diet, he perfectly regain'd 
his Faculties and Strength in two Months 
Space. | 


Note, That the Symptoms firſt percepti- 
ble in a Miliary Fever, do generally invade 
a part formerly affected, as happen'd in the 
now deſcribed Caſe. 
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Of a Miliary Fever, proving deadly 
by taking of an Emulſion. 


N the 1oth of September, in the Year 

1700, I was ſent for to the Honcur- 
able Eſq; Trevor's Coachman's Wife, living 
in Chandler's Row, (or Buildings) and then 
lying in Child-bed ; to whom Mr. Hunter 
was Apothecary. 

Sur was ſeiz'd, on the third Day after 
her Delivery, with a feveriſh Shivering, and 
a ſucceeding Heat, like a Milk-Fever, and 
was alſo affected with the greateſt Languor, 
and Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, with Sighing, 
and perpetual Watchings Day and Night ; 
which Symptoms being taken for merely 
hyſterical, this Patient had alſo made trial 
of ſome hyſterick Medicines, to no pur- 
poſe : wherefore I was deſired to viſit her, 

by that moſt worthy Gentleman Sir Thomas 
Lane, to whom the Patient's Huſband had 
formerly been a Servant. When I firſt 


came 
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came to her, I found her labouring under 
a quick and weak Pulſe, a Diſturbance of 
Spirits, an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, Sigh- 
ings, and an inward Heat; and altho' her 
Urine was like that in health, yet the Palms 
of her Hands were hot : all which, as they 
ſeem'd to indicate a Military Fever, ſo alſo 
ſome Puſtles then appearing upon her naked 
Breaſts, confirm'd me in this opinion; 
therefore I preſcribed as uſual the following 
Powder, to be taken every ſixth hour, 


Take Gaſcoign's Powder, one Scruple; 


| Saffron, ten Grains: mix and make a 


Powaer. 


ON the 11th, the miliary Puſtles were 
wonderouſly crouded together, whereby the 
Patient had alſo a very eaſy Night, and the 
Diſturbance of the Spirits, and the Sighings 
were moderated, ſo I order'd the Powder 
and Julep to be continued for three Days, 
and ſome Drops of Spirit of Hartſhorn to 


be taken in common Drink, when faint or 
IOW. 
ON the 14th, the Eruption of the Puſ- 
tles were {till more viſible ; the Faintings 
and Oppreſſion of the Breaſt being now 


gone 
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gone off, ſhe ſcarce perceived any other 
Diſorder, beſides the inward Heat; and 

that Heat perhaps remained, either becauſe 
the Patient had not as yet drunk Diluters, 
or not in a ſufficient quantity: whence I 
order'd her to drink Milk-Water for her 
conſtant Drink, and alſo take ſome Spoon- 
fuls of Treacle-Water in a Draught of the 
ſame, to keep up an Equilibrium between 
the Drink and the Medicines ; eſpecially if 
either the Languor and Oppreſſion ſhould 
return, or the Sweating ceaſe: and laſtly 
that Bliſtering-Plaiſters ſhould be applied 
to the infide of the Arms, both for more 
happily enlarging the Puſtles, as well as 
preventing any bad Accident. 

On the 15th and 16th, ſeeing the Dit- 
temper appear'd the ſame, I order'd the 
laſt Preſcriptions to be repeated. 

ON the 17th, the Patient, by omitting 
the uſe of the Milk-Water, fell into a ſlight 
Dyſury: therefore Mr. Hunter the Apothe- 
cary was preſently ſent for, but he being 
ablent, another was call'd in ; who hav- 
ing only the Sharpneſs of Urine in view, 
ſent a Pint of Emulſign to be drank, where- 
by the Sweating ſuddenly ſtopt, and ſhe 

N Was 
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was taken with a grievous Oppreſſion, and 
Difficulty of Breathing. I was ſent for at 
laſt, but before I got to her, the Caſe was 
deſperate, and ſhe in a ſmall time after ex- 
pired. 

It is evident from this Hiſtory, how the 
ſmalleſt Error in this Fever expoſes the 
Patient to the greateſt Danger.

Of a Miliary Fever, with an Ulcer, 
and Stone of the Kidneys. 


Ebruary 27, 1707, I was conſulted 

for Mrs. Couts, living in Mark-lane, 

and then in Child-bed ; who had Mr, Hun- 
ter for her Apothecary. 

SHE, for ſome Years before, was troubl'd 
with a Pain of her Left-ſide; which many, 
for that reaſon, ſuppoſed owing to the 
Spleen, becauſe it ſeem'd to occupy the 
Side near the fore part of that Viſcus: 
whereas truly it was the fore part of the 
left Kidney that was affected. 


THE 


ie 
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TAE Patient's whole nervous Genus had 
contracted, by the Nephritick Malady, a 
Weakneſs and other Diſorders; ſhe was 
very ſubject to fall into a Ptyaliſm, or Flux 
of Spittle, and for two Months before ſhe 


was brought to bed, ſhe felt an inward 


Heat, which (as before remarked) doth of- 
ten precede, (and eſpecially in pregnant 
Women, a little before their Delivery) a 
miliary Fever; at laſt ſhe fell in Labour, 
and got to Bed, before the Midwife could 
get to her. 

AFTER ſome Days, ſhe felt at firſt a 


Pain in the left Side, and after that in the 
right, with a Shivering ; and laſtly, was 


moleſted with irregular Returns of hot and 


cold Fits. 


T xt Day whereon I firſt viſited her, 
the Pulſe was quick and weak, the Tongue 


whitiſh and moiſt, much like as in health, 


and the Urine after the ſame manner, but 
without any Sediment; the hot and cold 


Fits returned irregularly, the Back of the 


Hands was moderately warm, while the 
Palms were very hot. As Sleep had forſaken 
her, ſo alſo her Spirits were under a great 
Hurry and Commotion ; hereto alſo was 
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added a Ringing of the Ears, a Palpitation 
of the Heart, a Dyſpnæa returning ir- 
regularly, and a violent Oppreſſion with 
Sighings, and ſometimes alſo a trembling of 
the Hands; and by reaſon of the Spitting 
being totally ſtopt, and the Lochia coming 
away very ſparingly, ſhe was both delirious, 
and alſo ſeiz d with ſome ſlight convulſive 
Motions; by which Symptoms, I was ſen- 
ſible, this wou'd be a miliary Fever, and eſ- 
pecially by the Defect of Spirits, and Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt with Sighings, which 
I look upon as the Pathognomonick Signs 
of a miliary Fever; and by the Difficulty 
of Breathing, the Trembling and the Weak- 
neſs preceding the Fever, I perceived it 
wou'd prove a dangerous one. 

I had therefore a twofold Indication in 
view, 70 wit, to raiſe a Diaphoreſis, and 
relieve each of the Symptoms. 

To fatisfy the former, and alſo reſtore 
the Lochia, and abate the Dyſpnza, I pre- 
ſcrib'd the following Bolus. 


Take Gaſcoign Powder, Sperma Ceti, each 
one Scruple ; Caſtor, four Grains; Sy- 
rup of White Poppies, as "ney as will 

| make 
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make a Bolus: To be taken every fxth 
Hour, in a Draught of the following 
Julep. 

Take Black Cherry-water, ten Ounces ; 
Compound Bryony, ene Ounce and half”; 
White Sugar, a ſuffcrent Quantity : 
Mix, and make a Fulep, to be taken as 
above, and in Faintings. 


SECONDLY, for relieving the Dyſpnza; 
and diminiſhing the morbifick Matter, and 
defending the Head, I ordered a bliſtering 
Plaiſter to be applied to the Neck. 

AND to renew the Spitting, dilute the 
Blood, and by that means promote an E- 
ruption of the Puſtles, and likewiſe prevent 
a Dyſury, ariſing from the Veſicatory, J 
preſcribed the following Apozem. 


Take Pectoral Decoftion, one Pint and 
half; Compound Piony-water, one Ounce 
and half; Syrup of Marſhmallows, and 
of Fujebs, each one Ounce : Mix, and 
make an Apozem, whereof ſhe may take 
a Draught frequently. 

And to promote the Sweating, that 20 


Drops of Spirit of Hartſhorn be added to 


a Draught of the Apozem. 
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Tu IR DLV, To eaſe the Pain of the Side, 
I order'd the following Draught to be ta- 


ken, with one Scruple of Gaſcoign Pow- 
der. 


Take Baum-water, two Ounces; Com- 
pound Bryony-water, Syrup of White 
Poppies, Oil of fiveef Almonds, each 
half an Ounce : Mix them for an Hau- 


tus. 


And for the better promoting the Ptyaliſm 
or Spitting, I permitted her to make uſe f 
a certain Gargle, which ſhe had before made 
proof of. 
MorEoveR, I ſtrictly charg'd the Pa- 
tient to avoid too much talking, and the 


| Noiſe of many Viſitants; ſo that if ſhe 


could not ſleep, ſhe might not at leaſt be 
diſturbed. I alſo adviſed her to drink plen- 
tifully of Sage-Poſſet a little warm'd, for 
abating the inward Heat, and encouraging 
the Sweating. 

ON the 28th, the Pain of the Side was 
much eaſier, and ſhe now lay quietly, al- 
tho' ſhe got no ſleep in the Night; the 
Head alſo more compoſed, and the Reſpi- 
ration freer ; yet the Pulſe was ſtill frequent 

and

and weak, but with a more equal Tenour: 


and beſides, the Palpitation of the Heart, and 


the Tremor continued, with ſome Appear- 


ances of con vulſive Motions, Notwithſtand- 
ing a gentle and univerſal Sweat now riſen, 
the external Heat was alſo more regular, 
and every where alike in the Hands; the 
Tongue and Urine the fame as on the Day 
before: And altho' tac Breaſt was ſtill op- 
preſſed, and the Spirits ſunk and low, yet 
the Sighings were not ſo frequent. All 
which being well conſider'd, I preſcribed 
after this manner : 


Take Gaſcoign Powder, one Scruple ; Saf- 
fron, Pulv. de Gutteta, each ten Grains; 
Compound Syrup of Piony, as much as 
will make a Bolus ; to be taken about 
three a clock in the Afternoon, and 6

And that the former Apozem ſhould be con- 
tinued.

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BuT when I was going to take leave, 
the Nurſe happening to whiſper ſomething 
in my Ear, the Patient thought ſhe had 
ſaid, ſhe would ſaortly become mad ; which 
ſo diſturbed her Mind, that a little after ſhe 
fell into a Delirium, (from which ſhe had 
hitkerto been kept free by my firſt Preſcrip- 
tion.) Therefore the Apothecary was ſent 
to tell me, that Mr. Cots wou'd take it 
kindly, if I would join in Conſultation his 
uſual Phyſician, who had ſerv'd himſelf and 
Family new for many Years; that in 
chance I fhonld be call'd away, he would be 
ready upon occaſion, 

Wr met in the Evening, and entring 
immediately in Conſultation, that Phyſician 
ſetting little by the primary Indication of 
continuing the Sweating, urged the Neceſ- 
ſity of more heating Remedies; which I 
not agreeing to, we preſcribed the follow- 


ing: 


Take Goa Stone, ten Grains; Crabs Eyes 
prepared, one Scruple ; Saffron, ſive 
Grains; Caſtor, four Grains; Com- 
found Syrup of Piony, as much as will 
make a Bolus; to be taken at Nine a 
N | jy 
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clock, in one Spoonful of the following 


TFulep, waſhing it down with five Spoon- 
fuls more of the ſame. 

Take Baum water, fix Ounces ; Penny- 
royal-water, and Compound Bryony-Wwa- 
ter, each one Ounce and half; Crabs 
Eyes, and Pearl prepared, each tao 

\ Scruples; White Sugar, as much as 1s 
ſufficient: Mix, and make a Julep, and 
apply bliflering Plaifters to her Wrijls. 


March iſt, We heard the Patient had 


{ſpent the whole Night in Watchings, and 


now tound her labouring under a great Un- 
eaſineſs, a burning Heat, and a Delirium; 
for the ſweating Medicine, and the Diluter 
had been omitted : Wherefore I propoſed 


the Diaphoretick Antimony, an approved 


Remedy both for driving out the miliary 
Puſtles, as well as abating a Delirium; but 
after a long Debate he at laſt conſented, and 
we agreed to preſcribe the following : 


Take Diaphoretick Antimony, one Scrufle ; 
Goa Stone, twelve Grains; Caſtor, a 
few. Grains; Syrup of Cloves, as much 
as will make a Bolus; to be taken every 


fixth Hour, with the former TFulep. 
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And alfo, that Plaiſters ſhould he laid to the 
Soles of her Feet. 

On the 2d Day, ſhe had an involuntary 


Dropping of Urine, but that ſeem'd owing 
to the Veſicatories ; for the Delirium being 
gone off, ſhe had recover'd her Underſtand- 
ing: Her Breathing was alſo eaſier, and the 
convulſive Motions ſcarce perceptible ; and 
looking upon her Neck, we found a certain 
red Puſtle there, which the other Phyſician 
affirmed, it argued this was no miliary Fe- 
ver ; but after I had convinc'd him of his 
Error, from the other Symptoms, we una- 
nimouſly agreed, that the laſt Preſcriptions 
ſhould be continued. 

On the zd, we beheld upon her Breaſt 
the miliary Puſtles, without any other ſort 
of Exanthemata, whereby all the Symptoms 
were likewiſe appeaſed ; for altho' ſhe had 
paſs d a ſleepleſs Night, yet by means of a 
moderate breathing Sweat, ſhe lay quiet and 
compoſed, with a free and eaſy Breath- 
ing. 


NEveRTHELESs, that ſame Phyſician had | 


a great deſite to uſe, inſtead of thoſe Reme- 
dies by whoſe Uſe we had obtain'd the de- 
fired End, more heating Medicines, for ex- 

alting 
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alting the Spirits, (as he term'd it:) but 
when, after a long Conteſt, I could not a- 
gree thereto, I allowed him to make the 
Experiment himſelf, and defired the Apo- 
thecary and Nurſe, to obſerve well in the 
Interim, the Effect of thoſe hot Medica- 
ments; and ſo he preſcribed as follows: 


Take Confection of Alkermes without Per- 
fumes, half a Dram; Gaſcoign's Pow- 
der, Contrayerva Stone, each twelve 
Grains; Salt of Amber, five Grains; 
Caftor, three Grains 5 Syrup of Citron- 
Peel, as much as will make a Bolus, to 
be taken every fifth Hour ; waſhing it 
down with four Spoonfuls of the follow- 
ing Fulep. 


Take Baum-water, Milk-water, each four 
Ounces; Compound Scordium-water, tuo 
Ounces; Compound Bryony, one Ounce 
and half; Prepar'd Pearl, four Scruples 
and with a ſufficient Quantity of White 
Sugar, make a Fulep; to be taken as 
above, and at other times, when faint 


or ſick. 


ON 
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O the 4th, we were informed, that the 
Patient had been very reſtleſsall the Night ; 
ſo thro' the Extremity of Sickneſs, hot 
Sweats flow'd out over all her Body : And 
moreover, ſhe was afflicted with a grievous 
Oppreſſion, a Difficulty of Breathing, and 
ſtrong convulſive Motions frequently retur- 
ning; all which was accompanied with a 
very quick and vermicular Pulſe. 

PERHAPS the aforeſaid Doſe, as to its 
Quantity, may not ſeem to be ſo very heat- 
ing; yet ſeeing it was to be taken at ſhor- 
ter Intervals, and by a Patient, both now 
and heretofore ſubje& to a feveriſh Effer- 
veſcence, and where the Kidney was affect- 
ed with its own proper Diſtemper, a leſs 
Doſe would have done better than a larger. 

Yer that other Phyſician, when we were 
going aſide to conſult, aſk'd me, what was 
now to be done? I poſitively told him, 
there was no room left either for Hope 
or Conſultation ; but he had ſtill ſome hopes 
of Recovery by the Sweats ; and I, on the 
contrary, took them to be meerly colli- 
quative, ariſing from the Agony and vene- 
nate Nature of the Diſtemper. At laſt, 

2 after 
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after debating the Matter pro & con, we or- 
der'd, 

LARGE and ſharp Bliſtering-Plaiſters to be 
applied to the Inſide of the Thighs, and to 
repeat the Plaiſters to the Soles of the Feet, 
and the following to be prepared : 


Take Oriental Bezoar, one Scruple ; Dia- 
phoretick Antimony, twelve Grains; 
Confection of Alkermes without Muſe, 
one Scruple; Syrup of Cloves, as much 
as will malam them into a Bolus; to be 
taken immediately, with four Spoonfuls 


of the laſt preſcribed Fulep. 


Take Tincture of Caſtor, two Drams ; 
whereof ſhe may take ſixteen Drops in a 
Draught of her ordinary Drink. 


Take white Decoction, one Pint and half; 
Barley Cinamon-water, four Ounces ; 
white Sugar, as much as will ſiveeten 


it, for her ordinary Drink. 


But before the Medicines were got ready, 
the Patient expired. 

Uro opening her dead Body, we found 
the Inteſtines, as often happens, to be great- 
ly diſtended with Flatus's or Wind, and 

| | their 
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their capillary Veſſels filled with Blood; 
but the larger, and eſpecially thoſe on the 
internal Surface of the Peritonæum, with a 
blackiſh ſtagnant Blood, reſembling a Gan- 
grene ; to wit, about the right Side, where 
the Patient lately complain'd moſt of the 
Pain: for her left Side formerly chiefly 
pain'd her, and therefore we beheld the 
Parenchyma of the left Kidney waſted, and 
its Tunicks full of Pus, with a large Stone, 
and ſome ſmall ones, lodged in the loweſt 
and fore Part thereof, 'The right Kidney 
appear d ſound, as did the Liver and Womb, 
but the Gall-bladder was diſtended, with a 
deep yellow Bile, and yellowiſh ſmall Stones. 

IT is plainly evident from thefe, that the 
Chronical, or old Pain, mentioned in the 
Recital of the Symptoms, was owing to 
the Stone of the left Kidney ; but the Hec- 
tick Intemperature, to the Ulcer, and per- 
haps to the ſmall Stones of the Gall-blad- 
der, hindering the Egreſs of the Bile ; and 
the new Pain in the right Kidney, to the 
ſtagnating Blood: For I have always found 
ſuch a kind of Pain, that is, the new one, to 
be conjoin'd with a Stagnation of the Blood, 
in other dead Subjects likewiſe, 
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H1ST. XVI. 


Of the Small Pox, with miliary 
Puſiles. 


'ULY ns, 1705. I was call'd to Mrs. 
Beck, the Wife of Mr. Beck, an emi- 

nent Merchant, who at that time dwelt at 
Hampſtead; to whom Mr. Sherwood was 
Apothecary. This fick Gentlewoman, be- 
ing in perfect Health before, was, on the 
13th Day of Fuly, ſeiz d with a vehement 
Pain of the Back, an Oppreſſion of the 
Breaſt, deep and heavy Sighings, and a De- 
fect of Spirits; from which Symptoms, the 
Pathognomonick, or true eſſential Signs of 

a miliary Fever, I was certify'd this was of 
the ſame kind, and foretold the miliary 
Puſtles wou'd ſhortly diſcover themſelves : 
And I alſo gave ſome Hints of ſuſpecting 
the Small Pox ; and this with the greater 
Probability, becauſe at that time they were 
very Epidemical, Therefore I adviſed her, 


for 
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for the Conveniency of viſiting her, to re- 
move to London ; and for the greater Safety 
in performing the Journey, I preſcribed a 
Powder of Oriental Bezoar, Gaſcoign's 
Powder, each one Scruple ; to be taken. 

Od the 16th, the Small Pox appear'd, 
intermix'd with miliary Puſtles ; fo I order'd 
one Scruple of Gaſcoign Powder to be ta- 
ken every ſixth Hour, in a ſmall Draught 
of the common pearl'd Julep ; and for pre- 
venting a Looſeneſs, and Difficulty of breath- 
ing, the white Decoction, and Pectoral A- 
pozem to be drank alternately ; whereby 
alſo a Vehicle was provided for conveying 
out the Matter both of the Small Pox and 
miliary Puſtles ; and for obviating in ſome 
meaſure a Clammineſs ariſing upon the 
Tongue. I alſo order'd an aſtringent Gargle, 
with a deſign of repelling the Small Pox 
from the Jaws. 

ON the 17th, the miliary Puſtles, and 
Small Pox appear'd very numerous ; yet the 
Patient made no Complaints of her Head, 
'Throat, Breaſt, or Stomach, being any 
ways diſorder d: The Oppreſſion and De- 
fect of Spirits were alſo milder, and ſhe on- 
ly wanted Sleep; an Accident very common 
in 


2 
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in a miliary Fever: Therefore I adviſed her 


to hold to the uſe of all the laſt Preſcrip- 


tions. 

In the Evening, ſhe was a little deliri- 
ous, not from any lack of miliary Puſtles, 
or Small Pox, for both were plentiful e- 
nough; but by reaſon of the continual 
Watchings: for which I preſcribed the 
Confection of Fracaſtorius, in the follow- 
ing Draught, as more ſuitable in this Fever, 
than either Laudanum, or the Syrup call'd 
Diacodium. 


Take Black Cherry-water, three Ounces ; 
Plague-water, three Drams ; Diaſcor- 
dium, one Scruple : Mix, and make an 
Hauſtus, to be taken in the Continuance 


of the Delirium. 


On the 18th, the Delirium, by a good 
Night's Sleep, abated ; but the Lady hav- 


ing newly conceived, ſuffer'd an Abortion, 


yet without any ill Symptom: there- 
fore I ordered the former Preſcriptions 


to be repeated, adding twelve Grains of 
prepar'd Pearl, to every Scruple of Gaſcoign's 
Powder; in order to prevent more effectually 
both 
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both a Diarrhcea, and an immoderate Lo- 
chial Flux. 

In the Evening, the Small Pox were vi- 
ſible enough; yet the Patient laboured un- 
der a grievous Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, and 
Sinking of the Spirits, with Sighings; which 
Symptoms, ſeeing they indicated a mild and 
continued Sweating, I for that reaſon or- 
dered the Gaſcoign Powder to be taken 
without Pearl, and with the following Ju- 
lep. 


Take Baum-water, eight Ounces ; Com- 
pound Piony-water, two Ounces ; Syrup 
of Cloves, one Ounce : Mix, and make 


a Fulep. 


I alſo adviſed her to keep to the uſe of the 
pectoral Apozem, adding twenty Drops of 
Spirit of Hartſhorn to each Draught, both 
for relieving the Sighings caus'd by the Op- 
preſſion, and alſo for continuing a more 
plentiful Sweating. For where the Small 
Pox are ſolitary, and the Spirits may be 
raiſed without a Diaphoreſis, I chuſe rather 


the Sal volatile * than Spirit of 
Hartſhorn. 


ON 
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Ox the 19th, the Face and Limbs ſwell'd 
a little, but the Small Pox were moſtly of 
a dry Sort, and of a horny Colour ; the Op- 
preſſion was alſo great, and attended with 
Sighings, but without any Flatneſs of Spi- 
rits: I therefore having an eye to the ſwel- 
ling of the Parts, and filling of the Small 
Pox, as well as to the Eruption of the mi- 


liary Puſtles, preſcrib'd the following Jus 
„ 


Take Black Cherry-water, ten Ounces; 
Compound Piony-water, one Ounce and 
half ; Diaſcordium, one Dram ; Species 
of the Confection of the Facinths, with- 
but Perfumes, two Scruples ; Syrup of 
Meconium, and of Citron-Peels, each 
half an Ounce: Mix, and make a Ju- 
lep, whereof let her take four Spoonfuls 
every third Hour. 


For this intent, that by taking the Doſes at 
ſhorter Intervals, the Patient might lie con- 
tinually quict in Bed, and by that means 
avoid the external Cold; which, tho” not 
always inimical to the Eruption of the Small 
Pox, yet is generally ſo, to that of the mi- 
liary Veſicles, I alſo adviſed her to hold to 
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the Pectoral Apozem, for abating the 
Cough, or at leaſt the Difficulty of Breath- 
ing; and ſeeing the Small Pox were now 
fully come out, both in the Neck and 
whole Body over, I ſubſtituted a lenient 
Gargle, inſtead of the aſtringent. 

In the Evening ſhe lay quietly, yet for 
the moſt part waking : The Small Pox in 
the Palms of the Hands, where the Skin is 
very thick, look'd like Veſicles fill'd with a 
limpid Serum, but in other Parts dry. 
Therefore I order'd her to perſevere in a 
frequent Uſe of the Pectoral Apozem ; to 
the end, that Matter may be ſupplied ſuf- 
ficient both for the Small Pox and Spitting. 
And for a greater Precaution, that neither 
the Small Pox nor miliary Puſtles ſhould 
ſtrike in again, I ordered one Spoonful of 
'Treacle-water, to be often added to a 
Draught of the Apozem. And to promote 
the ſwelling of the Parts, the following 
Draught to be taken at Bed-time. 


Take Cowſlip-water, two Ounces ; Treacle- 
water, three Drams ; Confection of 
Fracaſtorius, one Scruple; Syrup of 
White Poppies, half a Dram: Mix, 
and make an Hauſtus. 

2- ON 
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O the 20th, all things the ſame as be- 
fore ; ſo I gave orders for the pacifick Mix- 
ture to be repeated every four Hours, and 
the Apozem, Julep, and Gargle to be con- 
tinued. 

Id the Evening, when I found no Alte- 
ration, I adviſed a Continuance of the ſame 
Remedies ; adding only, that in caſe of 
Faintneſs of Spirits, ſhe ſhould take a 
Draught of the following Julep. 


Take Baum- ev ter, ten Ounces ; Compound 
Piony, and Epidemick Waters, each 
one Ounce and half; with a ſufficient 
Quantity of the Comfound Syrup of 
Piony, make a Fulep. 


On the 211t, the Patient much the fame 
as before, only ſhe now ccmplained of a 
troubleſame Itching in all her Body; there- 
fore I adviſed her to keep to the ſame Me- 
thod, and eſpecially to the pacifick Mix- 
ture, leſt, by the Irkſomneſs of the Itch- 
ing, ſhe might catch cold, and by that 
means drive inward the miliary Puſtles. 

In the Evening, ſeeing all things the 
ſame as in the Morning, I thought proper 
to continue the ſame Medicines; and that 
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the rather, becauſe by her omitting the fre- 
quent Uſe of the pectoral Apozem and 
Gargle, I ſaw the Salivation, (as uſually 
happens in the dry and horny Small Pox) 
to be ſtopt. And hence appears the Reaſon, 
why many die about the 11th Day, from 
the Beginning of the Diſtemper ; that is, 
becauſe they drink too ſparingly for diluting, 
and attenuating the Blood, and preparing 
Matter for the Salivation : Whence, Nature 
ſinks under the Burthen, the Swelling of 
the Jaws ſubſides, follow'd with a grievous 
Difficulty of Breathing, defying all expec- 
torating Helps; and, at length, the Patient, 
after a looſe Stool or two, or a coming away 
of the Menſes, ſuddenly expires. Hot Me- 
dicines alſo, too frequently preſcribed by 
many, are, by inducing a Dyſpnæa, and 
Dryneſs of the Throat and Tongue, a Pre- 
lude to the like enſuing Fate. Therefore 
tis always my Cuſtom, even from the firſt 
Beginning, and thro' the whole Courſe of 
the Diſtemper, to preſcribe Diluters ; nei- 
ther do I hinder the Patient from drinking 
ſinall Beer, air'd, with a Toaſt, unleſs a 
Sickneſs, or a Nauſea, or a Vomiting, or a 
Looſeneſs forbid it. 

| IN 
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In a difficult Breathing, and where there's 
the greateſt need of Spitting, I know no In- 
dications for ſtrong heating Remedies ; and 
if, perchance, the Patients ſhould eſcape, 
after having made trial of the ſame, it ought 
ſolely to be attributed to the Strength of 
Nature : Opiates dovery well promote the 
Swelling of the Parts, and Diluters the 
Salivation ; but hot Medicines, by accelera- 
ting the Blood's Motion, hinder both : For 
a Fermentation, and cotemporary Secre- 
tion, can by no means conſiſt or agree to- 
gether, Whereof I lately met with a ſin- 
gular Example in Mr. Hatſell, to whom 
Mr. Lancaſhire was Apothecary ; for this 
Gentleman, when affected with a bad fort 
of Small Pox, was thrown into a violent 
Fever a-new, by taking only a ſmall Doſe 
of the Tincture of Saffron, or Confection 
of Alkermes; for which I was obliged to 
preſcribe Crabs Eyes, Pearls, and the like 
things, with Diluters: By whoſe benign 
Efficacy, he was even ſnatched from the 
Jaws of Death, and afterward reſtor'd to 
Health. But to return to the Caſe in hand. 
O the 22d, I underſtood, that the 
Gentlewoman, whoſe Caſe I here relate, 
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had ſpent moſt of the laſt Night in Watch- 
ings; ſhe complain'd very much of an in- 
ward Heat, and her Urine was turn'd pale. 
Wherefore, fearing a Tranſlation of the 
Matter, relating either to the miliary 
Puſtles, or to the Small Pox, Le pads 
as follows: 


Take of the Pectoral Decoction depurated ; 
Alexiterial Milk-wwater, each one Pint; 
Treacle-water, two Ounces ; Mix, and 
let her drink a Draught of it oftentimes 
a-day, 


Ap for the better encouraging not only 
the Small Pox, by diluting, but alſo the 
miliary Puſtles, by corroborating the Spi- 
rits, I ordered the Diaſcordial Julep former- 
ly preſcribed; and another Cordial, toge- 
ther with a diluting Julep, to be taken by 
turns. 

In the Evening, the ſame as before; ſo I 
order'd the fame Remedies to be repeated. 

Ox the 23d, that is, the 11th Day from 
the Beginning of the Diſeaſe, the Patient 
ſeem'd in greater danger than at any time 


before ; for the had ſpent moſt of the Night 


in Watchings, which I took to be rather 
owing 
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owing to a Fault of the miliary Puſtles, than 
of the Small Pox ; whence I preſcrib'd one 
Scruple of Gaſcoign Powder, to be taken 
every eighth Hour, with the pearl'd Ju- 
lep. 

Ix the Evening ſhe had three looſe Stools, 
for which cauſe I commanded the former 
Paregorick, (or Night-Mixture) © be repea- 
ted forthwith ; and four Spoonfuls of the 
Diaſcordial Mixture, to be drank down af- 
ter every Purging-Stool, not forgetting the 
white Decoction. And for the other Symp- 
toms, to have a Mucilage and Gargle in rea- 
dineſs, along with the Pectoral Apozem, 
lightly ſharpen'd with Spirit of Sulphur. 

O the 24th, I heard the Fever had been 
very violent all the Night, and the Face and 
Hands (but theſe leſs) ſunk down: Beſides, 
the Looſeneſs continued, the Spirits flagg'd, 
the Breathing was difficult, and the Saliva- 
tion abated ; which Symptoms I propoſed 
to reſiſt, by the laſt preſcribed Method, 
with the Addition of one Spoonful of the 
Oxymel of Squills, diluted with Barley Ci- 
namon- Water; and that ſhe ſhould keep 
to the Uſe of the Gaſcoign's Powder, and 


| pom Apozem, with ſixteen Drops of 
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Spirit of Hartſhorn in each Draught of the 
fame; and for the Looſeneſs, I order'd the 
Mixture with Diaſcordium, to be taken 
preſently after every Purging-Stool, 

In the Evening, ſhe had a freer Reſpi- 
ration, but had vomited a little by taking 
the Oxymel of Squills : Therefore I pre- 
{crib'd a Draught of the following Julep, to 
be drank after every vomiting. 


Take Mint-water, ten Ounces ; Compound 
Piony-water, one Qunce and half; Spi- 
rit of Mint, ten Drops; Syrup of Mint, 
one Ounce: Mix, and make a Fulep. 


On the 25th, they told me, that the Pa- 
tient had ſuffer'd a grievous Exacerbation of 
the Feveriſh Heat in the Night, together 
with a Delirium, difficult Breathing, and a 
Looſeneſs, but not after the manner of a re- 
gular Paroxyſm ; the Small Pox were alſo 
every where turn'd blackiſh, and look'd as if 
touch'd with a Gangrene : But when Icame 
in the Morning, I found theſe Symptoms 
much abated, and the Vomiting entirely 
ſtopt: yet J took care to order the follow- 
ing Pills for a ſtrangling of the Trachea, 
which ſhe now labour d under, 


Take 
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Take Caſtor, fix Grains; Aſſa fetida, 
twelve Grains; Syrup of Cowſhips, as 
much as will make em into fix Pills; 
and that the laſt Preſcriptions ſhould be 


continued. 


In the Evening, the feveriſh Exacerbation, 
with the Watchings, Delirium, Difficulty 
of Breathing, Looſeneſs, and convulſive 
Motions, had returned; for which I pre- 
{cribed Plaiſters for the Soles of the Feet ; 
a Veſicatory between the Shoulders, and the 
following Bolus with the Julep. 


Take Sperma Ceti, Gaſcoign's Piwder, 
each one Scruple ; London Laudanum, 
one Grain; Syrup of Cowſlips, as much 
as will make a Bolus, to be taken im- 
mediately ; waſhing it down with four 
Spoonfuls of the following Fulep; and al- 
fo now and then in the Intervals. 


Take Rue-qater, ten Qunces ; Compound 
Pony, two Ounces and a half; White 
Sugar, a ſufficient Quantity : Mix, and 
make a Fulep, and let the Pectoral A- 
fozem, and Diaſcordial Mixture be uſed 

pon eccgſion. 
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On the 26th, I underſtood the fick Gen- 
tlewoman had been very reſtleſs and deli- 
rious in the Night; and alſo affected with 
a Looſeneſs and Faintneſs of Spirits, but 
without the Suffocation : Therefore, I or- 
dered the laſt Preſcriptions to be continued. 

In the Evening, the Feveriſh Heat exa- 
cerbated, but the Delirium abated, and the 
Looſeneſs not fo troubleſome ; ſo I made no 
Alteration in the Remedies ; only order'd 
Bliſtering-Plailters to be applied to the Arms, 
in caſe the Delirium required it. 

ON the 27th, I was inform'd, the Pa- 
tient had ſuffer'd the worſt Night of all: 
for on the return of the febrile Paroxyſm, 
the fell delirious and noiſy ; whereupon her 
Nurſe applied the Veſicatories, which greatly 
appeaſed both the Fever and Delirium, upon 
the opening of the fame ; ſo I ordered the 
Tincture of the Bark to be had in readineſs : 
And for quenching the Thirſt in the mean 
time, that ſhe ſhould drink Milk-water 
ſweeten'd with Sugar, and make uſe of the 
other Preſcriptions, as there was occaſion. 

'T1s to be obſerved, that after the Bliſ- 
ters were open'd, the Salivation return'd, 
and continued from henceforth even to the 


fourth 
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fourth Day; whereby it is manifeſt, that 
hot Medicines are not proper in the Small 
Pox during the Salivation, unleſs ſome grie- 
vous Symptom ſhould indicate the uſe there- 
of, and even then there ought to be much 
Diluting. 

Uro my viſiting the Patient, the ſame 
Day about Noon, I found her freed of the 
Inquietude, Delirium, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, Suffocation, and Purging ; only an in- 
ward Heat remain'd, reſembling that which 
follows a miliary Fever, or the prepoſterous 
Uſe of the Bark in an intermitting, For 
which I preſcribed one Scruple of prepar'd 
Pearls, to be taken every 5th Hour ; whoſe 
Ethcacy in extinguiſhing ſuch a kind of 
Heat, I had often experienced. | 

Ix the Evening, ſhe was quit of the fe- 
veriſh Heat, but the Looſeneſs was not yet 
gone entirely off; wherefore I had a mind 
ſhe ſhould take the prepar'd Pearl in form 
of a Bolus, that it might thereby tarry lon- 
ger in the Stomach and Guts, and paſs bet- 
ter into the Veins, and to have the white 
Decoction, and the Diaſcordial Mixture in 
readineſs, 


ON 
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On the 28th, the Heat was till leſs, and 
the Stools fewer, and without any Returns 
of the other bad Symptoms. Therefore I 
2dviſed her to continue the white Decoction, 
with the Bolus and Julep, every 6th Hour. 

In the Evening, ſhe was in the ſame 
hopeful way as in the Morning ; yet leſt 
there ſhould remain ſome Part of the mor- 
bifick Matter, after the drying up of the 
Bliſters too ſoon, I ordered Veſicatories to 
be laid behind the Ears, to the intent that 
they might ſupply the place of a Cathartick, 
until ſuch times as purging by Stool ſhould 
be convenient ; and that the Uſe of the Ju- 
lep and white Decoction ſhould be conti- 
nued, 

ON the 29th, the fame as before, and fo 
on for the zoth and 31ſt Days; wherefore 
I gave orders for repeating of the Aſſa-fœ- 
tida Pills and the Julep; and on this Day, 
being the 3 iſt, I preſcribed half a Dram of 
the Stomach-Pill with Gums, to be taken 
at Bed- time; and one Ounce of the ſolutive 
Syrup of Roſes the next Morning. 

AUGUST iſt, ſhe had three or four 
Stools, to her great advantage. 


ON 
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O the 2d, ſhe took the Julep, and 
Aſſa-fœtida Pills. 
On the zd, 4th, 5th, and 6th, ſhe repea- 
ted the Purging-Pills and Syrup ; and fo 


became freed from a moſt dangerous Diſ- 
temper,

Of a deadly Fever, with Loſs of 
Speech from the beginning. 


BOUT the 5th Day of October 

1709, the Son of that worthy Gen- 
tleman William Moriſon Eſq; being ſixteen 
Years old, of a Cholerick Temper, and ve- 
ry prone to Anger, and other Paſſions of 
the Mind, was ſeized with a Fever; at 
which time, and for ſome Weeks before, a 
malignant Fever raged in London. 

WurN I firſt viſited him, he neither 
was pain'd any where, nor moleſted with 
any Vomiting, or Sickneſs at Stomach, in- 
dicating the uſe of an Emetick ; his Pulſe 
was 
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was quick and weak; and, from the very 
firſt beginning of his Diſtemper, he was 
ſeiz d with a great Difficulty or Hindrance 
of Speech, and a Stupidity z whereto were 
added Tremors, and Startings of the Ten- 
dons, a dry and blackiſh Tongue, an high- 
coloured but tranſparent Urine, and coming 
away for the moſt part involuntarily, and 
an hot and dry Skin. 

To relieve this apparent Concourſe of 
the very worſt of Symptoms, the learned 
Dr. Grew was call'd to Conſultation ; we pre- 
ſcribed Alexipharmicks, of Snake-Root, Be- 
zoar, and the like; and in a few days af- 
ter, the Patient's Skin was ſtained or mark- 
ed with red and purple Spots, and eſpecial- 
ly upon his Breaſt, Legs, and Thighs. 
Theſe Symptoms, altho' a little milder now 
and then, prevail'd for fourteen Days ; af- 
ter that the Spots vaniſhed, and the convul- 
ſive Motions fo increaſed, that the young 
Gentleman ſeem'd ready to fink under them 
for ſeveral Days together. We order'd, even 
at the beginning of the Diſtemper, a Bliſ- 
tering-Plaiſter to be laid to his Head, where- 
by he began to recover his Underſtanding, 
and to ſtammer out ſomething; and after 


that, 
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that, ſeveral others to be applied one after 
another, to all his Limbs, in the Progreſs of 
the Diſtemper, yea, and repeated in ſome 
Parts ; for the Symptoms always run higher 
upon the drying up of the Bliſters. 

SECONDLY, When for ſome days we 
perceived the fame to be exacerbated to- 
wards Evening, we thought fit to preſcribe 
both the Powder, and the Infuſion of the 
Peruvian Bark, in a ſmall Doſe, whereby 
the convulfive Motions were ſuppreſſed. 
Yet the Patient, whoſe Strength and Fleſh 
were ſo waſted, (that the Hip whereon he 
lay was ſeiz'd with a Gangrene) yielded at 
laſt to Fate. 

AND here it may be remark'd, that the 
Patient, in the ten or twelve laſt Days of 
his Sickneſs, breath'd and perſpired ſo of- 
fenſive a Smell, that they were obliged to 
ſmoke his Chamber with Perfumes; and e- 


ven my ſelf, whilſt I inclined my Body a 


little too near him, was, by receiving his 
Breath into my Mouth, ſeiz'd all on a ſud- 
den with ſuch a Sickneſs and Faintneſs, that 


I was obliged to take the Air in the open 


Fields; and, returning thence, to drink plen- 
tifully of Mountain-Wine at Dinner. 
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His dead Body being diſſected by that 
ſcilful Artiſt, Dr. Douglas, there was found 
an Heap of brown-coloured Spots ſtill viſible 
upon his Breaſt; there was nothing con- 
tain'd in the more conſpicuous Veſſels of 
the Abdomen, but Grumes, or Clots of 
blackiſh Blood, without any Serum in the 
Interſtices. A very uncommon Spectacle 
indeed! and that either becauſe it more 
rarely happens, or we too ſeldom diſſect the 
Bodies of thoſe dying in Fevers: altho' tis 
very evident from hence, that an Anatomi- 
cal Diſſection of ſuch, as well as other dead 
Subjects, would be of very great advantage. 
And for that reaſon, I have annexed this 
Hiſtory, though of a different kind of Fe- 
ver, with a Deſign both of exhibiting an 
Example, applicable to the Appendix of 
the former Treatiſe; as well as to induce 


others to produce other Examples of the like 
kind, for the Publick Good of Phyſicians.
